Caldwell, Virginia’s woman member 
of the Republican National Com- 
mittee, in which she asserted “Mr. 
Hoover himself and the National 


Committee are denending on the 
women of the country to save the 
United States in this hour of vital 
moral religious crisis.” 

The task, the letter added, was to 
save the country from being ‘“Roman- 
ized and rum-ridden.”’ 

The Caldwell letter was a circular 
one, written on the stationery of the 
Republican National Committee, and 
was a _ suggestion to Republican 
women in Virginia to emphasize the 
religious and liquor issues in the 
campaign against Governor Smith. 
The letter. which was published in 
late editions of Tus New York TIMzEs 
this morning, was addressed to Mrs.

litical party casts less than ten 
thousand votes it loses its place 
on the ballot and can only regain 
it by getting 10,000 signatures to 
have it replaced. The Prohibition 
Party went down in influence in 
that State until the ballot appeared 
on election day minus the foun- 
tain. [Applause]. 

However, during the war the 
American people were prepared, as 
a patriotic duty, to submit to some 
abridgement of their liberties, 
some curtailment of the activities 
of their ordinary life. 

Looking first toward prohibition 
was the Executive order not to sell 
liquor to soldiers in uniform; fol- 
lowing that, the Executive order to 
cut down the use of grain in the 
brewing of malted beverages, so 
that we got what was familiarly 
known during the war period as 
2.75 per cent. beer. 

Taking advantage of the frame 
of mind of the American people at

United States.

‘When it comes to talking about 
the influence of these laws upon 
the morals of the youth, I ask for 


no better testimony than that 
which comes from the President of 
Columbia versity, the Hon. 
Nicholas Murray Butler, who said: 

‘‘We have brought about a situ- 
ation in which we challenge the in- 
genuity and sportiie instinct of 
millions of young persons to test 
whether or not th can safely 
violate a law for which they have 
no respect.. We have invited and 
induced a spirit and a habit of 
lawlessness which are. quite with- 
out precedent, and which reach 
from the highest ranks in the na- 
tion’s life to the lowest ahd most 
humble.”’ 

Finally, and finishing these quota- 
call your attention to one 
which to my way of thinking is 
most important, a report from the 
Institute of Social and Religious 
Research.

He undertook to organize it with- 
out respect to politics, and, in a 
little while there leaked into New 
York from Washington a little sug- 

stion that it might be well for

Sufficient pressure was brought 
upon Mr. Mills to reinstate these 
men that the prohibition agent 
himself came on from Washington 
to talk about it, and suggested to 
Major Mills that he had better 
make his peace with the politi- 
cians, thereby inferring, to my way 
of thinking, that he was dependent 
upon them for his own position.

TALK OF MAYOR FOR SENATE 





Late Boom to Name Walker Includes 
Copeland on Slate for the 


Governorship. 





Democrats will ‘move toward 
Rochester today to open the State 
convention of the party there tomor- 
row, nominate candidates and hear 
Governor Smith address the conven- 
tion on his way back from his 
Western tour. 

With the convention almost ready | 2 
to begin, the rank and file of the 
party find themiselves still faced with 
a tangle of booms for various as- 
pirants for places on the ticket. 

The New York City delegates leave 
in six special trains from the Grand 
Central Station at 10 A. M., and 
among this group, will be some who 
have started a late boom to have 
Mayor Walker nominated for United 
States Senator. 

Talk of Copeland for Governor. 

Some party leaders in Manhattan, 
it was said, had swung behind this 
movement without the Mayor’s 
knowledge and included in the plan 
the naming of Senator Royal §S. 
Copeland for the Governorship. 

These backers of Mayor Walker for 
the Senatorial nomination are also 
said to be supporting either Nathan 
Straus Jr. or Colonel H. H.- Lehman, 
financial director of the Democratic 
National Committee, for Lieutenant 
Governor. 


One difficulty that might bar ‘this: 


project would be the refusal of Sen- 
ator Copeland to relinquish his claim 
to renomination and accept thé nomi- 
nation for Governor. Semator Cope- 
land has been without much opposi- 
tion for the Senatorial nomination 
and has been regarded as an almost 
certain choice. Party leaders who 
have vaguely suggested that he 
might take another place on the tick- 
et ‘have met with termination on 
his part to hold the one he has. 

Those behind the ‘‘Walker-for- 
Senator’? movement, however, are 
said to feel that Senator Copeland 
might be persuaded to accept the 
Gubernatorial instead of the Sena- 
torial nomination in the interests of 
party harmony. Some persons be- 
lieved that Senator Copeland would 
stick to his guns. 


Mayor Surprised at Move. 


Mayor Walker, it was said, was 
very much surprised to learn late 
yesterday of the suggestion. While 
he had done nothing to sponsor the 
boom, it was said that he would not 
hinder it. 

The uncertainty regarding candi- 
dates so close to the opening of the 
convention arises partly from the in- 
sistence of Franklin D. Roosevelt 


that he will not accept the Guber- 
natorial nomination because of his 
health.

COOLIDGE APPOINTS

YJ. R. Garfield and Four Others

WASHINGTON, Sept. 29 ().—Pres- 
ident Coolidge today appointed an 
emergency board under the terms of 
the Railway Labor act to investigate 
and report to him within thirty days 
regarding the wage dispute in a num- 
ber of Western railroads, 

Those named were James R. Gar- 
field of Cleveland, Walter P. Stacy, 
Chief Justice of the North Carolina 
Supreme Court; Davis R. Dewey, a 
professor at the Massachusetts Insti- 
tute of Technology; Chester H. 
Rowell of Berkeley, Cal., and George 
J. Baker of Davenport, Iowa. 

Mr. Garfield is a former Secre' 
of the Interior, Mr. Rowell is an edi- 
tor and formerly was a member of 
the California Railroad Commission. 
Mr. Baker is connected with educa- 
tional work in Iowa. 

The dispute affects about 70,000 
conductors and trainmen and forty- 
seven railroads and their subsidiaries. 
The dispute has been in existence for 
several months and defies attempts 
of the Federal Board of Mediation to 
Zind a solution.

ST. LOUIS, Mo., Sept. 29.—Prohi- 
bition is the major issue in the Prési- 
dential aspect of the political cam- 
paign in Missouri. The farm ques- 
tion plays some part in public dis- 
cussions by campaign orators, and 
the official records of Governor 
Smith and Mr. Hoover come in for 
either eulogy or criticism, dependent 
upon the source of the oratory. 

But it is commonly agreed that the 
wet-dry issue is foremost in the open 
discussion of political questions, with 
metropolitan St. Louis inclined to the 
wet side and the greater portion of 
the State’s interior region apparently 
strongly sympathetic to the dry 
cause. 

Republican campaign managers. 
stress that prohibition has assumed 
the chief position in the Presidential 
contest. The Democrats agree to 
this, but with a qualification. They 
insist that underlying the surface op- 
position to Governor Smith on the 
ground of his wetness is a deep- 
seated spirit of religious intolerance, 
which, in their view, is the only 
thing "that injects doubt into their 
confidence that Governor Smith will 
get the State’s eighteen Presidential 
electors. 

Hay Valiantly Supports Smith. 


Charles M. Hay, the dry Demo- 
cratic nominee for Senator, while ad- 
hering to his own views on prohibi- 
tion, is doing valiant service for 
‘Governor Smith in his campaign ad- 
dresses. His Republican opponent, 
Roscoe C. Patterson, is also a dry. 

Senator James A. Reed, who made 
bitter speeches to prevent Hay’s 


nomination, comparing him to Sena- 
tor J. Thomas Heflin and giving Hef- 
lin the best of it, has not appear 
on the stump in Missouri, although 
he spoke for the Democratic ticket in 
the opening of the Kansas campaign 
this month. 

Both political parties are maintain- 
ing State campaign headquarters in 
St. Louis, and the Democratic Na- 
tional. Committee has established a 
regional headquarters here under the 
chairmanship of Senator 
Hawes of Missouri, with Representa- 
tive Fred M. Vinson of Kentucky 
and former Representative Scott 
Ferris of Sree as Vice Chair- 
men, Dr. Clements and Mrs.

“T showed General frases my plans 
for all my armies to change to the 
attack in the battle on which the en- 
tire war. depended,’’ writes General 
Joffre, ‘I told him no one would 
understand why the English army 
watched such a struggle without tak- 
ing. part im the decisive operation. 
Then I appealed to Great Britain’s 
honor, knowing it never was invoked 
in vain.” 

After General Wilson had trans- 
‘Jated his speech, as General Joffre 

did not pees English and General 
French didnot speak,» French, the 
British ‘commander exten ed his 
hand and said: 

“T will do everything possible.’ 

General Joffre outlines how the 
swirling invasion of gray-green hosts 
of Germans swept over Belgium and 
France so fast that they outstripped 
their communications and supplies. 
But here and there certain German 
armies encountered unexpected. re- 
sistance breaking up their alignment 
and leaving flanks in the air, which 
the French troops developed into 
open breaches.

The first check of General von 
Moltke’s plan occurred on.Aug. 27, 
1914, when’ the Duke of Wiirttem- 


berg’s army suffered a sharp set- 
back along’ the Meuse from the 
Fourth French Army and the Duke 
was forced to call for assistance from 
von Hausen’s army iat his right, 
which wheeled: southward into Gen- 
eral Foch’s troops.

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WILL MODIFY CHAIN ORDER 


Commissioner La Fount Declares 


Listeners’ Objections Compel 
a New Adjustment. 


Speciatto The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 29.—The 
Radio Commission today made pub- 
lic its short-wave channeling system 
for frequencies between 1,500 and 
32,810 kilocycles. This is a stand- 
ardization under which frequencies 
may be allocated to stations by the 
commission, and is the first attempt 
ever made to standardize the sep- 
arations between frequency assign- 
ments in the’ short-wave spectrum. 
It provides about 2-10 per cent. sep- 
aration between assignments. 

In the band between 1,500 and 
6,000 kilocycles under this plan there 
are private: channels and between 
6,000 and 23,000 kilocycles there are 
624 channels... A- number of these 
channels have been assigned by the 
commission and the number does not 
represent the channels which are 
now available. This separation is 
for telegraph work only, as broad- 
casting requires a channel 40 kilo- 
cycles wide. 

The chain broadcasting order of 
the commission does not solve the 
chain problem, Commissioner Har- 
old A. LaFount said today. The 
commission has been making inves- 
tigations which disclosed that mil- 
lions of listeners in all parts of the 
country are dissatisfied with the 
order. 

“If the power of all of the chain 
stations were the same,’’ Commis- 
sioner LaFount said, ‘‘the order 
would be all ht, but should the 
order go into effect, it is quite prob- 
able that many chain stations would 
not be heard because of the 300 miles 
limitation.” 

At the time the order was issued 
this information was not in the hands 
of the commission, and Mr. LaFount 
believes it may be necessary to 
change the order, basing it on the 
field strength of the station or ad- 
justing it in some other fs 

“What the commission is aiming 
to do,’? Mr. LaFount said, ‘‘is to see 
that the public gets what it wants, 
and it is apparent that the people 
want to hear the chain programs 
coming out of New York.” 

The commission has set Oct. 16 on 
which to hear applicants for licenses 
for broad television. About 
— applications have been re- 
ceived,

Street, three sneak thieves, who had

WASHINGTON, Sept. 29.—The Red 
Cross announced tonight that public 
contributions to the subscription fund 
had reachd $3,357,500.28. ‘The. sum- 
mary of contributions today shows 
$2,348,123.78 from the Eastern part 
of the United States; $647,271.50 from 
the Midwestern section and $250,731 
from the Pacific section. Other con- 
tributions were: Porto Rico, $46,653;

More than a half million persons 
who were victims of the hurricane 
in Porto Rico, Virgin Islands and 
Florida are still dependent upon the 
American Red Cross for daily suste- 
nance, it was announced today in 
giving the first résumé of its opera- 
tions. 

In. Porto Rico the number of fam- 
ilies under Red Cross, being fed, 
sheltered and clothed, is 56,777, or 
between 500,000 and 600,000 persons. 
In Florida 15,232 persons are under 
Red Cross care. 

The Red Cross has sent 163 of its 
staff workers, ‘doctors;. nurses: and 
executives in relief work into the 
field to direct operations.

A shipload of food 
sent from the United States was ex- 
hausted within a week, but ample 
supplies are now procurable in 
Porto Rico.

The health —— in Porto Rico 
beginning with innoculations nst 
typhoid, was now under way in the 
island, Mr. Baker said. He reported 
a statement of Health Commissioner 
Ortiz that the Red Cross and Gov- 
ernment agencies were getting con- 
trol of the health situation, and that 
the people of Porto Rico had not 
words to express their deep appre- 
ciation of the assistance coming to 
them from the United States. 


Disease is Greatest Danger. 


The greatest danger now confront- 
ing the victims, the Red Cross said, 
was the possible spread of epidemics, 
and the 20,000 ill in Porto Rico 
reported as suffering from influenza, 
malaria or typhoid. To care for this 
grave health situation the Red Cross 
dispatched five doctors, one sanitary 
engineer and twelve nurses to Porto 
Rico. 

In Florida a Red Cross doctor is 
in charge and has a staff of forty- 
five nurses. ._The health problem 
there 1s chiefly one of inoculating 
the refugees against typhoid, small- 
pox and other contagious diseases.

National» Red Cross headquarters 
received a check today from the Na- 
tional Federation of Postoffice 
Clerks, with a letter from Leo F.

Will Carry 200 Across the 
Atlantic in 36 Hours. 


Wireless to THz New York Times, 

BERLIN, Sept. 29.—Two hundred 
passengers will be able to make the 
journey from Berlin to New York in 
thirty-six hours by dirigible, in the 
near future, if the German inventor 
and engineer, Dr. Roesler, keeps his 
promises, 

In order to make such a speed Dr. 
Roesler intends to send the airship 
higher up into the air where the re- 
sistance is less strong. 

To prove the value of his plans the 
inventor is now completing a model 
which will be tested in the middle of 
October at the aviation exhibition in 
Berlin. The model, twenty feet long, 
will be directed by radio. 

If the tests prove that Dr. Roesler’s 
theories are correct a giant dirigible 
will be constructed which will show 
Many changes from the present 
types. Owing to the intense cold at 
the high altitudes the ship will be 
fitted with special motors and air 
turbines, instead of with propellors. 
The nose of the ship will have a 
round opening, behind which a tur- 
bine will be fixed for sucking in the 
air. The air, which will be artifi- 
cially condensed, will rush at a great 
= through the ship and will be 

riven out at the tail end of the 
ship through special pipes, thereby 
pushing the ship forward. The dirig- 
ible will be 220 meters in length wit 
a diameter of 50 meters, and plenty 
of room will be allowed for the pas- 
Senger’s baggage. 

Dr. Roesler’s chief aim seems to 
be high speed but another German 
airship designer is content with plans 
for making the trip in fifty-six hours, 
although with fifty passengers more. 
He is Max Kaestner of the ‘small 
town of Apolla and he expects to get 
at least part of the prize offered by 
the American Navy Department for 
the best plans for a dirigible. His 
sketches have already been classed 
in the best group, with the design 
of the Goodyear Corporation, Schu- 
ette & Co., Berlin, and the Brown 
Bovari Electric Corporation. 

The chief advanteges of his design 
is that it diminishes the air resist- 
ance and offers increased safety. 


POLE ASSAILS REICH PRESS. 


Foreign Minister Says It Hurts Re- 
lations of Two Countries. 


WARSAW, Sept. 29 (#).—August 
Zaleski, Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
today loosed a broadside against Ger- 
man newspapers, saying that they 
had been disseminating colored prop- 
aganda on German-Polish relations. 
He pleaded with them and with the 
newspapers of Poland to confine 
their reports to accurate accounts of 
actual developments in both coun- 
tries in the interest of international 
good-will. 

“It was necessary to make these 
remarks,’’ he said, ‘‘in order that 
Polish-German relations which we 
desire to see improved, do not be- 
come worse through biased reports 
that have appeared in the German 
press. 

‘This applies equally to the neces- 


-sity for just and impartial reports on 
German politics by the Polish 
press.”’ 

The Minister cited as examples of 
biased reporting in the German press 
reports on his Italian trip, the ill- 
ness of aMrshal Pilsudski, the con- 
vention of Vilna Legionaries, the al- 
leged declaration of martial law and 
the alleged Polish-Lithuanian border 
incidents.

Just After Storm. 


HE RACED 70 MILES IN AUTO

Rescuers "Toiled in Water Up to 
Their Waists Removing Hungry 
Refugees From Trees. 


How the Red Cross got into action 
in Florida‘a few hours after the hur- 
ricane struck was told yesterday by 
A. J. Cleary,:a business man of 
Miami, at the New York offices of 
the Red Cross, 598 Madison Avenue. 

The Red Cross, in making public 
Mr. Cleary’s experiences, at the same 
time announced that additional gifts 
of $16,652 yesterday. to its fund for 
the relief of hurricane victims in the 
West Indies and Florida had brought 
the total thus far to $573,522.05. 

Mr. Cleary, Red. Cross officials 
said, was detailed by a Miami group 
organized for: just such an emer- 
gency, on the afternoon of Sunday, 
Sept. 16, immediately after the storm 
had struck the Florida coast, to get 
to Palm Beach and reconnoitre the 
situation for the Red Cross. 


Raced 70 Miles in Automobile, 


Mr. Cleary raced the seventy miles 
in an automobile, over debris-strewn 
roads and with a séventy-mile-an- 
hour gale howling about him. On his 
arrival he found a Red Cross nurse 
already on duty and 300 persons, 
most of them women and children, 
sleeping in the halls of one of the 
hotels. 

Red Cross nurses and supplies 
quickly followed Mr. Cleary as, al- 
most without sleep and working 
ceaselessly in wet clothing, he circu- 
lated from centre to centre of the 
area worst hit by the storm. 

Rescuers toiled up to the waists in 
water, removing hungry refugees 
from trees and piling bodies on 
trucks. 

Mr. Cleary said that Miami had 
raised almost five times its Red 
Cross quota. He said also that West 
Palm Beach and other towns in the 
centre of desolation would be able 
to entertain their Winter visitors as 
usual,

VATICAN PAPERLAUDS 
CHURCH SILENCE HERE 


It Commends the Attitude on 
Both Candidates Concerning 
Religious Issues. 


Wireless to Thm New York Times, 

ROME. Sept. 29.—Heartily ap- 
plauding the advice given by Mgr. 
James O’Reilly, Bishop of Fargo, to 
American Catholics to ‘‘vote for the 
candidate who in your opinion has 
the clearest light to do good and 
courage to follow this light,’’ the 
Osservatore Romano, semi-official 
Vatican organ, in its first reference 
to the American Presidential elec- 
tion campaign strongly stresses the 
non-religious nature of the: struggle 
between Smith and Hoover. 

‘“‘The Catholic Church,’’ says ‘the 
Osservatore, “‘unswervingly adheres 
to its principle never to interfere in 
political contests unless Catholic in- 
terests are in vlay, which certainly 
is not the case in the present Presi- 
dential fight.” 

After referring to frequent state- 
ments by Smith foes that the elec- 
tion of a Catholic to the Presidency 
would be dangerous, the Osservatore 
continues: 

“Fanatics of all Protestant denomi- 
nations have painted this scarecrow 
in strong colors, completely disre- 

arding Smith’s declaration concern- 
ng the absolute lores of all Catho- 
lics to their country. 

“The whole matter,’’ says the Os- 
servatore, ‘‘has been threshed out in 
the newspapers and public cernion 
has Ee recognized the excellence 
of Smith’s arguments. 

“But now the attack has been re- 
sumed. Not so discussion. Catholics 
are very reserved on the subject. 
The fanatics would listen to no 
arguments, and those acting in 
bad faith have no need of them. 
Silence, however, which . .:cites sur- 
prise in the adversaries of the 
Church, is dictated by the absolute 
impartiality the Church constantly 
proclaims in political struggles when 
the interests of the Church are not 
threatened. In the present case 
American law, such as it is codified, 
and American practical politics, such 
as applied, render. possible the free 
expansion of the Church in the 
United States, and are awakening 
admiration, indeed almost envy, in 
many other States, among them 
some of the most Catholic States.”’ 

After complimenting both candi- 
dates. for their correct behavior 
where religious issues are concerned, 
The Osservatore ends: 

‘American Catholics’ aloofness in 
the Presidential campaign is_ not 
new, as the Church always has kept 
outside political contests. The Cath- 
olic newspapers, which do not par- 
ticipate in the struggte,-are merely 
following the precepts of the 
Church.’ 


BRITISH SHIP ASKS AID;

RIO DE JANEIRO, Sept. 29.—Mu- 
nicipal politics are much disturbed 
by the request of the Telephone Com- 


pany, a subsidiary of the Brazilian 
Traction Company of Toronto, which 
has asked for a special increase in 
rates to reimburse it for the exten- 
sive installations which are necessary 
to meet the rapid growth of the city.

FORMED FOR MALAY |3#*: 


Organization, Controlling 12 Per 
Cent. of Supply, Seen as Step 
Toward World Pool.

LONDON, Sept. 29.—A tin trust 
which will at the outset control six- 
teen leading Malayan tin-dredging 
companies has been formed by the 
Anglo-Oriental Corporation of Lon- 
don. The combined production of 
the concerns consolidated will repre- 
sent 12 per cent. of the world’s total, 


and their reserves of tin ore are esti- 
mated at more than $200,000,000 
The announcement is regarded as 
even more interesting as a step along 
the road to a world tin pool. 

A plan to stabilize the world price 
of tin at»£265 a ton by international 
agreement between producers was 
broached a year ago. It did not 
meet with initial success, American 
tin consumers in particular being 
highly suspicious of the proposal. 
The interests behind it, however; 
have gone ahead and now say the 
have reached an understanding wi 
Dutch producers. 

The director of one of the concerns 
supporting this plan said that he had 
also discussed it with the Guggen- 
heims, who have tin interests of 
their own in South America, and 
that they had seemed favorable. 

It is also pointed out that associ- 
ated with the Anglo-American Mining 
Corporation and the London Tin 
Syndicate, Ltd., n founding the Lon- 
don Malayan tin trust, are W. P. 
Hammon and Newton Cleaveland, 
members of the Yuda Associated 
Engineers of San Francisco. 

There are mg, Pach big tin fields in 
the world, in Malaya, Nigeria, the 
Dutch East Indies, and South Amer- 
ica. British interests, headed by the 
Anglo-Oriental group, already have 
consolidated the principal producers 
in Nigeria. It only needs agreement 
with the*Dutch producers and with 
the Americans who contro] the South 
American field to attain the goal for 
which the British tin interests have 
been heading, namely stabilization. 
Tin, the British argue, is a rare and 
almost precious metal of which the 
world’s supply is limited, for which 
no substitute has yet been found and 
existing stocks of which are always 
so limited that the loss of a few 
cargoes would be sufficient to send 
tin prices soaring.. Tin has been well 
over £300. It is now only £225. They 
contend that a stabilized price of 
£265 would be fair and equable.

GENEVA FEARS NOTE 
WILL DELAY DISARMING 


Anglo-French Procedure, How- 
ever, Finds Little Support in 
and Patside League Circles.

GENEVA, Sept.* 29.— Whether 
Washington’s reply to ‘the Anglo- 
French naval understanding will de- 
lay or hasten the League of Nation’s 
disarmament procedure is the only 
question which the note, published 
this morning, raises here for the mo- 
ment. Opinions are divided and the 
results of inquiries in League circles 
and outside them are not easily re- 
concilable.

Britain Had Sided With Germany. 

Now, up to her recent shift Great 
Britain had been siding with Ger- 
many in an effort to obtain limitation 
of trained reserves by France and her 
allies. Although for different rea- 
sons, Great Britain and Germany had 
been singing the same song about 
conscription, Therefore it might 
have happened that Britain would be 
found standing somewhere near Ger- 


many’s side when the Reich declared 
Article V of the Treaty of Versailles 
no longer binding on her, From re- 
ferring to France’s army, the Ger- 
mans might have found it only a 
short step to refer to Britain’s navy. 

But now France takes Britain’s 
side on cruisers and Britain takes 
France’s side on armies. What can 
that mean, except that should Ger- 
Many wish to declare Part V of the 
Treaty of Versailles no longer bind- 
ing. on her and that, therefore, 
she had the right to build up another 
big army—or..another big fleet—she 
will find her former enemies not di- 
vided as hitherto, but united to say 
to her ‘‘No’’? 

This maybe .ood diplomacy and 
it may justify the Franco-British 
declarations that they are out only 
to preserve peace in Europe, but 
never the less, it will probably be 
found that the recent bargains be- 
tween London and Paris will have a 
profound political effect on develop- 
ments in Europe. 

It may be found that in making 
the naval understanding, which, to 
repeat, Britain must have known 
would be refused by America, Paris 
and London were thinking much 
more about matters on this side of 
the Atlantic than on the American 
side. And with no small confidence 
one may put forward the surmise 
that Article V of the Treaty of Ver- 
Sailles has been strengthened. And, 
as has’ been said, that ‘is not only an 
advantage to France but to Britain 
as well. 

Germany, from which all merchant 
shipping of any. value was taken by 
the Allies in 1919, is now back in 
third place and she will likely win 
second place. The same ship yards 
which build merchant ships can build 
warships—unless Article V stands. 
With England and France agreed on 
both naval and land armaments, it 
has a firmer foundation than when 
they were divided. 


PARIS PRESS OPTIMISTIC. 


Is Encouraged by Tone and Spirit 
of American Note.

ater Gen. William H. Bixby, retired, 
former chief of the United States 
Army engineers and an expert on 
Mississippi flood control, died at Wal- 
ter Reéd. Hospital today. Born in 
Charlestown, ‘Mass., on Dec. 9, 1849, 
General Bixby was appointed to the 
United States Military Academy from 
Massachusetts July 1, 1869. He was 
commissioned a second lieutenant in 
the engineers in 1873 and a first 
lievitenant in 1875. He became suc- 
cessively captain, major, lieutenant 
colonel, colonel and brigadier gen- 
eral. He was retired at fis own re- 
uest fiter forty years’ service, on 
ug. 11, 1913. He had made his 
home “ha in recent years and is 
Survived by his widow. 


General Bixby ranked No. 1 in a 
class of forty-one at West Point. 
His great friend, Colonel Russell, 
ranked No. 2. Fifty years after 
their graduation General Bixby. vol- 
untarily retired from the army six 
months before reaching the retire-

Their Transactions Secret. 


The amount of stock in which these 
men trade each day, the extent of 
their holdings, their methods of oper- 


ations and other intimate details of 
what may-be said to be the’ two 
largest pools ever formed in Wall 
Street are closely locked secrets. be- 
tween the members of the informal 
associations and their brokers. All 
are sworn to secrecy. However, 
enough facts, here and there, coupled 
with the action of various stocks on 
the tickers, have become known to 
give a general idea of what is going 
on with the groups which are ‘‘run- 
ning the market,’’ which have defied

BALANCE FAVORABLE AGAIN 


First Showing of the Kind Since 
August, 1927—-Statements for 
Nine Months Issued. 


The movement of gold through the 
Port of New York in September was 
again small for a month, with im- 
ports aggregating $3,180,000 and ex- 
ports $1,449,000, compared with im- 
ports of $849,000 and exports of 
$4,733,000 in August and $1,691,000 
and $24,233,000 respectively in Sep- 
tember a year ago. The passing 
month was, however, the first one 
since August, 1927, in which imports 
exceeded exports. 

An outstanding shipment to this 
country in September was $2,434,000 
received from Great Britain, the first 
one from that source since June, 
1927, and the largest import for the 
month. Exports were mostly to 
Java, the largest being $280,000 to 
that country in the closing week of 
the month.

All 
telephones in Great Britain, Ger- 
many, Holland and Switzerland can 
also be reached; while in France, 
the City of Paris, in Norway, Oslo, 
in Sweden, Stockholm, Gothenburg 
and Malmo, and in Denmark, Copen- 
hagen alone can be connected with 
the international telephone circuit. 
All points in the nited States. 
Canada and Cuba are available to all 
the European points named, while 
in’ Mexico are interconnected cities 
which also are linked with al] these 
countries.

amounted to Ba. After ihe 
deduction of all payments to the 
Government, the profit was $3,000,- 
000. The investment capital by these 
concéssionaires for the same period 
was $3,500,000, of which $2,000,000 
wes imported from abroad. Thus, 
the coneessionaires during one year 
made a net profit of 146 per cent. on 
the imported capital and 85.5 per 
cent. on the total capital.’’ 
The report says the turnover of 
these concessions increased from 
,750,000 in 1925-192C to $15,000,000 
in 1926-1927 and that most of the 
concessionaires fulfilled in excess of 
requirements the conditions as to 
furnishing of equipment.

“The deposits are mostly veins,’’ 
says the report, “but one large and 
striking boi y of very low-grade con- 
per ore occurs in the diabase in chal- 
copyrite and pyrrhotite.”’ 

The report also'indicates that dia- 
mond drilling in the field has found 
ore at a depth of 500 feet. 

“The veins studied on the whole 
are not large and there is a tendency 
for the ore to be rich-and patchy,” 
says‘the report. ‘‘““‘There is'a good 
deal of promise for:small mines in 
the district, which is one worthy of 
the attention of the prospector.”

BUSINESS HEALTHY, 
“EXECUTIVES FIND 


Lines as Trade Association 
Convention Ends. 


NOTE SURPLUS PRODUCTION 


Speakers Stress Continuance of 
“Buyers’ Market,” but Find 
No Cause of Alarm. 


Business in general took a new 
step forward early in the month just 
closing, according to a canvass of 
opinion among those who attended 
the annual convention of the Ameri- 
can Trade Association Executives, 
which was concluded yesterday at 
Montauk Point, L. I. There were 
over 8 hundred members present. 
They are in. daily contact with con- 
ditions and problems in many of the 
largest trades and industries of. the 
country. 

Here and there among the indus- 
tries represented there was an un- 
favorable report, but, on the whole, 
sentiment was that, from a position 


of rather indifferent progress durin 

the Spring, the business movemen 

has worked into a more satisfactory 
phase, with activities and operations 
gaining. 


Show Cautious Optimism. 


The association secretaries were 
optimistic on business, but at the 
same time most of them did not fali 
to emphasize the problems in their 
different lines, at the head of which 
was placed the difficulties arising 
out of surplus production. 

For the National Machine Tool 
Builders Association, Ernest F. Dub- 
rul told how demand for the first 
eight months of the year has exceed- 
ea anything since the boom of 1920, 

“This business is coming from 
numerous industries,’? Mr. Dubrul 
said, ‘‘and must be accepted as 
showing a healthy condition because 
most of it is for replacement pur- 
poses. Our members sell very little 
on the instalment basis, so the pur- 
chasing is not at all speculative; we 
believe the present rate of activity 
will hold.’’ 

M. L. Hemingway, General Mana- 
ger of the Motor and the Accessory 
Manufacturers Association, had an 
equally optimistic report to offer. 
The outlook in this line, he said, is 
without a cloud, at least for the pe- 
riod ahead that can be estimated. 

‘Profits have been a little narrower 
this year than either last year or 
1926,’ he remarked, “‘but they are 
healthy. Orders are also being placed 
in a healthy way along hand-to- 
mouth lines, but with a little more 
consideration for purveyors. 


Building Spokesmen Differ. 


From the building industry, which 
has supplied such great activity, 
there was some difference of opinion 
found between two of its represen- 
tatives. 

Ralph P. Stoddard of the Common 
Brick Manufacturers Association of 
America explained that the brick in- 
dustry was now passing through a 
quiet period, which may or may not 
prove seasonable. 

“Within the next two or three 
weeks,’’ Mr. Stoddard said, “we 
should start on our active Fall sea- 
son. It may develop on its usual 
scale, but if it does not fulfill ex- 
pectations we will know that new in- 
fluences are at work. High money 
is cutting down on construction work 
and plans. On the other hand, there 
is a growing demand for substantial 
housing which may take up possible 
slack.’ 

Herbert U. Nelson of the National 
Association of Real Estate Boards 
was inclined to discount the effect 
of higher monev and asserted that 
the building industry finds no lack 
of funds. 

‘*‘While a great deal is made of the 

resent surplus,’’ he remarked, “‘it 
s true also that the building pusi- 
ness lags far behind other industries 
in educating the public to higher 
standards of living. We need to take 
a leaf from the book of the automo- 
bile manufacturers and one way to 
get started would be to organize 
central leadership for this $6,500,000,- 
000 industry. 


Pride Found a Factor. 


“As far as present conditions are 
concerned, wé may be over built, but 
there are certain imponderables to 
consider that should continue to keep 
construction quite active. The invest- 
ment source is one, and another is 


the pride being taken by an increas- 
ing number o companies in having 
their own buildings.’’ 

Throughout the sessions of the con- 
vention the chief interest was taken 
in ways and means of contending 
with the ‘‘new competition.”’ The 
emphasis was placed both in formal 
addresses and informal discussions 
upon meeting the buyers’ market. Dr. 
Hollis Godfrey, President of the En- 
gerring Economics Foundation of 

oston and former President of 
Drexel Institute; brought before the 
meeting a declaration that this mar- 
ket started in 1922 coincident with a 
drop in per capita wealth, and that 
it would continue owing to excessive 
and. constantly growing production. 
Only in developing human capacities, 
he said, can conditions be modified. 

These officers were elected for the 
ensuing year: President, Ralph P. 
Stoddard of the Common Brick Man- 
ufacturers’ Association of America; 
Vice President, M. L. Heminway. of 
the Motor and Accessories Manufac- 
turers’ Association, and Secretary- 
Treasurer, W. 8S. ys of the Na- 
tional Slate Association. Frederick 
M. Feiker of the Associated Busi- 
ness Papers, Inc., was re-elected to 
the Executive Committee. It was 
announced that the organization now 
has 807 members.

Those at Season’s Last Auction

The last local fur sale for 1928 will 
begin tomorrow under the direction 
of the New York Auction Company, 
Ine.

$4,500,000, it will be one of the short- 
est sales held here in some time.

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HIGH MONEY NO BAR 
70 SALES ON CREDIT 


Not Mean Revisions in 
Service Charges. 


MUCH CAPITAL IS STABLE 


Short-Term Borrowings of Big Con- 
cerns Are Affected, but They 
Do Not Vary Much. 


The question has lately come up 
whether the rise in money rates is 
likely to curb instalment selling by 
affecting the supply of credit to 
finance such sales. Discussing the 
matter yesterday. Phillip W. Haber- 
man, Vice President and General 
Counsel of the Commercial Invest- 
ment Trust Corporation, voiced the 
opinion that neither instalment sell- 
ing nor the industries utilizing this 
method of distribution can ‘‘scarcely 
be affected”’ by variations in money 
costs. 

Money ‘fluctuations, he asserted, 
affect only one of a number of ele- 
ments which ‘enter into the financing 
of instalment sales, Offsetting this 
is the fact that the bigger finance 
companies employ large amounts of 
funds, the costs of which are not 
variable. Moreover, on short-term 
borrowings rises in money from time 
to time are compensated for by de- 


clines, resulting in an average cost 
over a period of years. 


Not Affected by Money Rates. 


“The question: whether the recent 
increase in the cost of money has 
had or may have a deterring in- 
fluence upon industries which de- 
pend upon instalment sale distribu- 
tion,’? Mr. Haberzaan continued, ‘‘is 
@ proper one and should be unequiv- 
ocally answered before any general 
misconception. gains currency. An 
understanding of the elements enter- 
ing into instalment banking demon- 
strates that such industries can 
scarcely be affected by variations in 
the cost of money. If the free flow 
of funds were interrupted a diminu- 
tion in the volume of such transac- 
tions would, of course, ensue, but a 
diminution in the volume of normal 
cash transactions would also follow. 

“It must be borne in mind that the 
institution supplying the consumer 
or instalment credit facilities con- 
cerns itself with something more 
than merely furnishing the funds to 
service these credits. It gives a 
rounded service consisting of many 
elements. It surveys the industries 
it serves. It prepares plans to be 
available over extensive periods of 
time, suited to the needs of the re- 
spective industries. 


Supply Many Aids to Merchant. 


Further, such an institution sup- 
plies credit investigation facilities 
which enable the merchant to pass 
on the transactions. It handles a 
multiplicity of collections relatively 
small compared to those of the com- 
mercial bank. It must so function 
that the merchant’s relations to the 
instalment debtor are not prejudiced. 
Lastly, of course, it furnishes the 


requisite funds. 

“Fluctuations in the cost of money 
to the finance company in respect to 
its short-term borrowings a ovriggh ped 
affect only one of a number of ele- 
ments that go to build up the basic 
cost of the service that it supplies. 
Such fluctuations do not require cor- 
responding variations in the rates 
charged for the instalment facilities. 

“As a matter of fact, large finance 
companies like our own employ great 
amounts of money, the costs of which 
are not variable. For example, this 
institution has a permanent capital 
of $30,000,000, and, of course, no va- 
riable expense attaches thereto. It 
has substantially $20,000,000 of long- 
time securities. outstanding which 
bear a fixed rate of interest and are 
not affected by variations in interest 
rates. 

“Its so-called short-term borrow- 
ings are principally at six months’ 
time, and such borrowings cannot be 
affected like those which pulsate in 
harmony with day-to-day changes in 
the money situation. Furthermore, 
experience over a long term of years 
shows that the upward curve of 
money cost is offset by peridds in 
which there are compensating de- 
clines. Thus. an average cost of 
money is>arrived at. which is based 
on a cycle of years. Consequently, 
institutions such as ours can con- 
tinue. their. standardized industrial 
banking. plans uninfluenced by sea- 
sonal changes in money rates.” 

Is Specialized Field. 

Mr. Haberman went on to say that 
the financing of instalment sales has 
become a specialized field of bank- 
ing. Many lines of industry, he 
pointed out, through instalment sell- 
ing’ have been enabled to increase 
vastly their. volume and to attain 
mass production. 

“This has resulted,’?’ Mr. Haber- 
man declared, ‘“‘in decreased costs to 
the benefit of all classes of purchas- 
ers, whether on cash or credit. The 
manufacturer, of ‘course, requires 
credit for production, and it is the 
function of the commercial banks: to 
supply this credit. 

“The money cost to the average 
manufacturer in good standing for 
short-term funds is not to be com- 
pared with rates on call loans, as 
during the period that so-called bro- 
kers’ loans have commanded as. high 
as 7 and 8 per.cent. interest rates, 
the commercial: paper rate fluctuated 
between 5 and 5%-per cent. The dis- 
tributer of merchandise also requires 
credit for carrying his inventory. 
The financing ‘of instalment sales, 
however, is not. a short-time service, 
and it is the consumer who requires 
the credit to enable him to purchase 
many articles,"” :

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-ETAIL trade went up as the 
mercury went down last week, 
The demand took in all sea- 
sonal lines with the emphasis, 
of course, on Fall apparel. The fa- 
vorable weather as the month closed 
makes it quite positive, according to 
both local and out-of-town reports, 
that the trade volume done will com- 
pare very favorably with the figures 
of a year ago. It is also likely that 
the variations in volume as between 
different sections of the country will 
be shown to have smoothed out 
somewhat. 

Certain difficulties: have cropped 
up as a result of the cautious buying 
done by retailers earlier in the sea- 
son. Hand-to-mouth operations were 
More pronounced than ever and, 
now that consumer buying is expand- 
ing, shortages haye developed. These 
are not serious as yet but some of 
the largest concerns have apparently 
decided to allow their buyers to be a 
little more liberal in placing orders 
when conditions warrant. 

Activities in the merchandise mar- 
kets during the week closely fol- 
lowed the improvement in the retail 
branch, While the religious holiday 
made for a late start, reorders were 
afterward attended to in large vol- 
ume. The influence of the replenish- 
ing demand on goods sold for cool 
weather needs was felt very quickly, 
indicating that stocks melt away with 
any sizable business. Deliveries in 
a growing number of cases have 
fallen behind, Manufacturers con- 
cede that hand-to-mouth buying is a 
sound policy as long as trade pros- 
pects appear dubious but they also 
contend that such a policy must be 
liberalized when the outlook becomes 
favorable, 


+, 
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Sustained activity 
in the so-called key 
lines during what is 
usually a period of 

recession was the 
feature in industry during the quar- 
ter just closing. Because of the head- 
way made during the Summer it is 
likely that in both steel and auto- 
mobile manufacture new records for 
the year will be presented. Funda- 
mentally, the gains. in industry are 
probably based on the improvement 
in agriculture. In addition, there 
have been special influences at work 
in different directions. Stabilized 
currencies abroad have broadened 
export opportunities. . Industry calls 
for more machinery to reduce costs 
just as the household calls for im- 
proved appliances to minimize home 
drudgery. 

As industry enters the final quar- 
ter, hopes are high that the better- 
ment which has set in may make 
substantial progress. It would be 
giving an inaccurate picture to de- 
scribe the present situation as other 
than ‘“‘fair.”” Its best phase is pre- 
sented in the word ‘‘gaining.’’ The 
upward movement started early in 
the year and has suffered no setback. 
But the level reached in this prog- 
ress is scarcely up to par with ac- 
tivities in the first half of last year. 
In short, the ground lost in the reac- 
tion of last Fall and Winter has al- 
most been recovered. 

Reasonable grounds for believing 
that the upward movement will con- 
tinue are not difficult to find, but 
the long range outlook must take 
into account several factors of a dis- 
turbing nature. 


Quarter Put

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Chief of. these 
factors influencing 
the long trend is 
admitted to be the 
matter of money 
rates. The recovery from 1921 was 
made possible almost entirely by easy 
money. Rehabilitation.of the rail- 
roads, the building boom, expansion 
‘of instalment sales and the tremen- 
dous increase in automobiles were 
all readily financed. In addition, 
credit was so ample that the stock 
market-was also able to stage its 
biggest and longest bull movement. 

It is therefore quite to the point 
to imagine that tightening - money 
rates, brought about through. the loss 
of gold and the diversion of large 
sums to speculative purposes, may 
mean a recession in those operations 
that have benefited so largely from

It is small wonder, then, that the 
credit situation is being watched very 
closely by those who realize its possi- 
bilities. Developments in the con- 
struction industry receive special at- 
tention because a surplus of certain 
building is apparent and the pressure 
of higher money rates against new 
work should therefore be all the 
more severe,

The experience of 
some manufacturers 
this year with hand 
to mouth ~ buying 
leads one of them to 
suggest that a better description of it 
would be ‘‘teeth-to-tongue’”’ buying. It 
is a question even with some retail 
merchandizers whether the process 
has not been carried too far. Sales 
lost through not having the desired 
articles in stock may be as costly as 
having to take mark-downs on a sur- 
plus, since there is no way of telling 
how much it costs to lose a customer 
for all time. 

Without going into this end of the 
question further, there is reason to 
believe that so far as progressive 
stores are concerned hand-to-mouth 
buying probably has passed its most 
extreme stage. Merchandise control 
ushered it in and the restrictions on 
buying were extended to everything. 
As the stores grow more proficient 
in this control and in the testing of 
what sells quickly they probably will 
operate with more confidence. 

There is still another phase of the 
matter, and one that is likely to prove 
as important as any other. The uni- 
versities and schools are providing 
courses in merchandising. The stu- 
dents are not only obtaining a thor- 
ough knowlewge of different prod- 
ucts and the manufacturing processes 
involved, but they are also learning 
@ good deal about the sources of 
fashion, how a style comes into be- 
ing, the relationship of products, &c. 
When intelligence is substituted for 
“hunch” buying there may not be so 
much of the hand-to-mouth variety, 
a large part of which probably is 
based more upon ignorance and its 
accompanying fear than upon a 
proper caution. 


Piecemeal 
Buying 
on Wane? 
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The notion was 
confidently held in 
the cotton goods 
market last week 
that the September 
statistics will probably make one of 
the best, if not the best, showings 
this year. The primary market has 
seen excellent business at firming 
prices. In printcloths and colored 
goods th@ month’s results figure up 
best. The finished goods end finds 
continued large volume on percales 
and similar prints. Early in the 
coming month an exhibition of cotton 
dresses is to be hold to encourage 
still further the promotion of such 
apparel. 

Both from the style standpoint and 
from the important angle of strength- 
ening distribution, the industry seems 
to be in much better shape than 
since the depression set in. During 
the week the coming merger of im- 
portant interests in the wholesale 
field was reported, and it was. also 
made known that 85 per cent. of the 
wholesale dry gocds volume is now 
represented in the institute organized 
to werk out the pressing problems of 
the trade. 

Opening of Spring dress fabrics for 

the cutting-up trade by the leading 
woolen producer during the week dis- 
closed reduction of from 5 to 12% 
cents a yard on repeat numbers. 
A feature of this opening was the 
showing of-low-priced sport fabrics 
to be used in garments that will sell 
through chain stores. The. values 
offered for the new season were re- 
garded generally as a bid for volume. 
The demand for lightweight dress 
goods on the tweed, crépe and 
georgette order this season has been 
very large and garment manufac- 
turers report that volume continues 
to expand. “This development has 
cut into the sales of. silks and the 
silk market from holding first place 
recently in the active. demand now 
rates third place. fe 

Openings of Spring silks will be 
held in the next two weeks. Another 
print season is predicted, but some 
manufacturers’ believe that plain col- 
ors may grow stronger. Firmer raw 
silk prices indicate that the offerings 
for the new season are likely to. be 
quoted at least above the levels now 
prevailing.

CREDIT FIGURES SHOW

Clearing House Reports Farther 
Drop in Average Order, How- 
ever—Collections Up. 


Last week’s inquiries made of the 
Credit Clearing House showed a fur- 
ther drop in the average order, which 
fell to $308, as compared with $315 
for the week preceding and $333 two 
weeks ago.

Haiti Lowers. Oil. Tax—Cut Film 
Duty in Czechoslovakia—Portu- 
gal Regulates Drug Imports.

A résumé of tariff conditions pre- 
pared especially for Tuz.Times by 
the Department of Commerce, foi- 
lows: 

Lower Haitian import: duties on 
gasoline and cultural machinery, 
also on agricultural tools..and print- 
ed matter, have become effective, ac- 
conus to a report from Consul Sam- 
uel - Honaker, Port-au-Prince. 
Other articles now subject to reduced 
rates include bottles, perfumery, con- 
fectionery, aluminum ware and cer- 
tain chemicals, At the same time in- 
creases became effective on steel 
bars and plates, bed springs and mat- 
tresses, furniture and cheese. 

Czechoslovakia has reduced _ the 
rate on unexposed moving-picture 
films fromthe United States to 144 
Czech crowns from 1,200 Czech 
crowns per 100 kilos. Other reduc- 
tions include cord fabrics for the 
manufacture of pneumatic tires, de- 
creased to 90 crowns from 600 crowns 
per 100 kilos. 

Proposed Portuguese pharmaceu- 
tical regulations would restrict the 
importation of forei pharmaceu- 
ticals to those for which an import 
certificate would be issued by the 
Public Health. Administration, ac- 
cording to a notice published in the 
London Board of Trade Journal. It 


or printed matter accompanying such 
pharmaceuticals be in the Portu- 
guese language. In order .to obtain 
the necessary import certificate it 
would be necessary for each specialty 
to be registered in Portugal. 


Higher Spanish Duties. 


Higher Spanish duties on American 
cutlery, machine tools, electric loco- 
motives and rough iron and steel are 
expected to become effective shortly, 
reports Minister Leland Harrison 
from Stockholm. These increases re- 
sult from the cancellation of special 
concessions in these listed products 
granted to Sweden by ese and ex- 
tended to the United States due to 
most-favored-nation treatment. These 
concessions are canceled by provision 
in’ a revised commercial treaty be- 
tween Spain and Sweden recently 
signed at Madrid and now awaiting 
ratification. 

In Peru shelled almonds and _ fil- 
berts and. fancy. boxes. imported by 
Peruvian chocolate factories in quan- 
tities of more than 500 kilos will en- 
joy a reduced duty of 10 per cent. ad 
valorem,. says a report from Com- 
mercial Attaché O. C. Townsend, 
Lima. ‘The duties on these articles 
imported in quantities less than 500 
kilos remain unaltered. Similarly 
wool yarn on bobbins is also subject 
to reduced duty of 10 per cent. ad 
valorem when imported in quantities 
of more than 500 kilos for industrial 
purposes. . : 
Poland -has increased the rates on 
rayon threads and established the r-- 
quirement that import licenses must 
be secured for each shipment, pps 
Assistant Trade Commissioner Red- 
fern from Warsaw. 

.-In Venezuela vegetable carbon, for- 
merly dutiable at 0.05 bolivar per 
gross kilo, -has been transferred to 
the free list and the import duty on 
yeast for industrial uses has been re- 
duced to 0.05 bolivar from 0.75 boli-

BLAMES NEW MACHINERY 


‘Dean Muste Holds Fiexible Credit 
System Would Help Solve the 
; Work Question. 





Unemployment is the most pressing 
economic issue that we have today, 
Professor Horace Taylor of the De- 
partment of Economics at Columbia 
College yesterday told fifty women 
delegates at the annual Autumn con-, 
ference of the New York Women’s 
Trade Union League. The conference 
is being held at the Brookwood Labor 
College, Katonah, N. Y. 

He set the number of unemployed 
in this country ‘at the present time 
at about 4,000,000. 

Professor Taylor said that great 
technical changes are still taking 
place in our industrial methods by 
which machines are constantly being 
invented and put into operation on 


the jobs of men who have been 
Going the work by. hand for years. 

“In this way,’’. he said, ‘‘thousands 
of men who had virtually become 
skilled laborers after years of train- 
ing and ‘practice find themselves 
thrown out of the only job about 
brs they. know anything and 


gw 3 the streets hunting jobs 
with e — army of unskilled 
laborers. is is inevitably the case, 


except.in those industries where the 
trade unicns are strong enough to 
insist that such men be taken care 
of before the machines are installed.”’ 


Says Quota Laws Did Not Help. 


Speaking of the change in immigra- 
tion laws, he said that as far as he 
could see the restrictions imposed a 
few years ago had done but little to 
alleviate the unemployment question. 
Dean A. J. Muste of Brookwood 
College discussed solutions to the un- 
employment question which are be- 
ing tried in various .parts of the 
country, stressing the need of a 
credit system which would be’ flex- 
ible enough to hold itself in during 


times of industrial booms so that it 
would be able to go to greater limits 
in order to save industries during 
depressions. 

‘The chief trouble today is that we 
do not succeed in disposing of the 
oods that are produced,’’ he said. 
‘This is partially because the very 
wealthy people cannot use all the 
goods that their dollars should be 
purchasing in order to bring about a 
proper distribution of wealth. Give 
the masses a greater purchasing 
wer and a great deal will have 
en done.’’ 


Tells of Bonus for Children.

Billikopf ‘Orders Cooperative in 
‘Philadelphia to Cat Ontpct — 
Before Dec. Le 


A decision involving the status of 
@ codperative community bakery 
conducted by the Bakery Workers’ 
Union of Philadelphia was handed 





who was chosen by employers and 
employes as arbitrator in the trade 
dispute. 

The union, according to the argu- 
ment presented to  Mr.. Billikopf, 
went into the business of baking’ 
breed in 1921 to supply union-made 
bread to grocers in the event of a 
strike, to have a weapon against. the 
Master Bakers in the event of a dis- 
pute and also as a medium for union- 
izing the rest of the industry. 

The Master Bakers contended that 
ever. since the union cooperative 
bakery came -into existence : it. has 
by -various-unfair practices made it 
impossible for.the employers.to carry 
on their business profitably. It was 
alleged that the cooperative made in- 
ducements to grocers. which the other 
shops, operating under union con- 
ditions, could not successfully. meet. 

In addition ‘to underselling,. the 
union, it~ was: said, relieved the: 
grocer of more stale and unsold 
bread than the other employers 


could afford to do. During ‘the life 
of the cooperative ‘bakery the union | 
has. failed to unionize the entire! 
market, so that the employer is faced 
with greater competition than ever, 
it was said. 

On behalf of the union, Mr. Billi- 
kopf was told that the scope of the 
cooperative bakery should not be re- 
stricted because it is operated to 
aie union bread in case of a 
stri In refutation of the charge 
that the cooperative had diverted 
business from the master bakers, the 
union declared that its business had 
not increased between 1921 and 1927. 

Peace in the industry has largely 
been made possible; according to the 
union, by the -existence of the co- 
operative plant. 

In his decision Mr. Billikopf 
pointed out that the union coopera- 
tive has resorted’ to practices which 
have made it difficult for the union 
employer to compete, because the co- 
operative enterprise has been main- 
tained by union dues. In this way, 
he said, the master bakers were at 
a serious disadvantage because they 
were required to compete with their 
own employes, ‘‘who have it in their 
power to render the business of the 
employers unprofitable.”’ 

Instead of extending the use of the 
union label, the cooperative. has _ di- 
verted trade from those employers 
who maintain. sanitary conditions 
pose — employ thefr workers at a 

ilikerr. to by the union, said 
Mr ‘Bil 


While og did not believe it ad- 
visable at this time to have the 
union discontinue its cooperative en- 
terprise, Mr. Billikopf recommended 
that on or before Dec. 1 the co- 
operative confine itself to, the pro- 
duction and sale of white bread. If, 
as.a result of the curtailment of -its 
activities, the number of men em- 
a by the consumers cooperative 

reduced, the master bakers shall 
make efforts to employ the idle. 

The decision further said that the 
fund of $5,000 which the employers 
offered to the union to extend the use 
of the union label shall be turned 
over to a joint committee represent- 
ing union and employers who shall 
administer the fund to accomplish 
the end in view.

PARIS, Sept. 27.—Those in Paris 
who forever are discussing world af- 
fairs and their .many. complexities 
are very worried these, days because 
nothing is- working out just exactly 
as they would like it. 

It seems months, and, indeed, years 
since Aug. 27, when. the Kellogg pact 
outlawing war was signed at the 
Quai d’Orsay. For. since then no one 
has ever heard of the pact except to 
hear it sneered at. It may some day 


come alive again like the phoenix, 
but today it certainly seems as dead 
as the dodo. 

Yet Paris is very puzzled by’ this 
change. .To.most of those who care 
about international relations it is all 
quite inexplicable. Just what, they 
ask, has caused this change.’ And 
here at least there is.a feeling that 
whoever is responsible, France is en- 
tirely guiltless. 

Down at’ Geneva ‘there certainly 
has not been peace. Between the two 
shores of the Atlantic there is not 
that spirit of confidence and amity 
which might .be expected to follow 
the signature of any, treaty outlaw- 
ing war as an instrument of national 
policy. And to the French an 2maz- 
ine thing is that the cause of all 
this confusion and suspicion is just 
because the two countries. who were 
most..at loggerheads about disarm- 
ament have got together and found a 
compromise which they considered 
might enable them to make progress. 

It was..a compromise which they 
were prepared to submit for approval 
of all: the other couritries interested, 
but at once it seemed to assume in 


everybody else’s eyes proportions and ; 


potentialities which were cersainiv 
far beyond any ever conceived by its 
framers.

OTTAWA, Canada, Sept. 27.—If 
Governor Smith dnd Mr. Hoover 
were contesting the Premiership of 
Canada instead of the Presidency of 
the United States there would not be 
much more: interest in their cam- 
paign than exists today north of the 
celebrated unfortified frontier. Their 
movements and plans and speeches, 
the claims and statements of their 
headquarters are published in every 
Canadian newspaper and the issues 
of the contest are discussed freely 
in every. editorial page with enthu- 
siasm even if with no very clear 
knowledge. Most individuals appear 
to have.strong opinions in the matter 
of Hoover vs. Smith and know pre- 
cisely how they would vote had fate 
placed them for electoral purposes in 
New York or Oklahoma. 

This deep concérn in the domestic 
affairs of a foreign and friendly na- 
tion is not the result of any publie 
anxiety in this country over present 
or future policies. Politicians are in- 
clined to lament the United States 
tariff, which discourages the Ameri- 
can market for Canadian agricul- 
tural products, and to talk vaguely 
about retaliation, but the issue is not 
one to seize the public imagination. 
We have not much more than an 
academic interest in the Middle West 
problem of farm relief. Our own 
Western farmers largely have come 
to their own relief by the organiza- 
tion of cooperative marketing agen- 
cies, although if wheat goes to a dol- 
lar with the largest’Canadian crop in 
history there may be something heard 
about the necessity of official action 
to support prices. Nor do we worry 
about Washington’s attitude toward 
Europe and the League of Nations. 
We know our own state of mind and 
we believe the Americans are equally 
pacific. We join the League; they do 
not. But we seek the same objective.

Although fairs, county and State, 
seem to have fallen on more or less 
unhappy .days with the widespread |}, 
urbanization of the country, the 
Texas State Fair continues to be a 
major activity here. Last year the 
fair. entertained 1,028,317 visitors. 
Its closest rival was said to have 
been the Minnesota State Fair with 


only. 443,000. As far back as 1906 
the’ Texas fair entertained 750,000, 
and now more than half the coun- 
ties, of which there are 252, have 
exhibits. Texas is proud of the 
largest State fair in the world, the 
only one, too, which is_ self-sup- 
porting. 

With ballyhoo and fanfare, with 
trick rides and horse racing, with 
sixteen days of circus at full blast— 
sixteen intense days of ‘‘The big 
show starts in a few minutes!’’— 
with only sixteen days in which to 
have its carnival fling, the fair puts 
to shame White City and Coney 


Island. 

But Bg fair has far more real 
signifi ce than merely carnival. 
Behind all this glamour and. fun 
there is’ much of serious import. 
Times have changed, in Texas as 
elsewhere, and the fair is a delicate 
barometer of that change.

Distinct Educational Value. 


It was in October of 1859 that the 
Dallas County Fair, predecessor of 
the present fair for the whole State, 
was first held. Then was generally 
expressed an “earnest hope that 
every family will send some articles 
so as to excite a laudable spirit of 
rivalry among the citizens.’ During 
its four days, 2,000 people attended 
to view the exhibits of home-dyed 
wool, org blankets, riding hats 
for: ies, needlework, manufac- 
tures and produce of the soil. Three

oquperated the fair, under the laws 

e Confederacy and of the State; 
but the advent of the Civil War 
forced its postponement. 

Since that time the fair has been 
most intimately *boucid up with the 
life of the roa geo and of the get 
At first it was almost wholly a 
cultural. Today that elements stri a 
odd contrast with the numerous live- 
stock shows, exhibits of the geologi- 
cal wealth of the State, and its 
countless manufactured products of 
every kind.

In this .diréction the educational 
value of the fair has been most dis- 
tinct. It calls to the minds of Texans 
the changing trend in their thought 
and psychology from the rural to 
the urban, with the’ best elements of 
both striving for the betterment of 
each. It in ras to Texas that the 
State: is growing industrially, that 
not only the w aith of its soil but 
also the wealth of its plant and ma- 
chine products ranks high in the com- 
mercial ‘life of the ration.

Italie Wireless Man In New Exne- 
dition—Rizzo Claims Swim- 
ming Record.

ROME, Sept. 27.—One of the gray- 
est problems facing modern Italy 
will be put on the road to solution 
on Oct. 1 when an army of 10,000 
workmen will start repairs on about 
1,000 miles of Italy’s national high- 
ways, while another army of 10,000 
‘workmen will at the same time begin 
special repair work on other roads. 
Thus the ronds which once formed 
the pride of ‘mperial Rome will be 
rapidly brought up-to-date again. 

The reference to the roads of im- 
perial Rome is not merely rhetorical. 
In most cases the highways which 
are now about to be repaired are the 
very same which the Romans built 
some 2;000 years ago. To convince 


one’s self of this it is sufficient to 
read their names. Among those near 
Rome are the Via Aurelia, the Via 
Cassia, the Via Salaria, the Via 
Tiburtina, the Via Casilina and the 
Via Appia. There is not one of these 
but takes the mind back to the im- 
perial days.

This lamentable situation was due | 
lafgely to an old law which provided | 
that the State was not responsible | 
for the upkeep of roads between |! 
points which were also connected by 
railroads. This naturally withdrew 


from the Government's care all the’! 
most important highways. 

The Americans, who spend so many | 
miilions annually for the upkeep of | 
roads need not be told of the bad re- 
sults of this situation, which is largely 
responsible for Italy being among 
the last countries of the world as re- 
gards the number of automobiles per 
head of population. Motor cars are 
few because the facilities for enjoy- 
ing them are restricted by the bad 
state of the roads. This fact in its 
turn has reacted unfavorably on the 
Italian automobile industry and all 
other activities which depend on 
easy communications. 

In order to insure the speedy put- 
ting. into proper condition of all 
Itaty’s main highways Premier Mus- 
goiini has created the so-called 
“Azienda Autonoma Della Strada,’’ 
a Government-controlled body which 
will be put in sole charge of 
all the national roads, aggregating 
about 13,000 miles. Its revenue will 
come from taxes on all forms of 

‘vehicles using the roads as well as 

from a special Government grant. 
With this money it is planned not 
only to replace the present antiquat- 
ed highways with modern ones but 
also to provide for their upkeep, 
their policing and of all other ser- 
vices required. 


Roads to Be Re-Made. 


The task is an enormous one, for 
many of: the roads must be practical- 
ly re-made. They must not only be 
repaired and given new surfaces, but 
the gradients must be altered. The 
curves must be made easier; the 
bridges widened; new sidewalks con- 
structed and new lighting installed. 
The expense entailed in doing this 
to roads which have not been im- 
proved since the times of the ancient 
Romans can easily be imagined. The 
work at present is being financed by 
the contractors themselves through 
their banks, payment being made 
with notes maturing in fifteen years. 

The City of Rome has learned with 
special satisfaction that all roads 
leading to the famous ‘‘Castelli Ro- 
mani,” those delightful villages on 
the Alban hills within a stone’s 
throw of the city, are to be complete- 
ly re-made. These villages, where 
the old patricians had splendid villas, 
are ideal places for week-end trips 
or Summer holidays. Monte Cave, 
for instance, whose thickly wooded 
Feo rises to a height of some 3,000 
eet, is only fifteen miles from Rome. 
Yet such was the terrible state of the 
roads that few people ventured that 
short distance even in the height of 
Summer in order to find relief from 
the heat. Now, with new roads 

romised, it is expected that the vil- 
fages will rank among the most pop- 
ular resorts in Italy.

PRETENDER’S FAUNA 
_ FOR PARIS MUSEUM 


Collection of the Dake of Orleans 
Will Be Housed Opposite the 
Jardin des Plantes. 





Since the Duke of Orleans died in 
March, 1926, the director of the 
French Natural History Museum, 
the Jardin des Plantes, has been 
wondering where he would house 
the magnificent collection of fauna 
bequeathed to the institution by the 
Pretender. The settlement of the 
estate, however, left a sum which 
could be appropriated for that pur- 
pose, and now a building is being 
completed on a_ site opposite the 
Jardin des Plantes, and the first 
consignment of animals collected 
from Africa, Asia and the polar re- 
gions will be placed in it before 
November. 

Although scientists who have ex- 
amined the collection report that it 
does not contain any scientific nov- 
elties, the realistic settings of the 
animals are expected to rival any- 
thing now .in Paris. The Arctic 
scene -will be a faithful copy of that 
which the late Duke had made at his 
museum in Anjou. Another pano- 
rama will represent in a tropical 
clearing all the fauna of Central 
Africa. Here there will be seen the 
elephant which served as the Duke’s 
mount for pm peace | a tiger (although 
there is none in rica), lions, 
buffaloes, a rhinoceros, crocodiles 
and numerous birds. Even the 
native flora will be transplanted. 

The collection is now housed at 
Wolhuwe Saint-Pierre, near Brus- 
sels, and in Twickerham, the Duke’s 
estate in England. The French Min-

GERMANS ADVOCATE 
CONGRESS LIKE OURS 


Nationalists Urge Bicameral 
System, With More Power 
Vested in President. 


They Seek to Capitalize Chancellor’s 
Predicament—Dawes Plan Ab- 
solved in Rail Wrecks.

BERLIN, Sept. 27.—The German 
Nationalists have chosen what they 
believe to be the psychological mo- 
ment to come out against the pres- 
ent Socialist Government in their bid 
to regain favor with their constit- 
uents and possibly to fight their way 
back into the ministeria] seats. 

The failure of the current League 
of Nations session to bring about fur- 
ther evacuation of the Rhineland and 
the Anglo-French naval agreement, 


which, the Nationalists say, has 
squeezed the last breath of life out 
of .the Locarno compact, together 
with the attitude toward disarma- 
ment shown by both Paris and Lon- 
don, as it appears to many here, all 
unite to put Chancellor Hermann 
Mueller in a difficult predicament. 

The previous attempts at rap- 
proachement made by Dr. Gustav 
Stresemann, the Foreign Minister, 
seem to many like wasted efforts 
and misplaced confidence. 

With this unpleasantness on the 
Liberals’ hands, the time is ripe for 
striking a decisive blow, the reaction- 
aries declare. First, they collected 
the members of the Steel Helmet so- 
ciety at Magdeburg a few days ago 
and denounced Locarno. 
Encouraged by the success of that 
feeler, Count von Westarp, leader of 
the Nationalists’ Reichstag group, 
now advocates changes in the Consti- 
tution. The machinery has been set 
in motion for a popular referendum 
on the proposed changes. 

The Liberal papers immediately 
protested that Count von Westarp’s

For Bicamera Parliament. 


However, the Nationalists’ pro- 
posed changes in the present parlia- 
mentary form of government have 
three points of lesser importance as 
their aim. 

First, instead of the Reichstag, 
they say, two houses of Parliament 
should be created patterned after the 
Washington system. Second, the 
President should receive. greater 
power, again imitating the American 
Constitution. Third—and this change 
is aimed at the Communists—the 
parliamentary immunity now enjoyed 
by members of the Reichstag should 
be abolished. 

The Nationalists are going ahead 
with the necessary routine work of 
getting ready for the popular. refer- 
endum for which they have asked. 
That they have a chance of getting 
the more than 20,000,000 voters 
necessary to the polls for such an is- 
sue is doubted even in Nationalistic 
circles. 

However, the reactionaries are not 
the only ones trying to make use of 
referendum prerogatives. The Com- 
munists are still active campaigning 
in behalf of their proposals forbid 
the Reich from building any armed 
cruisers. But many see grave incon- 
sistency on the part of this group in 
the declaration issued by the Reds, 
which says: 

‘“‘We oppose the German Govern- 
ment’s building cruisers. We favor 
Soviet Russia’s building an arm 
fleet since -it will be used for the 
cause of the only country in the 
world enjoying a dictatorship of the 
proletariat.’

MADRID, Sept. 10.—Numerous ob- 
jects recovered in excavations in Mo- 
rocco have recently been placed in 
the Archaeological Museum at Ma- 
drid ‘by César Luis de Montalban, 
who has been interested in this work’ 
since 1917. These relics are not only 


Roman but Punic, and include four 
ge cruets, crystal ointment jars of 
nic character, fragments of glass, 
remains of pottery, Roman chande- 
liers, tiles, bracelets, necklaces in 
bronze and money similar to the Ibe- 
rian. Two cities, Lixus and Tamuda, 
have been unearthed, 

Sefor Montalban first discovered 
the. remains of Tamuda, four kilo- 
meters from Tetuan, in a place now 
known as Mogote. The only classic 
indications. of its existence were a 
few words from Pliny’s Itinerary. 
Although the city is Roman, Punic 
remains were found here as well as 
in Lixus. Sefior Montalban maintains 
the city was successively Phoenician, 
Carthagenian and Roman. The Punic 
remains were found in a distinct 
stratum from the Roman. 

The first objects found in these ex- 
cavations were used to inaugurate 
the Archaeological Museum ‘of Te- 
t Among them were many Ro- 
man objects. 

The City of Lixus gave up ‘a mag- 
nificent head of Neptune, in bronze, 
with symbolic. adornments, and a 
notable statue of Apollo. Remains of 
Carthagenian ramparts also were 
found, as well as houses, kitchens, 
silos for liquids, marble, friezes, cups 
and bowls of silver, &c. Lixus was 
nearer the river than Tamuda. 

Sefior Montalban has also investi- 
gated the remains left in Morocco by 
Christian captives of the seventeenth 
and eighteenth centuries and found 
the ruins of a church with a subter- 
ranean chapel, mentioned by Friar 
Bartolomew del Puerto in the ‘‘An- 
nals of Franciscan Missionaries.’’ 
Sefior Montalban is working now on 
a map of the Roman occupation in 
Morocco and has already established 
the site of many Roman cities.

The Roosevelt Club of Boston is a Re- 
publican organization. It has just urged 
the Republican State Convention of Mas- 
sachusetts to adopt a plank opposing and 
denouncing the secret campaign against 
Governor SMITH because he is a Catholic.

GOLD IMPORTS AND HIGH 
MONEY. 


Import of gold from London in the 
Autumn months, when Europe is making 
payment for purchases of American 
grain and cotton, has-been traditionally 
regarded much as a matter of course. 
Even in pre-war days a normally active 
season was expected to bring something 
like $25,000,000 gold from abroad. This 
would usually go back to the foreign 
markets when produce shipments ended. 
For the somewhat unusual interest which 
Wall Street has taken in the recent be- 
ginning of gold imports from London 
there are two reasons: the very high 
money rates at New York, with the hope 
that addition to the country’s gold re- 
serve may relieve the money tension, 
and the fact that in numerous recent 
years the Autumn flow of gold to Amer- 
ica has been very large. 

Not to mention our import of $1,100,- 
000,000. gold in 1915 and 1916, sent di- 
rectly or indirectly by belligerent Euro- 
pean Powers to pay for war munitions, 
the importation was $213,000,000 as re- 
cently as 1926, $319,000,000 in 1924 and 
$322;000,000 in 1923. In none of these 
years was the movement stimulated by 
a high bid for money in America; the 
New York money market was for most 
of the time the cheapest in the world. 
It has been argued, therefore, that with 
Wall Street’s rate on collateral time 
loans at 7% and 7% per cent., while 
open-market discount rates are 4% at 
London and 3% at Paris, the gold move- 
ment in this direction ought to reach 
large proportions. 

This does not seem to be the banking 
community’s expectation. The general 
prediction in the usually best-informed 
quarters is that Europe’s shipment of 
gold to’ New York will not greatly ex- 
céed the $25,000,000 or théreabout which 
the. ordinary pre-war Autumn season 
used to bring, with possibly some sup- 
plementary shipments from other capi- 
tals. The reason why the large gold 
imports of a few years ago are at pres- 
ent. thought to be improbable is the 
greatly altered position of the foreign 
markets from which New York then 
drew gold. In 1923, for instance, $147,- 
000,000 came to New York from Eng- 
land, $49,000,000 from Germany and 
$19,000,000 from Fratice. But the cur- 
rency of all these Huropean cou,tries 
was then depreciated: and fluctuating; 
expulsion of gold from ‘all three of them 
was followitig inexorable economic law. 
From France and Germany the “ flight 
of capital” had reached. formidable 
magnitude. 

That position has been so completely 
reversed by reform of the currencies and 
return to the gold standard in practical- 
ly. all -Buropean States that the main 
cause underlying the gold movement of 
four or. five years ago: is now removed. 
The change in the international position 
has been illustrated by the fact that some- 
thing like $1,000, 000,000: of exiled French 
capital was sént back to Paris after the 
currency reform at the end of 1926, and 
also by the distribution to foreign mar- 
kets during the past twelve months of 
nearly: $700,000,000:of:our own accumu- 
lated This is why the precedent 
of 1920, when the, United States ex- 
potted .$466,000,000 gold in one fiscal 
year and ‘imiported--$638,000,000 in the 
next; is not considered to apply.

parties. He lauds “the record.” He para- 
mounts “the issue.” Again it is to be 


“socialism against constitutionalism and’ 


individualism,” so could he raise a 
cheer from his somewhat disunited fol- 
lowers. Nearly half his party in Parlia- 
ment has been prodding him to extend 
“safeguarding,” many of them with a 
view toward bringing back protection; 
and a resolution deploring “the slow 
progress” of this movement in regard to 
the iron and steel industries had just 
been passed, Reiterating his promise 
that no taxes should be laid on food and 
that safeguarding should not be stretched 
into. a. general tariff-until the country 
had a chance to vote on it, he left the 
safeguarders just where they were. 

When industries can prove that pro- 
tection is a necessity to them, the Goy- 
ernment will oblige them. Can the iron 
and’ steel industries do it? Can they 
show that they are efficient, but dam- 
aged by “unfair” foreion com-+tition 
and that protection for them will not 
damage other native industries? Hither- 
to only about one in six of the applicants 
hasbeen able to show cause; and it is 
worth recalling that only last month rep- 
resentatives of all the greatest British 
industries, memorializing the’ Govern- 
ment and Parliament, pointed to the 
report of the International Economic 
Conference of 1927 and urged that Great 
Britain take the lead in tearing down the 
wall against the free exchange of goods, 
more vital to her than to any other 
country. 

The Liberals will be strong on free 
trade. Their resolutions, to be presented 
at the meeting of the Council of the Na- 
tional Liberal Federation early in Oc- 
tober, assert that 

the custom. duties laid upon many 
classes of imports by the Tory Govern- 
ment are raising prices and the cost of 
living; they have not led to any reduc- 
tion in the total volume of unemploy- 
ment; they are hampering trade, 
restricting exports and encouraging 
tariffs. not only in foreign couptries 
but throughout the British Empire. 

Unemployment has increased, mainly 
by the addition of miners not only out 
of work but for whom work must be 
found in new pursuits or countries, and 
emigration is a slow and difficult rem- 
edy, if it be one. Mr. BALDWIN admits 
that unemployment is the chief national 
problem, and “Empire settlement” will 
hardly furnish much immediate allevia- 
tion. The Churchill plan to exempt agri- 
culture from local taxation and leave but 
@ fourth of it on industries is a promis- 
ing method to stimulate business and 
lessen unemployment. To fatten safe- 
guarding and toy again with protection 
is to invite trouble. Whatever else be 
thought of the Liberal manifesto, it 
utters what may be the magic words of 
the next British canvass. The high cost 
of living pinches the mass of the nation. 
The Labor Party will play no second 
fiddle to the Liberals on that. Five mil- 
lion and a quarter of new women voters, 
an electorate in which women are a 
majority, may be as decisive in Great 
Britain as their then voteless American 
sisters were, according to “ToM” REED, 
when an opinion was given at the polls 
on the McKinley tariff bill. 

Englishmen seem to have got into a 
way of feeling poor, whether they are 
or not. Still, the Government has nearly 
two-thirds of the present House of Com- 
mons. It can afford considerable losses, 
and Mr. LioyD GEORGE’S campaign chest 
is so stuffed that the Liberals are said 
to be resolved to enter candidates in 
some five hundred constituencies. So 
the hopes or fears of the Liberal-Labor 
coalition Government may be illusive. 


THE POPULATION MYTH. 

MUSSOLINI, efficient administrator, has 
taken a shot at social philosophy, with 
results that tend to show that he has 
fallen heir to some of the favorite 
theories of the former German Emperor. 
Disregarding the fact that only two 
years ago he was demanding a place in 
the sun for Italy’s surplus millions, he 
now issues a broadside urging his fellow- 
countrymen to end the decrease in births 
or face the destruction of the white races 
under the overwhelming masses of the 
yellow, brown and black races. . The 
arguments have a: familiar ring. They 
formed originally a logical corollary to 
the theory of “ Nordic” supremacy. 

The truth is that despite the sharp 
decline of the birth-rate in various coun- 
tries of Burope and in parts of. the 
United States during the last forty years, 
the white races are still increasing at a 
much faster rate than the colored races. 
Writing in 19238, Professor EDWARD M. 
BAsT of Harvard showed that two-thirds 
of the annual increase of population is 
white, and that the rate of increase is 
about 13 per thousand for the whites 
and scarcely 2 per thousand for the 
colored races. 

The principal reason for this discrep- 
ancy is to be found in the fact ‘that: the 
white races occupy the most fertile and 
least settled parts of the habitable globe 
and know how to use them. The colored 
races are hampered either . by. living 
under handicaps of climate or’soil; as in 
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demand for the right of. unrestricted 
emigration to the New . World, ora 
| declining birth-rate, with an. ultimate 
reduction in Italy’s available man power, 
whether for war or industry. 


Certainly in stressing the tendency of 
urban..communities severely to restrict 


finger on a grave problem. But there 
‘are as~yet no signs that the very fertile 
Italian farm population is beginning to 
beget fewer children,. The danger will 
begin only when the rural population in 
Italy declines as sharply as it did during 
the days of the Roman Empire, resulting 
in the abandonment of. the fields to 
immigrants. Admittedly, the population 
problem. in Italy—as in every other 
country—deserves careful study. But 
this will be more profitable if done by 
scientists rather than political leaders.

LESSONS OF THE GREAT 
WAR, 


The competence of Major. Gen.. Sir 
FREDERICK MAURICE, biographer of Wot- 
SELEY and LEE and a staff officer of high 
rank in the Great War, to write” about 
military lessons of that conflict, as he 
does in October Foreign Affairs, no one 
will question. It is his opinion that the 
most important of those lessons is that 
“ changes which made the Great War so 
“ different from any wars which had 
“preceded it were not due to any purely 
“military inventions or methods,-but to 
“changes which had taken place in the 
“ordinary life and methods of peoples, 
“ changes and developments designed for 
“the purposes of peace.” Motor trans- 
port, of comparatively recent develop- 
ment, could be used to move from rail 
heads quickly supplies, ammunition and 
men. A great extension of railways had 
taken place. Hard metal roads had linked 
towns as well as cities; and medical sci- 
ence had brought about such progress in 
sanitation that large armies would be 
practically immune from disease. “It 
“was no longer necessary,” he says, “ to 
“calculate how many men could be fed 
“and kept healthy at any given time and 
“place; the question became, how many 
“men capable of bearing arms were now 
“ available.” 

In the Franco-Prussian War the Ger- 
man States placed 380,000 men in the 
field, and France 275,000. But in August, 
1914, the Germans distributed 1,500,000 
men along the French and Belgian fron- 
tiers, and to them France opposed 1,000,- 
000. As the war went on and-allies came 
to the aid of France, armies were counted 
in millions, This was made possible by 
improved railways, motor traction and 
roads built specially for the new trans- 
portation. There were none of the. old 
limitations to the strength of armies. 
These great bodies of men, “ rather than 
shells of great size thrown great dis- 
“tances, poison gas, tanks and aircratt, 
“were the outstanding characteristics of 
“the Great War.” The front extended for 
hundreds of miles and the guns never 
ceased firing. “ For the first time in his- 
tory entire nations were in arms.” In- 
ventions and instrumentalities intended 
for the industries of peace combined to 
protract the war. 

“NAPOLEON,” says Sir FREDERICK, 
“gave as his receipt for victory the big 
“battalions; the receipt for future vic- 
“tories is the big factories.” And so it 
follows that the country which has great 
industries capable of mobilization will 
have a marked advantage in a conflict 
with a country less industrial. To put it 
concretely, the nation that is stronger in 
airplanes, motor cars and the production 
of chemicals should prove the victor. 
Armies today are going through a proc- 
ess of mechanization. All kinds of ma- 
chines in the air and on the ground are 
being tried out in annual manoeuvres. 
Behind them, and in reserve, are the 
means of chemical warfare. 

In the Great War statesmen and sol- 
diers often worked at cross purposes, 
and there were conflicts of authority. 
It was not until near the end of the 
struggle that unified command was 
agreed to. In future, causes of friction 
must be removed if wars are to be 
waged with a minimum of loss. “The 
“proper direction of industry will be 
“as vital as good generalship.” Sir 
FREDERICK MAURICE is hopeful that war 
will be abolished, or at least made in- 
frequent, by international’ agreement. 
He notes with satisfaction that average 
meén and women have become “acutely 
“conscious of the fact that aircraft 
“promise.to extend almost: indefinitely 
“the danger zone of war,” and that 
they are thinking earnestly about the 
means of avoiding conflict. The convic- 
tion grows that the more horrible war 
can be made to appear, the brighter is 
the promise that mankind will cease to 
settle disputes by appeals to arms.

On the same sound basis’ of financial 
security it seems safe to prophesy the 
return of drama of the better class to 
the road. The Theatre Guild made a 


timid beginning last year with such re- | 


sults that it is now extending operations 
tremendously. It has taken its fore- 
most actors from the three of four thea- 
tres now used by the Guild in New 
York and sent them in a list of five 
plays to Cincinnati, Cleveland, Pitts- 
burgh and other cities. Thus far the 
tour has been a triumplidt march, though 
in some cities hot weather and an un- 
usually early start of the season were 
handicaps. Thé next step is the obtain- 
ing of subscriptions. If enough of the 
inhabitants of any of these cities-are 
satisfied by the sample, they will buy 
their seats for next season’s series mere- 
ly on the reputation of the Guild as 
producer. Incredible as it must seem 
to the less artistic and more commercial 
producers, the indications are all in 
favor of a seat sale several months in 
advance for twelve weeks of better than 
average drama. 

In Cleveland, for example, only two, 
and probably the least appealing, of the 
five plays have been performed. Yet 
more than 1,200 subscribers for, the fu- 
ture have already been obtained. The 
two weeks’ business included two com- 
plete sell-outs and generally good at- 
tendance. Other producers are not go- 
ing to let the Guild walk away with a 
gold mine if they can help it. The Cleve- 
land Plain Dealer’s dramatic critic re- 
ports that his fellow-citizens are de- 
lighted with the prospect of paying in 
advance for the best theatrical season 
in the city’s history. 


THE PARADOX OF LEISURE. 


In the opening address at Columbia 
University last Wednesday Professor 
DANIEL GREGORY MASON called attention 
to the exasperating paradox that, with 
the greater amount of leisure which sci- 
ence applied to industry puts at our dis- 
posal “ the more unleisurely, hurried, dis- 
“tracted, noigy and feverish our actual 
“life seems to become.” There has. been 
a “magical liberation,” but, having this 
gift, which should be most precious next 
to freedom and ability to do our share 
of the world’s work, we don’t know what 
to do with it. Or so it would seem from 
the outward motions: 

Useless speeding in motor cars from 
nowhere to nowhere; the rapid move- 
ments and trivial but exciting dangers 
of the amusement part; superlatives 
and exaggerations in talk; the artificial 
stimulants and feverish pumped-up 
gayety of the ‘‘wild party”; the 
“thrills” so insistently demanded by 
the younger generation; violent plastic 
arts using harsh angles and garish col- 
ors; “noisy mechanical, over-accented 
music * *'* a jaded, joyless age, in- 
capable of the happy serenity of crea- 
tive leisure. 

What ought to be real leisure—time 
for living one’s own life up to its fullest 
possibilities—is used to kill time by “ gre- 
garious and regimented” activities. We 
kill time instead of vitalizing leisure with 
some attempted individual excellence of 
performance, some skill of thinking or 
doing or expressing or of mere being. 
But such abuse of leisure time is, after 
all, an almost inevitable first stage 
through. which free being must pass. 
Many a civilization of the past, says 
Principal L. P, JACKS, has owed its 


downfall to “ untrammeled”. leisure. He 


fears that our own may perish from this 
cause unless there is education for the 
right use of leisure, for “to leave a 
“people | uneducated for leisure, at.the 
“mercy of instinct and impulse from the 
“moment they knock orf work, is to in- 
“vite disastrous reactions on the value 
“of whatever work they do.” 


It is too much to expect that control 
through self-discipline, which Professor 
MASON urges as the only salvation from 
the abuse of leisure, will eome except 
through social support. It will come not 
by taking away from the many the same 
shows or the broadcasting from the same 
stations or having “the same books 
chosen for us by the same witch doctors,” 


‘but by turning these agencies more di- 


rectly toward stimulating individuality.

-Courts Might Bring a Great Crisis | 


So the Baiter of The New Yorle Times: 

The October number of The North 
American Review contains an article 
by Professor William Starr Myers of 
Princeton University entitled ‘‘An Un- 
constitutional President? “Why the 
result of the .coming election, if 
close, ‘may be thrown into the courts, 
leaving the nation beset with a 
greater crisis than any in the history 
of the Presidency.’ ” 

Under Section 1 of Article*2 of our 
Constitution provision ‘is made that 
“Each State shall appoint; in such 
manner as a Legislature: thereof may 
direct, a number of electors equal to 
the whole. number of Senators .and 
Representatives: to which the State 
may be entitled in ‘the Congress.” 
Under this.section the State. of New 
York, having forty-three Representa- 
tives in the House’ and two ‘United 
States Senators, is entitled to forty- 
five electors. The State of Wyoming, 
for example, having one Representa- 
tive in the House and two United 
States: Senators, has’ three electors. 
In plainer words, each State has elec- 
tors. equal in number. to two, Sen- 
ators and its Representatives. Un- 
der the Constitution, each State is 
entitled to have at least one mem- 
ber of the ilouse of Representatives, 
as provided in Section. 2 of Article 
1: Section 3 provides that ‘‘Rep- 
resentatives shall be appor- 
tioned among the several States. ac- 
cording to their respective numbers.”’ 
Apportionment was made in 1792; af- 
ter the census of 1790 and following 
the taking of a census for ten years 
up to and including the 1911 reap- 
portionment. Professor Myers has 
taken the viewpoint that the courts 
would have the power to determine 
the question as to who was elected in 
the event of a close election this Fall, 
and the inference to be drawn from 
his article is that he believes that the 
courts would have the power to de- 
termine what the reapportionment 
would or should have been on ac- 
count of the failure of Congress to 
act. 

In State vs. Boyd, 36 Nebraska, 
181, it was held: 

The courts, however, have no 
authority to declare that a greater 
number of Representatives shall be 


elected and admitted to Congress 
than the statute specifies. 


In the matter of Lowe, 1 Bartlett 
Election Cases, page 418,.the House 
of Representatives Held that: 


A State cannot claim representa- 
tion in Congress wpon the basis of 
@ new census until! the new appor- 
tionment goes into effect. 


It appears, therefore, that the ques- 
tion involved:..is not a judicial one 
but a political one. 

Incidentally im Priggs vs. Monn, 16 
Peters, 619, it was decided that the 
power to apportion Reovresentatives 
after enumeration is made is no- 
where found among the. express 
powers given to Congress, but it has 
always been acted upon as irresisti- 
bly flowing from the duty positively 
enjoined by the Constitution. 

It does not require very much ar- 
gument to show that under our Con 


stitution Congress is the sole Federal 
legislative body, and that the courts 
— no s""* nower, If we weve 
ogically to follow out the article o£ 
Professor Myers, it would mean that 
our courts would possess the power 
to determine how many electors the 
State of New York, with its 11,000.- 
000 of people, is to have. The Con- 
stitution simply says that each Sta.e 
shall have at least one Revresenta- 
tive in the House. One can readily 
see how absurd is the proposition 
that the courts can determine. the 
number of electors which each State 
has or should have been given by 
Congress. Senator Dill of the State 
of Washington, who seems to have 
advanced the same line of argument 
that’ Professor Myers has now 
brought forth, surely has not given 
the matter very.. serious. considera- 
tion. Each branch of our Goyern- 
ment is supreme in its own sphere, 
and if the people of this country de- 
sire reanportionment, all they have 
to do is to defeat the members of the 
House who. have faileA to brinz ‘t 
about. As far as the courts are con- 
cerned; they’ are powerless, a3 they 
do not possess any power whatsoever

CAPT. LOEWENSTEIN’S. END 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

With the final statement that Cap- 
tain Loewenstein did not die of, poi- 
soning, but found his death by falling 
out of his private airplane while fly- 
ing above the English Channel, the 
only mystery remains now the way 
or manner of how Captain Loewen- 
stein could have accidentally or will 
fully opened the cabin door, against 
the tremendous pressure of the pass- 
ing air. 

It may seem to.the layman as well 
as to the aircraft expert that this 
point has already been discussed and 
investigated from all angles, and the 
fact that even actual tests conducted 
in midair by the French authorities 
showed the impossibility of opening 
the door during flight seemed to 
have closed the case. However, I 
feel that to.my. knowledge one pos- 
sibility has not been investigated or 
considered during the technical in- 
vestigation and that this possibility 
in all probability was responsible for 
the accident. 


It is well Known to aeronautical 


experts that any stream-lined body 
has a ‘pressure side and a suction 
side, also. that the:suction side is the 
one ‘with the convex surface and that 
the maximum suction occurs at a 
point about 30 per cent. from the en- 
tering edge. 

The.relative position of the stream- 
lined body with respect to the hori- 
zon does not matter, and therefore 
the vertical sides of the f 
which are of convex curvature—wil) 
act in the same way as the upper 
surface of a wing section, namely, 
producing a suction.

ding may also cause a passenger to 
be thrown against the cabin walls or. 
in the case of Captain Loewenstein, 
against the door at the critical mo- 
ment. 

During my seven years’ 
as military pilot I have no 
served that inspection-covers in the 
engine cowling, &c., which been 
left unlocked started to open in full 
flight at certain moments during 
evolutions, although they were nor- 
mally held closed tightly due to the 
wind pressure. 

It seems to me that it might be 
worth while to look into this matter, 
especially with respect to the increas- 
ing, jor ogg Nan air transportation 
and safety for passengers.

BUENOS AIRES, Argentina, Sept. 
27.— Although President-elect  Iri- 
goyen will not be officially in- 
augurated until Oct. 12 he already 
has assumed firm control of the Na- 
tion’s affairs through his_ party’s 
nomination .of the Chamber . of 
Deputies. 

For six years the Argentinean 
Chamber has been a rather sterile 
representative of the people, but now 


it. suddenly. has. burst into public 
notice by approving more important 
legislation two weeks than it has 
previously in an equal number of 
years. e intense activity this time 
undoubtedly is due to e astute 
manoeuvre of the incoming admin- 
istration In an effort to show the 
country it deserved the tremendous 
majority with which in the April 
elections it swept to pon? 

This impression is effectively dis- 
seminated by the natural contrast 
with the present Government, which 
has been unable to obtain any sup- 
= in Congress. The Deputies have 

en feverishly poring over a long 
list of projects that have been lyin 
in the files. for years and hurrie 
through to approval a bill Bos ple gps 
for Government expropriation of o 
fields which are mainly operated by 
foreign capital; another establish- 
ing an eight-hour workday, and two 
bills authorizing the Federal Govern- 
ment to reorganize the administra- 
tion of two. autonomous provinces 
which the Deputies believe do not 
have a republican form of govern- 


ment.

Budget Shows Big Increase. 


The Chamber spent an entire day 
discussing cultural matters such as 
the establishment of new schools 
and libraries, and sat for eighteen 
consecutive hours in an unprece- 
dented demonstration of conscien- 
tiousness to approve the 1929 budget, 
which is the first new budget en- 
acted since 1923, as the old one 


has been renewed each year since 
then.

The Deputies affixed the final seal 
of disapproval on Argentina’s fur- 
ther association with the League of 
Nations by eliminating from the 
budget an item providing funds for 
the payment of dues.

920 because its proposals for amend- 
ments to the covenant were not ac- 
cepted, and since then Argentina has 
been only unofficially represented at 
League __ sessions. Senor Alvear, 
Sefior Irigoyen’s successor, favors 
the League and for six years vainly 
urged the Congress to approve the 
membership.

Geneva Apparently Forewarned. 


Undoubtedly a report that the 
Deputies would eliminate the item

The League 
apparently has seen the hand of the 
new administration in the Chamber’s 
action, and is ge 2 to employ eve: 
inducement to obtain Sefior Iri- 
goyen’s support because, with 
Brazil’s retirement from member- 
ship, the League needs the support 
of a powerful South American coun- 
try, and Sefior Irigoyen’s influence 
over the Congress means that Argen- 
tina’s decision depends on him. : 

It is improbable that the League’s 
arguments will have any effect, as it 
is generally felt that the. Chamber's 
action definitely closes the matter. 
It is doubtful if the President will 
even recommend official withdrawal 
from the League, as he has always 
contended that Argentina never was 
a member but that the action of the 
Government in 1919 merely indicated 
thet Argentina would support a so- 
ciety of nations.

Export Taxes Are Retained. 


From the project for expropriation 
of oilfields, which would cost the 
Government more than $200,000,000, 
to a discussion of establishment of a 
few libraries was an interesting con- 
trast in the Chamber’s range of ac- 
tivities, but a coincidence was that in 
the midst of nation-wide condemna- 
tion of United States proposals to in- 
crease import duties on linseed and 
corn the Deputies refused to cancel 
the export law which levies a 12 per 
cent. tax on the excess over the basic 
price of corn and linseed shipments 
from Argentina. 

The emergency law was promul- 
gated in 1918 because the income 
from import duties was very low, 
amounting to $37,000,000 in that year, 
but in 1927 they amounted to $133,- 
000,000. Yet the export tax has been 
such an attractive source of revenue 
the Deputies were loathe to relin- 
quish it, although the emergency is 
long past. There is less probability 
t the tax will be lifted this year, 
as prices of exports are much higher 
than last year and consequently there 
will. be more revenue from this 
source, which is needed to assist in 
meeting the increased expenditures 
for 1929. 

While the United States is bitterly 
criticized for lack of consideration 
to geet corn and linseed, the 
Deputies calmly allow the Govern- 
ment to a tax on the nation’s 
own products, handicapping them 
Pn world’s markets with higher 
prices.

and the bills approved by the Cham- 
ber are the first indications of his 
ideas and plans. 

Only two weeks remain before the 
inauguration, yet there is no reliable 
indication as to who any of the eight 
members of the Cabinet. will x 
There is wide speculation, but ap- 
parently the only certain conjecture 
is that the Ministers of Marine and 
War will be civilians, contrary to 
Argentine custom. There are some 
rumors that a member of the Catholic 
clergy will be Minister for Foreign 
Affairs. 

A general influx from all parts of 
the world of Argentine consular of- 
ficers, and some Ministers and Am- 
bassadors, is expected Oct. 12. A 
quarter of the total 10,000,000 popu- 
lation of the view 4 about Buenos 
Aires will witness the inauguration 
ceremonies for the most popular 
President in Argentine history. The 
number of special embassies from 
South American countries will add to 
the significance of the occasion, as 
most will be headed by the Ministers 
for Foreign Affairs, and there is a 
distinct atmosphere of expectation 
that something of extraordinary im- 
portance will e place. 

While Argentine newspapers are re- 
ticent, comment in. their significance 
of the visits of such distinguished of- 
ficials, newspapers of other South 
American countries are advancing all 
manner of speculations concerning 
the international questions which 
might be discussed and what uniform 
policy in South American foreign re- 
lations might be adopted. The Presi- 
dent-elect is silent, but the specula- 
tion is interesting in view of the fact 
that he is a fecognized leader for 
closer cooperation among Latin 
American countries on matters of 
foreign policy. 


PARIS POLICE FOIL 
PARADE OF ‘REDS’ 


Learn of Demonstration Planned 
Under Guise of Athletic 


Contests. 





The manner in which the Govern- 
ment of Paris prevented a widely ad- 
vertised demonstration of Commu- 
nists at the ‘‘Red’’ suburb of Saint- 
Denis, on Sunday, Sept. 9, reveals 
a new method of police protection. 

Under the guise of athletic contests 
of various sorts, street meetings ad- 
dressed by leading Communists, both 


'French and Russian, were to take 


place, together with parades, all to 
converge into a gigantic procession 
which would descend on the Mairie 
at 3 P. M., where there would be a 
general reception of Communists. 

By public placards M. Chiappe, the 
Prefect of Police, prohibited both 
the parades and the reception. But 
as the preparations of the Commu- 
nists for the events continued, he 
ultimately took his measures to see 
that his prohibition was carried out. 

From early Sunday morning Saint- 
Denis was actually in a state of siege, 
but all was calm and no rioting was 
reported—it was merely a question 
of diverting the gethering crowds 
from their objectives and then dis- 
persing them. At all entrances to 
the suburb there were barriers of 
police and troops at rest. All persons 
entering the precinct were obliged to 
show police passes or to display con- 
vincing proof of their residence with- 
in. Near by there was a portable 
wireless station mounted on a motor: 
car which sent messages constantly 
as to how many persons were pass- 
ing within to a smaller portable sta- 
tion outside the Mairie. When the 
news was flashed, sometimes a mat- 
ter of two miles, that 50, or 100, or 
even 200 persons were being ad- 
mitted, a sufficient number of police 
and troops at rest at the Mairie were 
tolled off to meet them and quietly 
escort them to their homes, or to 
turn them back to Paris, if they had 
no business in Saint-Denis, where 
the forces stationed at the barriers 
would perform the same service. 

By noon, however, more drastic 
measures were resorted to, for so 
many had been permitted to enter 
that their number prevented a per- 
sonally conducted tour to their 
homes, In these circumstances mass 
arrests were made which soon filled 
the police station at Saint-Denis to 
overflowing and kept twenty motor- 
drays on constant jouneys to head- 
quarters back in ris, where, ac- 
cording to the press, many valu- 
able ‘‘finds’’ were identified by the 
Streté Générale, or National Detec- 
tive Force. 

By midnight the igen was raised, 
the police quietly thdrawing to 
their station houses and the troops 
to their barracks. The press in com- 
menting on the affair also highly 
praises the executive ability of M. 
Chiappe, and commend the studied 
lack of violence, for all those who 
attempted to penetrate the area un- 
der siege were so filtered that mob 
law never had the least chance to 
operate, ‘‘and the only persons who 
actually suffered were those who 
tried to smuggle themselves through 
the strongest guard ever set about 
a Communist storm area in Paris.”

SPANISH KILLED THREE 


Others Were Wounded Risking 
Poison, Bullets and Fever 
for Stories.

HAVANA, Cuba, Sept. 19.—Those 
war correspondents of 1898 who are 
still alive, the men who sat on the 
steps of the old Key West Hotel and 
sang their corps song, ‘‘On the Road 
to Mandalay,”” and who later suf- 
fered all the hardships of the men 
in uniform at Siboney and Santiago, 
will meet again in Cuba, with the 
United Spanish War Veterans dur- 
ing the thirtieth annual encamp- 
ment, Oct. 5-12, if the Cuban Goy- 
ernment can induce them.

The number of accredited news- 
paper -correspondents killed in the 
three years of the insurrection prob- 
ably never will be definitely known.

Three were wounded, one so badly 
that he lost a leg y ampuatation. 
One was imprisoned in Porto Rico 
and in the course of the insurrection 
three learned what lying in Spanish 
jails means. 

One of the newspaper correspon- 
dents killed was Charles E. Crosby 
of Ghicago. Ke was one of those 
who took part in that famous race 
of field correspondents to reach Gen- 
eral Maximo Gomez, early in 1897, 
and learn from him what action 
Cuba would take with regard to the 
offer of autonomy by the Spanish 
Cortes. He was the second man to 
reach Gomez, Syivester Scovel of 
The World having beaten him by but 
two days. 

Before Crosby had been in camp 
an hour, worn and tired from a 
forty-mile ride, he was in the saddie 
again taking part in one of the firce, 
deadly skirmishes that marked every 
day in the manigua at that time. He 
was riding at the side of General 
Gomez, who had just ordered a 
machete charge, when a_ bullet 
struck him just under the left eye 
and one of the most gallant of Amer- 
ica’s newspaper men died instantly.

Three Vanished Mysteriously. 


A Florida newspaper man, whose 
name cannot be recovered from any 
records here, was killed when the 
Competitor was captured. <A cor- 
respondent of The Sun, a Cuban 
named Rodriguez, was killed with a 
machete when a hospital was cap- 
tured in Havana Province. Three 
Americans, residing in Cuba before 
the insurrection, acting as corre- 
spondents for American newspapers, 
disappeared in the three years of 


the insurrection as mysteriously as 
Ambrose Bierce vanished in Mexico. 

Getting into prison was recognized 
as part of newspaper work in Cuba 
at the time of the insurrection.

had to do in those days and Scovell, 
with all the marks of the manigua 
on him, was picked up and slammed 
into the city carcel. There he stayed 
until the inauguration of President 
McKinley on March 4, 1897. When 
he was released he was deported by 
General Weyler. 

Charles Michelsen, now in The 
World bureau in Washington, then 
on the Hearst staff, still carries the 
marks of rat bites received in a cell 
in La Cabana, Cuba’s most loath- 
some prison in the days of Spanish 
control. Michelsen was there only a 
week or two, but a firing squad was 
hiding just around the corner when 
Washington got him out.

Archibald Was First Wounded. 


Freeman Halstead of the then 
New York Herald was arrested in 
Porto Rico in the first days of the 
war charged with an attempt to take 
photographs of a fort at San Juan.

WAR HAS RUINED 
CHINESE RAILWAYS 


Locomotives Wrecked, Passenger 
Cars Stolen, Rails and 
Ties Torn Up.

NANKING, August 29.—Some idea 
of the enormous cost of China's 
wars may be gained from a report 
issued by the managing director of 
the Tientsin-Pukow railway which 
estimates that the damage done to 
the company’s properties in recent 
years totals at least $18,000,000. 

This, it must be remembered, is 
only one of the Government rail- 
ways; and the railways are but a 


compartively small part of the na- 
tion’s properties that have suffered 
since e revolution in 1911 began 
interminable civil wars all over this 
Th =, cE directo x 

e ng rector, ang 
Cheng-shun, in his official report, 
declares the railways losses ‘‘during 
the past few years of warfare ex- 
ceed $18,000,000.” 
kow railway is the main link in rail 
connections between Shanghai and 
Peking. 

The report points out that this 
figure applies only to material dam- 
age and not to loss of revenue dur- 
ing the years when the railway was 
not functioning. It has been in con- 
trol of various militarists and even 
now is not operating except in sec- 
tions, due to the Ja ese occupa- 
tion of Tsinan-fu, in Shantung, 
where the railway is cut, and to the 
damage done the Yellow River bridge 
when the Northern army fled in the 
final campaign last May: 

The list shows that scores of loco- 
motives have been wrecked, hunr- 
dreds of passenger cars stolen or 
made useless, and thousands of 
freight cars: put out of commission. 
The following itemized list gives a 
more concise idea of the damage 
done, according to the report quoted. 
The equipment mentioned has been 
destroyed or removed into Man- 
churia, where considerable of it re- 
mains.

Other railways shortly are expected 
to issue similar statements. These 
‘will be forwarded to the Ministry 
of Communications. The railways 
in China all are Government con- 
trolled, Most of them were built with 
foreign capital, and many still have 
large outstanding debts which their 
earnings are supposed to meet. How- 
ever, all the lines have had diffi- 
culties in meeting even the interest 
payments, to say nothing of the 
principal. 

The railways of China total less 
than 10,000 miles where at least 100,- 
000 are needed, experts say. Hence, 
the lines when operating are over- 
crowded and the companies cannot 
get enough freight cars to haul the 
pees, Every railway in China makes 
arge profits when allowed to oper- 
ate peacefully, without carrying

OUR SOVIET TRADE 


Issue Manifesto in Paris Urging 
the United States to 
End It. 


HELPS COMMUNIST CAUSE 


They Assert Captains of Industry 
Are Helping Enemies of Free- 
dom and Property. 


The Russian Emigré Association of 
Paris, whose President ig Alexander 
Kartasheff, has issued a manifesto 
to American merchants to cease 
trading with Russia because by 
American dollars, it is alleged, the 
Soviet régime is able to continue. It 
praises the American Government for 
not having opened diplomatic or offi- 
cial trade relations with Moscow; but 
adds that this is not enough, as eta- 
tistics show that the United States 
is still Russia’s greatest customer. 

Accompanying the manifesto is a 
cartoon in color representing an 
American dollar from which red 
blood is dripping with the legend: 
It Is Only Russian Blood.” Some 
passages of the manifesto read: 

“And it is with. hope and_ high 
moral. satisfaction that we look. to 
the great American Republic, which 
has always been a true friend of the 
Russian race and which at this tragic 
moment of Russia’s’ Golgotha is the 
only one not to kneel down before 
the idol of the Third International— 
that leech sticking to Russia’s. body 
and sucking its life blood. America 
will not recognize the Russian Com- 
munists as. Russia’s governmental 
power, and she is right in calli 
usurpers those who temporarily too 
possession of power and now hold it 
by force and fraud. America’s wise 
policy is the only one worthy of a 
great democratic State based on 
right and freedom.

ALBANIA PLANNING 
~NEW STAMP ISSUE 


Will Commemorate Election of 
Ahmed Zogu as King of 
the Country. 


PORTRAYED AS PRESIDENT 


Passing of William of Wied’ Came 
Before Issue for Him Was 
Put in Circulation. 


Advices from Tirana, the capital 
of Albania, are that preparations are 
being made for a new issue of post- 
age stamps paying proper attention 
to the election of Ahmed Zogu as 
King of the country. During the 
fifteen years of its existence as an 
independent State, Albania has 
proved exceptionally prolific in stamp 
issues, of which there are today 
more than 300 distinct varieties. 

Since 1927 the portrait of Ahmed 
Zogu as President had figured on all 
stamps, the head surmounted by a 
laurel wreath in recognition of his 
national services. The new stamps 
are expected to be similar—possibly 
a later portait, together with the 
motto ‘“Rrofte Mbreti,’”’ or ‘Long 
Live the King,’’ which was first in- 
scribed in honor of the first King, 
Prince William of Wied, placed there 
by the Ambassadors’ Congress of 
London in 1913. 

When Albania’s independence was 
confirmed at that time the remainder 
of the former Turkish postage 
stamps were defaced with an over- 

rinted Byzantine nee for circula-

TANAKA SUPREME 
AS OPPOSITION FAILS 


Japanese. Prime Minister Free 
Now to Carry Ont His 
Chinese Policy. 





* Recent dispatches from Tokio have 


announced the fact that Baron Ta- 
naka, the Prime Minister, would 
henceforth be free to carry out his 
China policy owing to the utter col- 
lapse of the organized Opposition. 


Just how this Opposition was ren- |? 


dered inoperative is one of the mys- 
teries of Japanese politics. There are 
both hints of bribery and charges 
that the deflecting Deputies placed 
the domestic issues above interna- 
tional, the latter of which has. pre- 
occupied the Ministry and has found 
Sympathetic reaction among the 
masses, who went to the polls last 
February for the first time. 

As a result of that election the com- 


bined elements of the Opposition 
could muster fewer than half a dozen 
votes less than the Government with 
its 331, dominated by the Seiqukai, 
which had taken the place of the 
Kensekai as the principal Govern- 
ment party. In the Opposition the 
leadership of the Sinseikai had been 
ae by the Minseito with 214 
votes. All the other pee includ- 
ing the Jitsugyo Doshikai, or Busi- 
ness Men’s Party; and the Kakushin, 
the former Shinsei Club, had all been 
materially reduced and were likely 
to swing their 15 votes any way. 
And there were 16 independents, 
making in all a membership of 466 
of the Fifty-fourth Diet. 

Internal disputes are said to be the 
cause of defection of the once formi- 
dable liberal group known as the 
Minseito, for it should be understood 
that in Japan the parties are merely 
separate groups pursuing identical 
or similar, personal ambitions, and 
not vital organizations representing 
different interests in the nation or 
substantial differences of ‘political 
principle. So when Mr. Tokonami de- 
serted the BEpomen. followed by the 
Marquess Okuma, their followers in 
the Diet broke up into the original 
factions or ‘‘clubs’’ from which they 
had sprung, and the Government was 
able to manipulate them. 

Thus the ee expressed by many 
Japanese statesmen that the new 
manhood suffrage, which added 
7,000,000 to the electorate, might pro- 
duce an effective, inet” ea Op- 
position, or an alternative Govern- 
ment, have vanished, and there can 
be no formidable check on the Gov- 
ernment until the Opposition factions 
again unite. 

eanwhile, the China policy of 
Baron Tanaka, which has not been 
materially modified or expanded since 
it was first proclaimed last February, 
appears, according to the non-politi- 

press, to be commanding univer- 
sal respect. It is said to be strength- 
ened Nanking’s. continued insta- 
bility to, organize, by the continued 
on among the Chinese Gen- 
erals and by the Nanking Forei 
Minister, C. . Wang, . repeatedly 
challenging Japan’s. interests in 
China—particularly .in Manchuria. 
Unless some unexpected event should 
occur .in China which should call for 
more drastic measures on . the part 
of Baron Tanaka and a radical 
change in his policy, it is: believed 
that he will continue to have the na- 
tion. behind him. But, of course, it 
is asserted by his non-political sup- 
porters that an orientatior: in China 
would cause an orientation in Japa- 
nese politics and probably bring into 
being a new raison d’étre for an ef- 
fective Opposition.

Predominance of Feng. 

But even this public warning failed 
to bring about real unity among 
the Kuomintang politicians. The 
Right and the Center wings, -both 
conservative in varying degrees, 
could not agree nor compromise, so 
the gains have been to the Left. 

Today affairs in China bear a 
startling resemblance to those which 
existed during the French Revolu- 
tion in the 1792, just. before the 
Jacobin Clubs took over control and 
enforced policies which still afford 
some of the most lurid reading to‘ be 
found in agape 

Meanwhile arshal. Feng Yu- 
hsiang looms as the human enigma 
of the perilous situation. More and 
more it appears as if this i t, 
superstitious and unscrupulous ex- 
peasant is the only man of sufficient 
personal force to seize the reins of 
power which have fallen from the 
politically palsied hands of the Kuo- 
mintang leaders.

During his stay in Nanking Mar- 
shal Feng never went enrend with- 
out being attended by a large = 
vigilant armed bodyguard. e 
hever slept two nights running in 
the same room, and frequently 
moved from room to room or 
three times in a night. To cap these 
evidences.of distrust of his col- 
leagues, ‘he left Nanking for the 
northern bank of the Yangtse at 2 
o’clock in the morning, making his 
departure secretly after having, the 
evening before, publicly announced 
the dispatch of telegrams to Shang- 
hai urging the leaders there to come 
to Nanking for a conference. He 
did not even wait for replies to his 
telegrams. 

Japanese Hold Tsing-tao. 

Feng’s movements, his many hesi- 
tancies, have been conditioned by the 
continued presence of Japanese 
troops in Shantung province, and by 
the fact that the Japanese hold 
Tsingtao and the railway connecting 
that seaport with Tsinanfu, the pro- 
vincial capital. 

Feng Yu-hsiang, before the spring 
drive. which resulted in the capture 
of Peking, was Shantung 
rovince.. This would: have - given 

im Tsing-tao as a seaport, and 
Tain: alone yields $30,000,000 an- 
nually in revenue to the overlord of 
the province. 

Then came the May 3 clash be- 
tween the Nanking army and the 
Japanese, and the resulting occupa- 
tion of the Tsing-tao-Tsi line by 
Japan. Tsing-tao is’ still in the hands 
of the Northerners, the Governor of 
the area being an appointee of Gen- 
eral Chang g-chang, late war- 
lord of Shantung. s gives the 
city’s rich revenues to General 
Chang—and Feng Yu-hsiang receives 
wc ; pittance of. what he had ex- 
pected. 

When he went to Nanking Mar- 
shal Feng made.a demand upon the

She. took the 
opportunity to declare with her ac- 
ceptance that her policy, as borne 
out by the pacts she had already con- 
cluded with leading European coun- 
tries as well: as Afghanistan and 
Persia, was manifestly ic.

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Hebrew University Also Undertakes 
to Explore Remains of Old 
Synagogues.

JERUSALEM, Aug. 29:—Although 
n institution still in its infancy, the 
iebrew University has shown. re- 
aarkable progress in the various 
ranches that it has developed. (As 
the future of Jewish culture and 
learning of the world, it is natural 
that the university devote itself to 
research in the field of archaeology 
to obtain more knowledge concerning 
the ancient history and culture of the 
people who dwelt here hundreds of 
centuries ago, and to whom, also, 
Jerusalem was the centre of learn- 


ing. In spite of the, fact that it is 
one of the youngest departments in 
an altogether young university, and 
in spite of the inadequate means at 
its disposal, the archaeological de- 
partment, under the direction of Dr. 
E. .L. Sukenik, already has to its 
credit. some noteworthy achieve- 
ments. 

The first work undertaken by the 
university was the continuation of 
the excavations of the so-called 
“Third Wall’? of Jerusalem, which 
excavations previously had been be- 
‘gun by the Jewish Archaeological So- 
ciety in 1925, also under the direction 
of Dr. Sukenik. The question of the 
location of this wall is one that has 
has been discussed for more than a 
century. There never was any real 
basis for scientific discussion, and it 
was believed that this question would 
remain as one of the unsolved prob- 
oe in the topography of Jerusa- 
em. 

When work was begun in 1925 no 
one believed that after so many de- 
structions there would still be found 
under the surface ot Jerusalem sev- 
eral parts of this ancient wall. 
fortunately hampered by lack of 
funds; the Jewish Archaeological So- 
ciety was not able to continue its 
work .for long, and was soon 
compelled to appeal to the Jewish 
public in Palestine for help. The 
. means collected here proved insuffi- 
cient to carry on the work properly 
and the society was obliged to limit 
its activities to a small part of the 


wall, 
‘Planned by Agrippa. 


Not so long ago the university de- 
cided to take up this wor together 
with the Archaeological Society. The 
interest displayed by the scientific 
world in general proved to be one of 
great @ssistance in procuring the 
necessary funds to continue. Much 
credit and thanks are due to Dropsie 
College for the financial assistance 
rendered by it. Excellent results 
were achieved and it has been pos- 
sible to trace the wall thus far for 
the length of about half a kilometer. 

This wall is believed to have been 
the third wall erected around the an- 
cient city of Jerusalem, The first 
was built by the Judaean kings and 
the second by the Hasmoneans. The 
third wall is connected with one of 
the greatest events in history—the 
destruction of Jerusalem. It was 
planned in the year 40 A. D. by the 
King Agrippa I, a descendant of 
Herod. Having been brought up in 
Rome, he appeared to take little in- 
terest in the general life of his na- 
tion, but after he had been crowned 
King of Judaea he surprised one and 
all by his efficiency as a ruler and 
his devotion to the welfare of his 
people. Several passages of the Tal- 
mud express the sentiment of the 
Jews toward this King. 

Agrippa foresaw the coming of the 
war with the Romans and realized 
the necessity of fortifying Jerusalem. 
Several new suburbs had sprung up 
around the city with no protection 
whatsoever. Consequently he began 
to build a -wall. But no sooner had 
the Roman Governor of Syria heard 
of this than he reported to Claudius 
that Agrippa was fortifying Jerusa- 
lem. against. the Romans. Emperor 
Claudius ordered that the work be 
stopped immediately, and to the 
present day it is still not known 
whether ippa actually built any 
part of the wall of the wall or 
simply made the plans and prepara- 
tions for it. His reign was but a 
short one. He died at Caesarea, hav- 
ing ruled for only three years. 


Built and Destroyed. 


Following this came the rule of 
Roman procurators, giving the Jews 
no:chance to fortify their city. It 
was when the war with Rome had 
already broken out that the pro- 
visional Jewish Government then in 
existence decided to continue the 
work begun by Agrippa, and within 
a short space of time the wall was 
built. It was first destroyed by Titus 
in his capture of Jerusalem. Several 

es. of Josephus telling of the 
taptare of the Holy City Snention 
this wall. 

The excavations have exposed onl 
the foundations and line of the wall, 
all. the upper parts having been com- 
pletely destroyed. Many of the stones 
were even taken away for use on 
new buildings. Only where the foun- 
dation was used in later Roman and 
Byzantine times as foundations for 
buildings has it been possible to find 
traces of the .wall. In all other 
places it. has been destroyed down 
to the very foundation. The results 
of this excavation are very important 
as a basis for the exploration of the 
topography of Jerusalem, not only 
for the third wall, but for the sec- 
ond also. 

It was found necessa 
work nm because of lack of means 
to-continue. There are still many 
questions that have been left un- 
settled, .one of which is as 
location. of the turning point toward 
the south, It remains for further 
excayation to settle this. question.

gogues are scattered over the entire 
length and breadth of the land, and 
even in. jordan, jthe greatest 
number, however, being found in 
Galilee. All of these synagogues ure 
in places where now no Jewish 
settlement. remains, and: here, as in 
all ancient countries, the value and 
importance of the ruins are not ap- 
preciated, and they. are being broken 
up for new buildings, badly damag- 
ing or completely destroying what 
had previously existed. 

The German Oriental Society, see- 
ing ‘the rapid destruction, took up 
about twenty years ago the task of 
exploring these valuable ancient re- 
mains before they should be entirely 
demolished. The work accomplished 
by. them is of greatest importance, 
but it. has not been entirely com- 
pleted, and there are still several 
ancient beng es awaiting the 
spade of the archaeologist. 

The first step taken on the part 
of. the authorities of the university 
was to revisit all the ruins for the 
purpose of determining what further 
work ‘was to be done. They. were 
most. surprised to learn that very 
important results could be obtained 


even without excavations—merely by | 4) 


@ superficial survey. Many impor- 
tant ornaments, statues, animal fig- 
ures and reliefs with signs of the 
Zodiac were thus discovered. These 
discoveries are of the greatest cul- 
tural «interest for: the light they 
throw upon the Jewish life of the 
period of the first centuries after 
the destruction of the Temple. They 
will also supply information on many 
problems of which there are no 
traces left in literary sources. 

These synagogues are also of in- 
terest because of their influence on 
the early Christian churches. Since 
in the bas oe te Christianity 
was preache e synagogues, 
they naturally had a strong influ- 
ence on the churches that followed, 
and on the prayers and even the or- 
namentations. ‘Some scholars sug- 
gest that the basgilican form of the 
church resulted from the ancient 
Palestinian syna es, which were 
all of this type. ‘These ruins show, 
more than any literary source, the 
sentiment of the ancient peoples and 
their attitude toward the different 
cultural ‘streams. Renan, the fa- 
mous French savant, once said that 

e omnes e. was the most impor- 
tant institution created by Jewry of 
the world. The:Temple was believed 
to be holy by the Jews because it 
was the dwelling place of the Lord. 
But the synagogue was a far great- 
er institution because it was a place 
where man went to worship and 
serve his Lord. In connection with 
this survey of synagogues a collec- 
tion of photographs of these monu- 
ments has been prepared. 


Tombs and Sarcophagi. 


Another branch: of archaeology to 
which Dr. Sukenik turned his atten- 
tion was the exploration of ancient 
tombs and sarcophagi. Many Jew- 
ish tombs were unearthed contain- 
ing ossuaries with Hebrew inscrip- 
tions of the time before the destruc- 
tion of the Temple. The small graf- 
fiti or writings on these ossuaries, 
although scratched and very short, 
are of greatest importance for their 
insight into Jewish life in the last 
centuries of the second Temple. The 
names of many persons who lived at 
that time were thus found out, like- 
Wise the names of priestly families, 
and also the language then spoken 
by the Jews of Palestine. One of the 
most important tombs found was 
that on the grounds of the Hebrew 
University, where, before the war, 
there was discovered the inscription 
of Micanor, the Alexandrian, who 
donated to the Temple the famous 
bronze gates named after him. Sev- 
eral legends connected with these 
gates are told in the Talmud and 
also by Josephus. From an epi- 
graphical point of view these graf- 
fiti are of utmost importance be- 
cause they are the only documents 
that escaped the destructions of Je- 
rusalem. Some of these already 
have been published and others are 
awaiting publication. 

The university did not confine it- 
self merely to Jewish archaeology in 
Palestine, but also to archaeology in 

eneral. Work was begun excavat- 
ng the so-called Hill of Napoleon or 
Tell-el-Jerisheh, in the Judaean dis- 
trict near Jaffa, the results of which 
proved to be of great importance for 
the general history of Palestine, and 
also for the cultural history of the 
land. It is one of the aims of the 
university to create a centre not only 
for archaeology in Palestine, but for 
Jewish archaeology in general. At 
the time of the Second Temple there 
was a great Jewish diaspora in Eu- 
rope, Asia and Africa. Important 
remains were left in Italy, Egypt, 
Greece, Babylon and Asia Minor. In 
conjunction with the Bavarian Acad- 
emy of Munich, excavations. were 
made in Aegina in Greece. An an- 
cient Jewish synagogue was un- 
earthed there in which a. beautiful 
mosaic floor with Graeco-Jewish in- 
scriptions was discovered. By trac- 
ing the plan of the ogue it has 
been Pee to help solve to some 
extent the problems still unsettled in

PEKING, China, Aug. 20.—Now 
that the archives of the old Ministry 
of Education are being prepared for 
removal to Nanking, there is under 
way a careful scrutiny of. the many 
abortive plans adopted by China (on 
paper) for the modernization of her 
educational system. 

The. amount. of labor inyolved is 
colossal, for the records go back to 
1858 when China, defeated in war 
and forced to sign the Treaty of 
Tientsin, decided to prepare herself 
for contact with foreign powers. This 
decision resulted in the founding of 
e Language Institute; under thea 
Emperor Tung. Chih. 

From that time on, according to 
the rise or ebb of the tide of reform, 
there ‘have been almost countless 
plans, edicts and manifestos dealing 
with the educational problem, but 
still China remains about 90 per cent. 
illiterate. 

The eat need today, and one 
which e new Nationalist Govern- 
ment admits is almost unsurmount- 
able, is the tremendous shortage of 
teachers. ; : 

Estimating that there are 40,000,000 
children of elementary school age in 
the country needing the services of 
1,000,000 elementary teachers, the 
Ministry of Education is faced with 
the fact that, including foreigners, 
there are only 233,279 teachers in 
China—and. this census includes 
middle school and university teachers 
as, well as teachers of the ‘‘old style”’ 
classical education. 

In quiet times the normal schools 
enroll about 46,000 students annually, 
but many of these schools are closed 
because of lack of funds or occupa- 
tion by troops. At best there could 


be a only 10,000 qualified: 
teac 


ers a year—and where is the 
money to come from to found addi- 
tional normal schools, and where are 
additional teachers for the normal 
schools to be found, and how are 
they to be paid? 


The Plan of 1920. 


In times of peace the Protestant 
mission schools in China, including 
all grades, handle about 300,000 pu 
pils annually, and the Catholic 
schools handle 400,000, but this com- 
bined total of 700,000 reaches only 8 
out of every 100 of the 65,000,000 
children and youths who impera- 
tively need education. 

With characteristic official Chinese 
disregard for the difference between 
planning and achievement, the edu- 
cational leaders are now pointing 
with pride to the development of edu- 
a under the so-called ‘‘Plan of 
This particular plan, admirable in 
itself, provided for compulsory edu- 
cation controlled and fostered by the 
central Government, and was to have 
been applied as follows: 

192i—Provincial capitals and open 
ports; 1922—District seats and cities; 
1923—Towns above 500 families in 
size; 1924—Towns above 300 families 
in size; 1925-26—Towns above 200 
families in size; 1927—Villages above 
100 families in size; 1928—All villages 
below 100 families. 

Only in Shansi Province has even 
a serious effort been made to carry 
out this plan. In Shansi, until that 
province for the first time became 
involved in the civil war last August, 
72 per cent. of the children under 
16 years of age were actually in the 
schools. In no .other province has 
the total ever exceeded 23 per cent., 
and in many provinces that have 
been continually used as_battle- 
grounds practically all education has 
come to a halt except that meritori- 
ous work carried on by the Mass 
Education Movement. 


Education for 10 Cents. 


This mass education or ‘1,000 
Character Movement,’’ which hopes 
to eliminate 200,000,000 illiterates 
within a generation, is doing and has 
done startlingly successful work and 
has undoubtedly profoundly influ- 
enced the lives of several-millions of 
young and adult Chinese. 

The Mass Education Movement has 
the double advantage of offering a 
system of beginners’ education which 
is both cheap and easy. Four ‘‘read- 
ers,’ which together cost only 10 
cents in Chinese money (or less than 
5 cents in American coin), contain a 
reading vocabulary of 1,200 Chinese 
characters, and the average dull-wit- 
ted adult illiterate can master these 
1,200 characters in four months’ time 
if he or she will study for one hour 
a yf This equipment will enable 
him read the average newspapers, 
ordinary letter correspondence and a 
great range of books upon cultural 
and technical subjects which have 
been especially compiled for mass 
education students. 

Of. course this four-months study of 
one hour a day.does not change the 
illiterate into an educated person, and 
the average adult graduate reads 
little but the newspapers. Neverthe- 
less even this fragmentary beginning 
of an education is a vast advance 
over absolute illiteracy and ignorance 
enlightened only by gossip and 
rumor.

In Northern Ireland 
the drink bill has fallen from $37,- 
500,000 to $20,000,000 in four years 
and is now $1.166 a; head of popula- 
tion a year. This is the smallest in 
the whole British Commonwealth, 
except in Tasmania, where it is $1.12 
a head. 
In the Free State there has been a 
great decrease in the consumption 
of both beer and spirits during the 
past few yéars, while in Great Brit- 
ain the consumption has fallen from 
$1.50 to $1.33 per capita.

Only 
those who knew the inside story of 
the remodeling of the original op 
eretta realized the précarious task | 
that the author-ptodticers had set for 
themselves. 


‘The New Moon’’ had its first per- 
formance at the Chestnut Street 
Opera House, Philadélphia, an Dec. 
22 of last year. Frantic last-minute 
revisions in both cast and stoty had 
marked the rehearsals. The action 
was cluttered up with technical de- 
tails which demanded practically an 
entire arsenal of eighteenth century 
amal-arms and cannon as well as 
elaborate lighting and’ property’ ef- 
fects. Three pritia donnas had 
proven inadequate, and characters 
were inserted and removed from the 
undertaking like chess pieces. It 
was no wonder, therefore, that the 
opening night was filled with bitm- 
dets, To add to the trotibles, the 
etage crew which had rehearsed that 
afternoon had been réplaced almost 
entirely with another crew, due to 
some lo¢eal union rules calling for a 
division of labor. The néw mien, nat- 
urally,; did not‘ help any When «it

BERNARD, FILS, AND THE FRENCH STAGE 





is becoming the custom of cer- 
tain chroniclers to assign the 
termination of the war a decade 
ago as a point of departure for 
every sort of modification in every 
field of life. Accepting this conven- 
tion for the momeént, one—a rather 
stage-minded one — may conclude 
that riot the léast noteworthy cof 
these modifications is the complete 
transformation which the French 
theatre—meaning, of course, the the- 
atres of Paris—has undergone in 
these ten yéars: From one of the 
most stereotyped and insular of Eu- 
topean theatres it has flowered into 
cosmopolitanisni. ; 
There are various phases of this 
widespread change. Before the war, 
for example, in the season of 1914, 
the list of Paris productions included 
about three foreign dramas, as 
against a Berlin season which pre- 
sented Shakespeare, Wilde, Strind- 
berg, Ibsen, Tolstoy, Hamsun, Synge 
and a nttmber of Frénch play- 
wrights. When the stream of Et- 
ropean dratnatic Hterature was at 
high tide with an influx of new 
plays from Russia, Italy, Germany, 
and Spain, France filled its play- 
houses with home-made drama, re- 
gardiess of fits mediocrity. It was

PARIS GETS OFF TO A SLOW START 





Pants, Sept. 17. 

HOUGH we are still in Septem- 

ber, the theatres are opening 

their doors again as quickly as’ 

they can. We have had a flood 

of new productions this week, as 

well as several more revivals. Some 

eof the new plays still have an 

air of being addressed to a holi- 

day and provincial public, and sev- 

eral of them are obviously not in- 

tended to last long into- October, 

when intellectual and artistic Paris 
will really be home again. ; 

I wish I could say that this ac 
tivity has brought to light some 
work of real interest. Even though 
one of the new plays is the first

and playwrights and that many of 
these were worth looking into. 

But thé advance of the French the- 
atre is not entirely due to the in- 
troduction of dramatic material from 
without. It has been aided consid- 
erably by the flowering of a younger 
school of playwrights, whosé work, 
conceived in the experimental, prob- 
ing spirit of the post-war generation; 
has necessitated a corresponding ad- 
vance and experimentation in order 
to produce it effectively. A promi- 
hent member of a group which in- 
chides Chafles Vildrac, Jules Ro- 
mains, Paul Géraldy and Alfred Sa- 
voir is Jean-Jacques Bernard, whose 
Play, “‘L’Invitation au Voyage,’’ to 
be produced next Thursday night at 
the Civic Repertory Theatre, will be 
his second to be shown here. 


Much has been written of M. Ber- 
nard’s “théorie du silence.’’ It is 
based upon his understanding of the 
fact that the réal conflicts of human 
life go on inwardly, often word- 
lessly; that the greater part of the 
thoughts which influence human ac- 
tion is never expressed; that people 
even those bound to each other by 
the most intimate ties—often remain 
inexplicable to each other, revealing 
themselves by no word or gesture. 

“Un sentiment commenté,’’ writes 
M. Bernard, ‘‘perd sa force.’’ This 
tenet, of course, is one which exacts 
far more rigorous dramatic tech- 
nique than the loquacious exposition 
of which M. Bernard’s predecessors 
availed themselves. An example of 
the way in which he has succeeded 
in mastering his self-imposed restric- 
tions is to be found in “‘L’Invitation 
au Voyage,’’ wherein the secret 
thythm of a romantic woman’s mind 
is implicitly unfolded to the audi- 
ence, although between the husband 
and wife—the principal figures of the 
play—no word of the shadowy con- 
flict is or can be exchanged.

Tortured 
by the thought of the stranger living 
in his home, André’s insistent brood- 
ing over the matter révivifies the 
memory of the officer, clothing him 
with desirability in Blanche’s mind, 
as an escape from the relentiess 
probing of her husband. 

From this sketch it may have been 
ascertained by now that M. Bernard 
presents a very real departure from 
the older genération of playwrights, 
of whom his father, Tristan Ber-

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THE BUSY 


PROFESSOR 





By PHILIP C. HUMPHREY, 


NY ONE who feels that college 
professors lead a life of clois- 
tered idleness should have a 
ten-minute conversation with 
George C. D. Odell, Professor of 
Dramatic Literature at Columbia 
University and authority on the 
American theatre. For the past eight 
years, in addition to his arduous uni- 
versity work, Professor Odell has 
utilized every available hour in com- 
piling and writing the annals of the 
New York stage, and he expects to 
be working on them at least five 
years more. 

Perhaps he busy Wall Street 
broker would be interested to know 

‘that, while he is week-ending at the 
country club, Odell, after his week’s 
classes are finished, goes to the New 
York Public Library, and from Fri- 
day to Monday spends twenty-four 
hours in research, eight hours at a 
stretch, gathering enough material to 
keep him busy writing every evening 
for. the next week. The annals have 
already run to four volumes, two of 
which have been published by the 
Columbia University Press, with two 
more now in proof, and there will 
probably be four more volumes be- 
fore they reach modern times. 

Sitting in his study in the Hotel 
Seymour, with the likenesses of 
Booth and Garrick looking down at 
him from the shelf-lined walls, this 
genial, courtly, white-haired gentle- 
man Jeaned back in his chair and 
told of the work which he considers 
one of the most fascinating tasks he 
has ever undertaken. 

His research has carried him to 
various parts of this country and 
as far afield as the British war and 
navy office in London. For informa- 
tion before the year 1800, when 
newspapers were irregular and in- 
complete, Professor Odell has found 
the Pennsylvania Magazine a mine of 
data. The New York Historical So- 
ciety’s collection of New York news- 
papers, beginning with The New 
York Gazette, the first paper pub- 
lished in this city, has yielded a 
great deal of material for the annals. 


The Harvard theatre collection of 
playbills, portraits, old documents 
and various other commentaries on 
the stage of the time Professor Odell 
has scanned with painstaking ac- 
curacy. Old diaries have proved an 
interesting source. City, State and 
Federal documents have been sub- 
jected to the seholarly scrutiny of 
the professor. His work embraces 
not only theatrical performances, but 
nearly every form of entertainment 
known to old New York, from the 
dancing bears tied in tavern yards 


to concerts at which such figures as 
Patti and Jenny Lind presided. 

‘*True, my research work and writ- 
ing have meant hour after hour of 
back-breaking toil, but I have been 
rewarded with treasures I never ex- 
pected to unearth,’’ the professor 
said. 

“For instance, I have been able to 
discover a great store of informa- 
tion dealing with the first negro the- 
atre in this city, which existed in 
the early 1820s. It was known as the 
African Company and the theatre 
was at the corner of Bleecker and 
Mercer Streets. The dusky artists at- 
tempted such plays as ‘Richard III’ 
and ran intermittently for one or 
two séasons. One of their number, 
@ man named Hewlett, was so suc- 
cessful that he went té London and 
d°i work there. 

“The negro performances were 
made fun of by theatregoers of the 
time and police closed the place as 
a public nuisance, but there is evi- 
dence that it reopened the following 
season. The theatre had a portion 
railed off for the whites, just as 
the white theatre had a place for 
negroes. Quite by accident, while 
looking for something else, I ran 
across an old playbill, one of the four 
known to be extant, and was able to 
find a great deal about this early at- 
tempt using this lead. I have devoted 
considerable space in my third vol- 
ume to the early negro theatre. 


“One discovery which I consider of 
great importance is that the roots of 
the negro minstrel show go far back 
into the history of the New York 
stage. Although the minstrel show 
really began in 1842, there are traces 
of it as far back as 1790. Negro 
skits, songs in blackface and ‘nig- 
gers in the field,’ as they were some- 
times billed, all have a direct bear- 
ing on the minstrel show as we know 
it today. 

“From the point of view of apiual 
work in research the American stage 
of the period around 1840 is one of 
the worst I have encountered. Al- 
though there were only about six 
theatres in New York, competition 
among them was so keen that each 
theatre was putting on three and 
four plays a night, sometimes as 
many as a hundred plays a year. 

“Finding an exact account of each 
one of these five or six hundred 
plays a year and writing some decent 
mention of each of the more im- 
portant ones will give you some idea 
of the labor invol

To the Dramatic Editor; . 

In the days when the local vaude- 
ville: palace was merely the Opera 
House, and the chairs were red 
plush, John Drew, the Barrymores, 


plays here. The date of the last 
premitre was ten years ago. Now 
the town’s going to have a premiére 
of its own—I dare not say ‘Made in 
Poughkeepsie”’ for fear of the Amer- 
izana. editors.

I wonder if the announcement con- 
veys any of the current of agitation 
that the undertaking is arousing lo- 
cally. The characters in this play 
still walk the streets of Poughkeep- 
sie—and while that will not distin- 
guish the play, you will agree the 
practice is more dangerous in a 
small town than a big one! 


There is no melodrama in the piece 
and some will insist it recalls Mer- 
ton in a newspaper background. 
Some managers in New York liked 
it, though not enough to buy it yet, 
and most of them said: ‘‘Don’t pro- 
duce it with amateurs.’”” Why not? 
Isn’t the production of a new play 
anywhere with a good cast and di- 
rection a legitimate undertaking? 
Probably the play represents a cycle 
which Broadway hasn’t reached yet— 
it does not pretend to be a Baedeker 
of newspaper life, but simply re- 
counts some of the adventures of a 
small town newspaper when one 
young man took its fake campaign 
seriously, when, instead of chroni- 
cling history, it began, in the words 
of its editor, to make history. 

Any one can throw a challenge and 
we’re tempted to. We can’t take 
our play on the road; such road as 
there is must come to us. And our 
greatest satisfaction would be in 
reaching that small and_ sturdy 
group which has its own ideas of 
what a good newspaper play should 
be. If it comes, we’re happy. We're 
looking for an audience, and not in 
the commercial sense either. Pough- 
keepsie would like to invite those 
she hammered in the old days to 
come back and hammer if they like.

HOBO YARN IS RATHER TAME 





Jim Tully's ° 


‘Beggars of Life” Is a Stereotyped Production— 


“Excess Baggage” Is Quite Dull

UST as it is possible to.increase 
the interest in a story by vocal 
inflections, pauses and a choice 
of words, so can the director of 

@ picture by the action of his narra- 
tive, the footage given to the scenes 
and the acting add to the effect of his 
yarn. If the film director, however, 
decides to develop his fable along con- 
ventional lines, it is like a story be- 
ing told in a monotone with trite 
phrases. 

Jim Tully’s chronicle of tramps, 
“Beggars of Life,”” is a monotone 
effort despite the fact that people are 
thrown off trains and.a girl shoots a 
man. Not even Wallace Beery, who 
has proved more than once that he 
can handle a réle and make the ac- 
tion stirring, does anything that ac- 
celerates the movement in this pic- 
ture. It seems almost as if the 
scenario writer and the director have 
left out the very incidents that would 
be most interesting, for after all, 
while the hobo is never an inspiring 
creature, his experiences can be told 
‘with a sense of drama. ‘‘Beggars of 
Life” gives one little insight into the 
activities of the slothful types of hu- 
manity, and even the familiar actions 
of the tramps, which could have been 
get forth in a telling fashion, receive 

hardly any attention. 


That the hobo is given to hopping 
freight trains is: not especially inter- 
esting, even when William Wellman, 
the director ‘of this film, shows the 
idle unwashed consorting in a spot 
they choose to call the ‘‘jungle’’ and 
aboard a box car. 

The idea of depicting Oklahoma 
Red (Mr. Beery) as a friend in need 
to.Nancy, the young woman who has 
killed her guardian, is no more nat- 
ural than other bromidic notions in 
this yarn, and even the pursuit of 
Nancy by detectives aboard a freight 
train awakens little if any anxiety. 
You can watch Mr. Beery succumbing 
to a bullet wound with more or less 
relief, which would not be the case if 
Mr. Wellman had succeeded in giving 
to his production a more believable 
human touch. 

One cannot dispute the incidents in 
this yarn, for they may really have 
happened; but it is highly improb- 
gable that they occurred in the man- 
mer in which they are portrayed. 
This picture strikes one as being hard 
and mechanical, with inadequately 
aketched events. On the-screen it 
does not give one the least idea of 
Mr.. Tully’s fiery, decisive style and 
none of the characters. makes much 
of an impression, despite the fact that 
their acting, considering what. they 
are asked to do, is not without merit. 

Mr. Beery at times seefiis to be on 
the fence, with.comedy on one side 
and drama on the other. He fails, 
however, to _ either laughter 
or teats.

Cruze. It hardly seems possible that 
the Cruze who made ‘‘The Covered 
Wagon,” “Hollywood,” ‘‘The Pony 
Express” and that fine example of 
cinematic work, ‘‘Beggar on Horse- 
back,’’ could have lent his unde- 
niable talent to such a series of dull 
sequences as one perceives in this 
current effort. 

The trouble with this picture looks 
as if it were due to giving Mr. Haines 
an opportunity to portray his usual 
smart réle, and then having him try 
to do something in which he en- 
deavors for the moment to forget 
the conceit of the character. He fig- 
ures as Eddie Kane, who in a queer 
way is inspired to try a new stunt in 
his vaudeville act. This monster idea 
is that of sliding backward down a 
wire rope from the second balcony to 
the stage. He fails at first, and this 
accident is glossed over by a conve- 
nient fade-out, which is sometimes 
a picture maker’s conyenient trick 
for covering a weakness. During the 
passage of time denoted by the grad- 
ually passing out of sight of the 
images and then their speedy return, 
one is supposed to presume that 
Eddie Kane has been confined to his 
bed, or perhaps to a hospital cot, and 
has recovered and learned to do his 
supposedly marvelous act, which. is, 
incidentally, similar to the work of 
Japanese wire walkers with Barnum 
& Bailey’s Circus for the last decade. 
Kane has also found out that his 
pretty wife inspires him to keep his 
nerve. He delights in seeing her 
smiling countenance when he alights 
from his death-defying, daring glide 
over the heads of the thrilled audi- 
ence. ; 

It had never occurred to Eddie that 
his wife is so pretty that she might 
inspire a motion-picture producer to 
offer her a tempting salary, one even 
larger than Mr. Kane makes after 
the monstrous success of his thrill- 
ing act. He does not quite like the 
idea, but presumably as the money is 


in the Kane family it is helpful for 


them both. After they have parted to 





do their respective work Eddie Kane 
realizes that his charming young 
wife meant more to the success of 
his act than he imagined. 


The plot of this tale is somewhat 
forced, what with the use of large 
letters on a cigarette lighter which 
the unsuspecting Mrs. Kane gives to 
her director and the swift manner 
in which the young woman and her 
husband are separated and eventually 
brought together.

LASTERED IN PARIS” may 
P have a fine title, but. it is wild 

and frequently none too funny. 
Here and there one discovers an ep) 
sode that possesses imagination, but 
for the most part one has to put up 
with fractious fools grabbing at each 
other’s neckties or slapping one an- 
other’s faces. The hero of this non- 
sensical effort is Samuel Nosenbloom, 
who is impersonated by Samuel 
Cohen, whose proboscis chances to 
be one of the reasons for his Holly- 
wood success. Mr. Cohen is well 
aware that his nose is large and hav- 
ing discovered that frankness is.a 
virtue, he is always willing to spread 
a little sunshine at the expense of 
his far-from-handsome appearance. 
He, of course, causes one to think 
of Cyrano de Bergerac. 

Mr. Cohen.endeavors with a blink 
of his eyes and a meaningful smile 
to make up for Cyrano’s silver tones 
and poetic utterances. 

Mr, Nosenbloom chances to be a 
victim of klentomania, due to a gas 
attack ten years before in the 
trenches. He is not particular what 
he steals. He makes the same suc- 
cessful attempt to get a picture post- 
card as he does to steal the special- 
ist’s stethoscope. He is the sort of 
thief who might just as likely take a 
pin as a piano. But after a while Mr. 
Nosenbloom’s weakness is forgotten 
in the producer’s enthusiasm for a 
ruddy conception of the Riffian up- 
rising.

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WHAT ABOUT SCREEN VOICES? 





By FRANK J. WILSTACH. 


E advent of the so-called 

“talking’’ or ‘‘see and hear’’ 

picture, according to general 

report, has brought about an 
amazing condition of affairs in Cine- 
maland. Since the heretofore silent 
drama has gone articulate, we read 
in the public prints that frantic ap- 
peals have been made for voice cul- 
turists, with the result that all trains 
headed for California are swarming 
with parlor professors of elocution. 
And, too, if we. lend.an eager ear to 
engaging ‘tales, the avenues and 
boulevards of Hollywood are now 
made hideous by movie queens rend- 
ing, while rendering, such sublime 
classics as ‘‘The Song of the Shirt,” 
“The Death of Cock Robin,’’ ‘‘What 
Does Little Birdie Say,’’ “Little 
Orphant Annie,’”’ ‘‘On the Bridge at 
Midnight” and “The Charge of the 
Light Brigade.” This is the sort of 
ebullient moonshine that the Cintel- 
ligenzia are feeding the open- 
mouthed Boeotians. 


When.a theatrical manager desires 
an actor for a certain’ part, it is very 
well known that the last thing 
thought of is his voice. And when 
an actor has a part to learn he does 
not run off to an elocution teacher. 
What he does is to memorize his 
lines and attempt to speak them in- 
telligently. It is not so much a mat- 
ter of voice ‘culture as it is brain 
culture. ..The actor must put into his 
voice the thought that the author 
has put into his story, Lionel Barry- 
more lately called attention to this 
fact. when he said: ‘‘The. voice -is 
the least. consequential thing in talk- 
ing pictures. It is what the actor 
has in his: head that counts.’’ In 
short, all that is necessary is to put 
intelligence into what one has to say. 


We hear a good deal, too, about 
voice tests. Suppose, for example, 
that Ethel Barrymore and ° Mrs, 
Fiske should appear, in‘disguise, for 
one of these examinations. What 
chance would they have to get by? 
Miss Barrymore’s vocal fog would be 
laughed out of the studio. And Mrs. 
Fiske, whose inability to be. heard 
beyond the fifth row of the orches- 
tra, would be a fine spectacle tak- 
ing a ‘“‘test’’—except, of course, for 


a two-reel whispering divertisement. 


One would have to seek far and 
wide on the speaking stage to find 
voices which would pass an elocu- 
tionary test. Joseph Jefferson had 
this in mind when he said something 
to the effect that a fine voice ruined 
more actors than strong liquor! Only 

a few years ago Maude Adams’ was 
the most popular actress on the 
Américan stage. It certainly was 
not Miss Adams’s voice—that is, so 
far as beautiful diction goes—that 
carried her into great public favor: 





The thing that came across the foot- 
lights in Miss Adams’s case, as was 
lately said by one of the illuminati, 
was the strength of weakness, so to 
say; the power of innate goodness, 
the clear-eyed fearlessnss of in- 
nocence. 


The Danger of Eloquence. 


What has been aptly said of the 
theatre is, undoubtedly, going to be 
found true of the talking picture— 
that is, that people go to the 
theatre to see acting. They do not 
go there to listen to an actor or 
actress hypnotized by the melody of 
his or her vocal cords. If this were 
the case, there would be schools of 
elocution on every corner. 


It has been said that in the early 
civilization of Egypt written. plead- 
ings alone were permitted in the 
tribunals, lest the judges should be 
swayed by the eloquence of the hu- 
man voice, Instead of a so-called 
fine voice, such as Jefferson spoke 
about, being advantageous in a play, 
it is quite the contrary. The Egyp- 
tians were afraid of elocution—and 
it has no place on the stage! In 
the theatre, and it is going to be the 
same in the talking movie, the in- 
telligent speaking of lines is the 
thing that will count. 


Of course it is no handicap to an 
actress to have a beautiful diction. 
If she has a voice as harsh as a harp 
played on by a hammer,.she will 
have small chance—and_ yet there 
have been actresses who have ‘suc- 
ceeded despite the fact that their 
enunciations were a torment to the 
ear. Sophie Arnould, an actress fa- 
mous during the time of Louis XIV, 
was one of these. It was said of her 
that she had as fine an asthma as 
ever was heard. It is hoped, how- 
ever, that many of our motion-pic- 
ture actresses will be found endowed 
like: the charming Peg Woffington 
and the festive Mrs. Jordan. of ages 
agone, whose voices were attuned for 
ripples and dainties of diction. The 
late Ellen Terry’s. voice: charmed 
birds off the bushes: Julia Marlowe, 
besides being a great actress, has a 
voice that ‘‘murmurs aeolian sounds 
with fetching tenderness—words-drip- 
ping like honey from her ‘lips.”” Miss 
Marlowe, when on the stage, was a 
great actress because she succeeded 
so magnificently in getting the au- 
thor’s thought into her speech. 

The Unimportant Voice. 
~Aemagical. charm of _ utterance 
means nothing in a play, and will 
mean less in a picture. - It is the hu-

situation, rather thain ‘the flexibility 
was| and melody of the voice, that must 
be conveyed. “That this’ is’ true’ is 
instariced in the case of ‘the laté 


mous popularity. I have asked many 
people who saw her many times, and 
not ene person could tell what her 
voice was like. But not one but 
expatiated minutely upon her per- 
sonal magnetism. All of which goes 
to prove that real acting is some 
thing from the head, and something 
from the heart, rather than mere 
vocal harmonics. 


One discovers, when one comes to 
look into the matter, that beauty of 
diction played a very small part in 
the success of many a famous his- 
trio. We learn that Colley Cibber 
had a squeaking voice, apt to crack, 
and that Thomas Betterton’s was low 
and grumbling. All of David Gar- 
rick’s biographers tell how his yoice 
failed him in the great réles he at- 
tempted. Edmund Kean’s was de- 
scribed as harsh and husky and was 
wont to mount into a squeak. It may 
be a surprise to some to learn that 
the great John Philip Kemble was 
constantly haunted by dramatic 
critics on account of his painfully 
singular enunciation. During the 
time of William Charles Macready 
and Edwin Forrest, it was the busi- 
ness of the actor to give an-imitation 
of the martial music of a trampling 
host. To give an. imitation of a 
roaring bull was, in the good old 
days, considered a high accomplish- 
ment. Sir Henry Irving was the most 
famous actor of his time..'Those who 
saw him and. heard him marveled at 
his bewildering diction. 

From what is known of the various 
talking: devices; they have their 
idiosyncrasies. So far as they are 
concerned, the trained actor, as well: 
as the movie star schooled in motion- 
picture technique; are on an equal 
basis. But the stage actor must not 
only learn the technique of picture- 
making, but the requirements of the 
new art of vocal registration:

But what struck one most aboiit 
Mr, Stimsion’s leadership of the fes- 
tival was his remarkable self-con- 
trol, which gave him an easy con- 
trol of the forces under his com- 
mand. A man needs considerable 


thoroughly for weeks, he must go 


to London and rehearse his solo sing- 


ers and orchestra hastily. Then he 
has a small part of the Saturday 
and the whole of the Monday before 
the festival begins in which to re- 
hearse a four-day program of solo 
singers, choir and orchestra together. 
This means that at least half of it 
cannot be rehearsed at all and the 
other half can be only “run 
through.”’ All sorts of things may 
happen, indeed are pretty certain to 
happen, in performances of even 
such well-known works as ‘‘Elijah’’ 
and ‘‘Messiah’’ given in these condi- 
tions, and a conductor who is never 
taken by surprise, and of whom it 
ean be said at the end that he car- 
ried the whole through without a 
hitch, must have a remarkable head 
on his shoulders. Mr. Sumsion cer- 
tainly has such a head, for the 
Gloucester Festival of 1928 has been 
one of the most evenly satisfactory 
of any that the writer remembers in 
some twenty-five years’ experience of 
the Three Choirs. 


An amazing amount of music is 
packed into the four days. ‘‘Elijah’’ 
invariably begins the cathedral per- 
formances on the Tuesday, and 
‘“‘Messiah’’ equally invariably ends 
them on the Friday. Some of Sir 
Edward Elgar’s choral works have 
almost as constant a place in the 
scheme as these classics. This year 
the selection of them consisted of 
‘‘The Dream of Gerontius’’ on Tues- 
day night and ‘‘The Kingdom”’ on 
Wednesday morning, both conducted 
by the composer. Sir Edward Elgar 
appears definitely to have laid down 
his pen. He has written nothing 
considerable since 1919, when he pro- 
duced the _ violoncello concerto, 
which, by the way, was heard at 
the Shire Hall concert of this fes- 
tival, played by Miss Beatrice Har- 
rison. There was some talk of his 
bringing out the long-promised finale 
to his oratorios, ‘“The Apostles’’ and 
“The Kingdom,’’ at the last Glouces- 
ter Festival (1925), but it did not 
materialize and no more has been 
heard of it. But the hearing of 
some-of his major works under his 
own direction is rightly regarded as 
one of the special privileges of the 
Three Choir Festival. ‘‘The Dream 
of Gerontius’’ and ‘‘The Kingdom”’ 
gain in impressiveness from the 
medieval surroundings of the cathe- 
dral, and the great Norman col- 
umns and the vaulted roof add an 
actual sonority to the choruses of 
angels and the aspirations of saints 
which is something more than the 
sentiment of the place supplies, 
though that is no negligible quantity. 
But what is most valued in a hearing 
of Sir Edward Elgar’s music under 
his own direction is that in his in- 
terpretation he seems to live again 
through the experience of composi-

Bach, ‘‘O Light Everlasting.’’ Schu- 
bert’s Symphony in C and a new and 
very complicated choral work by 
Granville Bantock called ‘*The Burden 
of Babylon” were also included in the: 
Wednesday performance, and the 
latter demanded an amount of vir- 
tuosity from the choral singers 
which some years ago would have 
been considered unattainable. The 
fact that the choir sang it with cer- 
tainty and vigor was evidence of 
the enormous advance in choral tech- 
nique which has been made in Eng- 
land largely through the widespread 
influence of the Competition Festival 
movement, which by raising the gen- 
eral standard of attainment through- 
out the country has reacted favor- 
ably even on such a venerable insti- 
tution as the Three Choirs. 


But Thursday, the third day of the 
festival, brought the greatest variety 
of music. It began with Hubert 
Parry’s beautiful cantata ‘‘Voces 
Clamantium,”’ one of several written 
for these festivals. Parry's music is 
to Elgar’s rather what the plain Nor- 
man style of architecture in the 
Gloucester nave is to the decorated 
Tudor style in the chancel. Austere 
and majestic in its outline the music, 
like the words of this cantata, points 
“upward where the skies are clear.”’ 
Without one of Parry’s aspiring 
thoughts no English cathedral festi- 
val would be coniplete. After it one 
of Handel’s concertos for organ and 
orchestra, the solo part finely played 
by Dr. Percy Hull of Hereford 
Cathedral, followed fitly, and then 
came Dame Ethel Smyth’s Mass in 
D conducted by its composer. Dame 
Ethel Smyth has smarted under the 
old-fashioned prejudice against a wo- 
man conducting in a cathedral. Re- 
splendent in her robes of Doctor of 
Music, the degree given to her by 
the University of Oxford last year, 
she enjoyed on this occasion a com- 
plete triumph over the enemies of the 
woman’s cause. Her talents as a 
composer are beyond question. This 
Mass, written some forty years ago, 
displays a vivid imagination and a 
power of building up rich and cu- 
mulative tonal effects It was, we are 
told in her memoits, written under 
the influence of a deep religious ex- 
perience. Unfortunately Dame Ethel 
Smyth, unlike Sir Hdward Elgar, is 
not a communicative conductor. She 
makes neither performers nor audi- 
ence feel what she felt in the act of 
composition. She displayed the most 
strenuous energy in the direction of 
the Mass, but she often failed to di- 
rect. Instruments entered in the 
wrong places; the voices ‘were 
strident, and at the end one could 
only feel that she would have been 
wiser to forego her personal triumph

Of Honegger’s ‘‘King David,’’ giv- 
en after an interval, it is unneces- 
sary to speak particularly, since the 
remarkable if somewhat eccentric 
work is known on both sidés of the 
Atlantic.

Apart 
from them the most distinguished 
were Miss Dorothy Silk’s sympa- 
thetic singing of the part of the 
Blessed Virgin in ‘‘The Kingdom”’ 
and Steuart Wilson’s enforced . éar- 
nhestness tn the ‘“‘Psalmus Hungari- 





cus.”” The rest reached a common- 
place efficiency, and not always that. 
The fact is that there is now too 
little of oratorio performance on 
a festival scale in England for the 
younger generation of solo singers 
to acquire a polished style in such 
work as their elders did. So, while 
choral singing advances solo singing 
declines. The Three Choirs Festival 
is, however, a firm bulwark of this 
kind of art. It is now in a stronger 
position than ever before. The mo- 
tor car brings its audience from far 


and near, and, so far from suffering ' 


any financial embarrassment, as 
most musical institutions do, it is 





able to make a large contribution 


annually to the fund for the widows 
and orphans of the clergy of the 
three dioceses. This year’s festival 
had the additional blessing of bril- 
liant sunshine, making the cathedral 
and the ancient buildings of its preé- 
cincts glow in mellow beauty. The 
HEnglish Church still prays on occa- 
sion for fair weather, and English 
people are quite used to their pruy- 
ers remaining. unanswered. When, 
therefore, we get weather so per- 
fectly attuned to the festival mood 
we do not forget to be thankful for 
it. It ripens our September music- 
makings along with “the kindly 
fruits of the earth, so that in due 
time we may enjoy them.”’

MUSICAL LIFE OF SPAIN 





‘RITING in a recent issue of 

El Debate of Madrid, -Joa- 

quin. Turina, the Spanish 

_ Tnusician and composer, has 

given the following sketch of the 
musical life of his native land: 

“The flourishing state of ‘Spanish 
music in the sixteenth century, a 
glorious period made brilliant by the: 
poliphonists, at whose head marched 
the noted Victoria, was followed by 
a lengthy period of decadence, acent- 
uated in the last century by the in- 
vasion of Italian operas and singers, 
who were welcomed with enthusiasm 
by the higher social classes. 

“The people, nevertheless, knew 
how to guard faithfully the musical 
treasures of their race and, showing 
marked hostility to the Italian opera, 
continued to sing, accompanying it- 


ment, the songs it had inherited from 
its forefathers. 

“The theatre did a great deal to- 
ward closing the gap between. the 
parties, and there was created. a 
popular type of piece, the ‘tonadilla,* 
consisting, like comic opera, in spok- 
eh scenes, alternating with songs. 
The tonadillas were short, but. they 
bore within themselves the germ of a 
new art based on popular songs. 
Therefore we may consider the tona- 
dilla as the starting point of present- 
day Spanish music. It is certain that 
the tonadilla “went through a period 
of evolution and gave rise to the 
‘zarzuela,’ a theatre type of more ex- 
‘tension and importance,’ later in- 
fected by the invading Italianism; 
but this type, in losing its genuinely | 
popular character, confused the mu- 
sical atmosphere of that day and 
considerably retarded the formation 
of a purely Spanish school. 

“Felipe Pedrell, the Catalonian 
musicographer. and composer, was 
the first’ to emphasize the value of 
the popular song as the concrete base 
for a national type of music. His 
creative ability was not distinguished. 
Another very gifted artist, Isaac 
Albeniz, put theories of Pedrell into 
practice in a brilliant series of works 
demonstrating the manner in which 
our melodies and formulas. may be 
developed. Pedrell and Albeniz, 
therefore, may be considered to have 
inaugurated the current period of 
Spanish music, and well deserve the 
reputation of the founders of the na- 
tionalist school of today. 


‘It. is impossible to study the music 
of today without taking into account 
certain regional variations. 

‘Catalonia is, perhaps, the region 
which has always heen most tena- 
cious of popular song. Its composers 
have cultivated. fruitfully its folk- 
music as the base of theatrical and 
symphonic works. Among thém, in 
addition to the . above-mentioned 
Pedrell and Albeniz, are Enrique 
Granados, author of ‘‘Goyescas,” who 
so well knew how to revive the 
atmosphere of thé ‘chisperos’ and 
‘mayas’ of the Goya epoch; Nicolau, 
for whom the Catalonians have ,deep 
respect; Lamote de Grignon, a band 
director as wellas composer; Morera, 
the happy author of ‘sardanas,’ typi- 
cal Ampurdan dances; Garreta, a 
composer who came to an untimely 
end in the fullnes of youth; Mompou, 
one of the leSders; Zamacois, who 
alternates his productions with inter- 
esting pedagogical works, and: Pa- 
hissa, an interesting ‘and robust per- 
sonality. 

“Inthe Levantine region we begin 
to feel the influence of the Arabic 
formulas and lyrics; One of the most 
striking figures‘ stands out’ in this 
quarter. I mean Oscar Espia, the 
Alicante composer, whose works are 
of a romantic and idealistic’ spirit 
and a. highly developed technique. 
In a group with Espia are. Perez 
Casas, .whose musical . output. is 
rather limited, becatise he devotes 
himself to diretting orchestras, and 
Eduardo Lopez Chavarri, a Valencian 
composer and musicographer of sub- 
‘stantial culture. 


‘“‘Andalubia, one of the most popu- 
lar tegions of Spain,, not at all .re- 
sembling the false picture which 
makes it a strange mixture of bull 
fighters, guitars and castanets, feels 
‘in its music the double‘ influence ‘of 
the Arabic and gypsy  fofmivlas. ‘The 
4indolence and laziness ‘of the Andalu- 
sian Character in looking up data as 
to’ the” origin: ‘of ‘its’ ‘popular: songs 
Make it ‘practically “impossible today. 
to establish in a definite and chrono- 
logical way the different stages of 
‘this double influence; All that.has}, 
been written on this subject ‘is’pure 
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guitar player and a native of Gra- 
nada. 

‘In. the Basque provinces we en- 
counter tendencies opposite to those 
of Andalusia. A composer of talent, 
Usandizaga, died very young. It was 
a shame, because he had an accurate 
conception of the theatre. Today the 
most typical Basque composer is 
Jesus Guridi, the “being com- 
pleted by Isasi Father José An- 
tonio, The Basque music offers in- 
teresting rhythms, almost always 
pertaining to dances such as the 
‘zortzico’ and the ‘aurresku.’ Fur 
thermore, it presents such special 
modalities as to make apparent at 
once «its. independent origin and for. 
*ulas which have no resercblance to 
those of the other regions of the 


prominent composers, although their} 
productions belong to a more inter- 
national circle. Conrado del Campo 
of Madrid gives a certain Germanic 
shading to. his works, although his 
compositions are always noble and 
elevated, as are those of Arregui and 
Facundo de*la Vifia; On the other 
hand, Adolfo Salazar seems. to in- 
cline toward: the French school. 
Rogelio del Villar has done some 
beautiful songs of Leon.» I also:point 
to a group of composers whose seri- 
ous labors deserve great praise. 1 
refer to Julio Gomez, Maria Rodrigo, 
Bacarisse and Bautista. Among the 
young people who have come’to the 
front recently are: Ernesto ‘Halffter, 
very advanced in his tendencies, and 


Manuel Palau, a Valencian, more 
closely linked with the national 
music, 


**PToday ‘the musical life of Spain 
is. very intense, though ‘rather de- 
centralized. Nevertheless, there are 
two principal centrés—Madrid ‘and 
Barcelona. Opera is developing very 
poorly in Spain. The Licéo of Barce- 
lona is the only theatre that has 
good seasons, giving the supremacy 
to the Russian theatre and the 
operas of Wagner. ‘In Madrid the 
Royal Theatre continues to be ,de- 
voted to Italian opera and the cul- 
tivation of the virtuoso’ singers, as 
in the past. The Spanish opera nat- 
urally suffers from this state of af- 
fairs. It almost could be said ‘that 
it doesn’t exist. 

‘On: the other hand, symphonic 
music ‘has magnificent elements for 
its interpretation. In Madrid there 
are two orchestras devoted to it. The 
Symphony ‘Orchestra, directed by 
Maestro Arbos, and the Philharmonic 
Orchestra, directed by: Perez: Casas. 
Recently’! Maestro Lassalle’ organized 
2 third orchestra that plays in the 
Palace’ of Music. 

“In Barcelona Pablo Casals, ' the 
great cellist, directs: an’ orchestra 
bearing his name. 

“But; the . most original thing in 
Spanish musical organization is the 
network of societies, devoted to 
chamber music and to soloists, that 
covers almost the entire peninsula. 
The most important of these soci- 
eties are the  Philharmonics of 
Madrid, ,Oviedo, Valencia and .Bil- 
bao; the Sevillan Society of Concerts 
and the Chamber Music Organization 
of Barcelona. The Association. for 
Musical Culture has its main group 
in Madrid/and has more than a score 
of other groups in! as many. citiés. 
Chamber , music organizations and, 
above all, soloists are constantly 
visiting these units; and the result: is 
a goodly number of concerts. 


“There, exists in Spain another 
phase of music, on 4 lower level and 
quite independent of the whole con- 
cert movement, but very popular: 
with the general public. ‘It ‘is’ the 
‘zarzuela.’, This, theatre spectacle. at 
the beginning of the present century 
produced very pretty and, very Span- 
ish works by Chapi, Breton and’'Chu- 
eca, It suffered from. the influerice 
of. the Viennese operettas shortly 
after that time, and, more recently 
from’ the negro invasion, with,.its 
exotic and unbridled, rhythms. . In 
spite of all that, the ‘zarzuela’ is. a 
great. favorite with ‘the public, nu- 
merous enough, which. likes this nec- 
essarily vulgar type of entertainment 
Among the most important compos- 
ers are Amadeo Vivas,, Pablo Luna, 
Moreno, Torroba, also the author of 
symphonic works; Jose Serrano and 
Ernesto. Rosillo. ; 

“In conclusion, getting as close as

MERICANS who have bescomé 
A more or less. fixtures in 
Italy have observed a astrik- 
ing change taking . place 
there in the last few years in the 
status. of their country, and . their 
countrymen. The Italians seem to 
them, to be .undergoing,. perhaps 
unconsciously, a .sort of American- 
ization process. They are showing 
a greatly heightened. opinion of 
Americans, which is. often indicated 
through imitation. and even through 
the declaration, occasionally heard, 
that the United States is the great- 
est country in the, world. 

This is the impression: of Robert 
M. Carrére, a young Amieritan archi- 
tect who has réecéntly been here from 
Florence: on: his first visit home in 
eight years. Duting this petiod, and 
particularly during the last two 
years, hé says, he has watched the 
popularization. of America go ‘for 
ward at an astonishing rate, ¢onsid- 
ering the previous distrust and dis- 
like that came of thé misufiderstand- 
ings following the war. 


His own career illustrates one 
phase of the changé. MHiindréds of 
Americans may be fouhd in Italian 
cities making their living from ser- 
vices to Italians, but most of them 
are the éniployes of American firms 
that have established branches there. 
When he arrived, Mr. Carrére. said, 
it was unheard of for an American to 
establish himself in business abso- 
lutely on his 6wn. He himself mere- 
ly wished to pick up what he could 
to help pay expenses. Since hé spoke

in the chair. Mrs. Herbert Hoover, 
Fitst Vice President, will preside, on 
account of the illness of Miss Sarah 
Louise Arnold, the President. Mrs. 
Hoover is a former President and 
Until recently was Chairman of the 
board. In addition, the Girl Scout 
membership has just reached 200,000. 
_ The. growth of thé Girl Scout 
movement, since its organization by 
Mrs. Juliette Low with eight mem- 
bets sixteen years ago, has been ré- 
markable. Starting in Savannah, 
Ga., the organization has increased 
until at the beginning of this year 
there were 6,882 troops in 2,464 com- 
munities in the United States, with 
a total of 167,925 members, Of these 
troops 2,401 were new in 1927. 

In_ 1925 twelve out of every 1,000 
girls in the country of Scout age—be- 
tween 10 and 18 years—were. mem- 
bers; in 1927, seventeen out of every 
1,000, The increase in registrations 
received in 1927 was almost 20 per 
cent. above those. received in 1926, 
and for 1928 the rate is expected to 
be still higher... To the 422 Girl 
Seout camps open last year 125 were 
added: in the last Summer. In 1927 
the camps took care of 88,562 giris; 
in 1928 48,000 attended. 

Camp is the best plate to study the 
Girl Scout movement, for here its 
ideals find most complete expression. 
And of all of them Camp Andrée 
Clark in Westchester County, near 
Briarcliff Manor, the national camp, 
pérhaps offers the most representa- 
tive cross-section. Last £ummer girls 
came here from twenty-eight States— 
two all the way from Seattle—to pitch 
their tents on the hillside above the 
boulder-framed -lake, In the course 
of the season the camp was studied 
by many educators. 


Criticism Is Constructive. 
** ‘Don’t’ has been eliminated frém 
‘it vocabularv at Camp Andrée,’’ ex- 
inined Mrs, Jane Deeter Rippin, na- 


‘onal director. ‘‘The entire emphasis |’ 


3 on constructive psychology, and as 
. result we need no restrictions or 
o2mpulsions. We do not have to tell 
‘ne girls that they cannot go to Pleas- 
\ntville to the movies and we have 
1ever had one steal off. Instead, 
ve keep so much of interest to them 
~oing on in camp that they do not 
vant to leave, for fear of missing 
something. Our day’s program in- 
cludes four hours of study, but we 
do not call the work class, merely 
‘something to do.’ The girls are told 
that if they have any leisure time 
they would like to utilize; they may 
gather under the elm tree for nature 
work, or at the studio fér basketry, 
and invariably each chooses one line 
or another. We make it clear, how- 
ever, that if they join a group, they 
must stick with it throtigh the two 
‘weeks. 

*In class, at round tables ard 
through other contacts we manage 
to do a good deal of vocational diret- 
tion work with the children, always 
aiming to save them disillusionment 
with life. If, for.instance, a girl 
dreams she is going to become rich 
&s an artist, whereas we are con- 
vinced that her talent is médiocre, we 
try to keep the ideal before her as 
something to work for, turfiing her 
attention at the same time to some- 
thing else at which she is more likely 
to earn a living.’’ 

. Many a parent who has brought a 
child to Camp Andrée. has suffered 
Something of a shock, it is-said, to 
find that the girls do all their own 
cooking. This, it is pointed out, is 
their privilege and an important,part 
of Scout training, and none of them 
has been found to faré the worse for 
the practice. To be a Scout of first 
tank means being an outdoors girl 
to.a considerable extent; but busy as 
the leaders are in making good 
Wododsmen, good hikers, good swim- 
Mers and the like, they are even 
More interested in developing good 
homemakers. Of the 90,000 profi- 
ciency badges awarded last year only 
7 per cent. were for outdoor sports, 
something over 8 per cent. for nature 
Work, 16 per-cent for arts, 22.3 per 
cent. for health and almost 40 per 
cent. for homemaking. 

Family Groups in Camp. 

At the national eamp, where there 
fre as many as 160 girls at a time, 
the campers live in family groups of 
eight self-contained little units, the 
Members of which do everything for 
themselves. Their portion of the hill 
is equipped with, a well-built‘ stotie 
stove for outdoor ‘cooking with wood, 
& concrete iceless refrigerator sunk 
into the ground, a lavatory shed and 

When the girls 
first-come they are taught how to

NEW YORK’S DAILY RISKS 


Subway accidents in quick 
succession. The first, one of 
the worst in the city’s. his- 
tory, occurring when a car of an ex- 
press train took the wrong track as 
the train was leaving Times Square, 
came at one of the busiest hours 
of the day—just after 5 o’clock—and

brought death to sixteén persons and 
injuries to more than 100. The gec- 


ond came when a train was stalled 
in the tunnel, under the East River, 


and burning insulation sent smother- | 


ing fumes into the cars, overcoming | 
many passengers. 

Those two accidents, and certainly 
the first one, were made almost as 
personal to every New Yorker as 
though each one had seen it himself. 
It is a rare event that ever receives 
more newspaper attention. Nothing 
gives New Yorkers so much interest 
in an occurrence as when it happens 
in Broadway, Fifth Avenue, or around 
Times Square. The first accident 
was a topic of conversation wherever 
conversation was held, and the sect- 
ond, coming so soon on the heels of 
the first, must have reached almost 
as wide. a public. 

Yet today almost all the thousands 
of riders except those directly con- 
cerned have almost dropped both ac- 
cidents out of their minds. For some 
days following the Times Square 
cragh the number of passengers car- 
ried showed a decrease over the 
number carried the same day the 
year before, though on the second 
day after, a Sunday, when travel 
‘was optional, there was actually an 
increase. 

Many a passenger going through 
the turnstiles the next morning after 
reading of the accident, felt a few 
shudders running up and down. his 
spine, but from: his actions no one 
could -have guessed.it... Any quick 
halting of the trains between sta- 
tions brought a ready show of ner- 
vousness when faces jerked. up and 
eyes shot toward the front. of the 
train. And when, on the first day, 
passengers. went by the. spot in 
Times Square where the accident oc- 
eurred, they crowded the windows on 
that side of the car to see the last 
bit, of cleaning-up work going on, In 
a day or two more express trains 
were rumbling and lurching over the 
very spot.and the passengers’ noses 
were buried in their papers, oblivi- 
ous, lost in more. immediate worries. 
Even when the second accident took 
place,. New Yorkers only asked one 
another,..‘‘What’s happened to the 

subway ?’’ and went on riding in it,

On Fifth Ave- 
nue at Forty-second Street, as the 
moving wall of north and south traf- 
fic whirls by, pedestrians, by a sort 
of osmosis, suddenly disappear from 
the edgé of the curb and almost as 
suddenly appear in the middle of the 
street, between the two walls. At 
busy times of the day, especially 
around noon and from 5 to 6 in the 
afternoon, the throng In the middle 
becomés denser and dénser, their 
ranks rippling and huddling as dri- 
vers spin by who neéd a little extra 
room and edge too close for comfort. 
It is only a matter of inches, some- 
times, and bodies are pulled in and 
arms raised up in futile attempts at 
growing thin. 

One unfortunate twist of a driver's 
wrist, one mishap to a steéring géar 
at one 6f those moments and a dozen 
persons might be run down.

Traffic Signals Disobeyed. 

When traffic is momentarily tied up, 
blocking the street crossing but not 
actually in motion, hie daredeviltry 
takes a differéht form.

skylights of the subway below, show- 
ering glass and cement on the pas- 
sengers awaiting their train. Not 
only that, but as the crane toppled 
over on one side, it caught a lamp 
post on the way, snapping it off, to 
the imminent danger of near-by 
pedestrians. 
Our Strange Accidents. 

And, as if that were not strange 
enough, one accident this year oc 
curred when a man was. going 
through a revolving door: In some 
way the door turned before hée was 
all the way in and caught his foot. 
He was so tightly wedged that no- 
body, not evén a policeman, could 
push back the door enough to re- 
lease him, and hé was caught for 
twenty minutes until an emergency 
police wagon camé with acetylene 
torches and cut the door open. 


New York vaguely knows dbotit all 
these accidents. They appéar in the 
newspapers from day to day atid are 
passed around by word of mouth. 
Now and then, too; the grinding 
Screech of brakes, or even more, a 
side-swipe from a passing car, tells 
the pedestrian that he has had a 
narrow escape: But the effect of 
each lesson wears off quickly. New 
York is too stoical to bother long. 
Action becomes habitual, the desire 
for speed takes its place in the met- 
topolitan citizens’ second natures, 
and life for them simply would not 
bé worth living if it had to go on 
under restraint,

Group Show—Signac’s Water Colors 





HAT ‘thumanity. moves on in 
~~gteps or sudden progressions, 

alternating with quieter pe- 
‘ riods during which the full ef- 
fects ‘of the progression are -assimi- 
lated,” is a theory of Jan Gordon’s. 
In accepting such a theory some cau- 
tion is required, for it is certainly 
true that nothing in this world 
springs forth totally unrelated to 
what has preceded it. Thus modern 
art is not an entirely self-supporting, 
independent entity. But if one ac- 
cept the theory as in itself sound, 
then it must be felt that modern art, 
having taken the step forward, hav- 
ing made the ‘‘sudden progression,’’ 
has now entered one of those quieter 
periods. 

The masters would seem justified 
in sitting back, resting on their oars. 
They have played their part val- 
iantly, and many of them have de- 
parted. For the most part, however, 
those remaining are still very active, 
rounding out and amplifying their 
several messages to the modern 
world. Sit back? Rest on our oars? 
Not: yet! they asseverate. And after 
all, we are glad that it is so. 

There are true and tried friends to 
be re-encountered this week at Krau- 
shaar’s and at the De Hauke Gal- 
leries. In the latter place a single 
artist, Signac, holds the boards; at 
the’ former there is a large all-star 
east, including Cézanne, Derain, Ma- 
tisse, Van Gogh, Segonzac, Viaminck, 
Friesz—well, the list mounts up to a 
grand total of twenty or more. A 
year ago Mr. Kraushaar assembled 
a similar group, which kept the gal- 
lery crowded. This season’s exhibi- 
tion, opening tomorrow, is every bit 
as stimulating. 

*,% 

ARTICULAR interest attaches to 
the four or five canvases by 
Mathieu Verdilhan, a French 

artist who is very little known over 
here, although an exhibition of his 
work was held in New York a sea- 
son or two ago. Mr. Kraushaar dis- 
covered him in the Salon des Indé- 
pendants, and his enthusiasm can- 
not. but strike one as well founded, 
for this man’s painting is powerful, 
strong alike in its sharp, crude sim- 
plicity and in its bold—one might 
say elemental—use of color. He 
uses considerably more paint than 
you would at first suppose, stand- 
ing a little distance off. The effect 
is hard and smooth; but in reality 
the paint is thickly lathered on, pro- 
ducing its impact, however, not 
through sheer opulence, but rather 
by means of a precise system of 
ogic. The forms, especially in the 
-till lifes, are perfectly rigid; yet 
hey are orchestrated into telling 
satterns, with less conscious de- 
aarkation than appears in the still 
ifes by Braque. 

Verdilhan’s landscapes possess the 
same harsh virility. The colors are 
few and sombre, but always incisive. 
Houses and hills and trees are laid 
on massively, obeying laws of their 
own, though these are laws that 
make for harmonious relationships. 
There is no great depth; perspec- 
tive, however, has not been lost, 
neither has it been distorted. The 
artist is not interested in ‘‘realism,”’ 
but how real, in an imaginative 
sense, these paintings are. Now and 
then one may be disturbed by a 
crudity that appears willfully in ex- 
cess; for ‘the most part the tale is 
told so vigorously and so freshly that 
one would not ask for subtler treat- 
ment. 

. There is no mincing here. There 
are no gentle and insinuating nice- 
ties. Verdilhan may be growing 
more prosperous now, but a few 
years ago he was painting on pieces 
of. burlap or the backs of old awn- 
ings—content to use whatever mate- 
tials came most cheaply to hand. 
He still makes his own stretchers. 
In the matter of paint, he was 
prodigal from the beginning. Isn’t 
it odd. that artists with little or no 
‘money are often the very ones who 
use the most tubes of expensive 


paint?”

A one or two excellent Derain 
portraits and a small sombre 
lanidscape. Winter and Spring land- 
scapes by Segonzac afford contrast 
in themselves, and the former con- 
trast with other landscapes by this 
painter in that the trees are handled 
much less starkly. There is always 
life in a Segonzac tree. You know 
the sap is there, even when naked 
branches are limhed with uncom- 
promising bleakness against the sky. 
The branches in this picture are sof- 
tened, are less rawly denuded and 
forlorn—which goes to demonstrate 
that Segonzac is not an artist re- 
stricted to ‘one manner, The present 
expression, if less ‘‘typical,’’ is not 
less authentic. 
‘A landscape by Othon Friesz, 
painted in 1924, departs from the 
more customary interest in water- 
front activities, but this countryside, 
composed of a few salient and care- 
fully chosen traits, loses none of the 
nervous vitality we have seen ex- 
pressed so often in battleships and 
sailboats and wharves. Viaminck, 
another tempestuous spirit, is on 
hand with several water-colors of 
first-rate quality. It is refreshing 
te come ‘upon these water-colors, 50 
imtimate and convincing, after .the 
endless, run of lithographs, which. 
pwever fine some of them un- 
do y are, have tended of late, 
by reason of their ng number 
and their repetitious drift, to jade 
the appetite. = ——t erase

But in these charming water- 
colors we have the less industrious, 
the more richly recording Vlaminck, 
whose universe is as troubled with 
invisible goings and comings as was 
that of El Greco. 
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NE of the most beautiful pictures 
QO in this show is a landscape by 
Soutine. Both in color and in 
its almost uncanny coordination it 
is superb. Here are rhythms that 


dissociated destinies, yet that, in the 
net result, unite in leading the eye 
up to a far, high horizon of moun- 
tains, where serenity crowns the tur- 
moil. If this is not the best Soutine 
ever shown in New York, assuredly 
it is one of the best. 

Of Matisse’s work we have here 
good examples also—nothing better 
than the still life; yellow apples on 
a pink figured cloth, a patterned 
background of blue, and two striking 
perpendicular bands of decoration 
holding it all together. His interior 
with girl reading is the familiar Rivi- 
era interior that gives a vista, one 
room opening out of another, the 
partitioning arras drawn back. Now 
and then Matisse consents to depart 
from the formula that flings humans, 
when incidental, into caricaturing 
scrawis. ‘This is such an occasion. 
The girl, seated at a table reading, 
has been less summarily drawn, 
though (as if to insist that one good 
turn deserves another), she is given 
a final coating of blur—which leaves 
the interior itself, all said and done, 
in supreme possession. An excellent 
landscape that came out of the Sou- 
bies sale in Paris last Summer ap- 
pears in the Kraushaar show, lent 
by Chester Dale. 

Mr. Dale has also lent his recently 
acquired self-portrait by Gauguin: a 
picture at once amazing and amus- 
ing, and, stripped of all its implica- 
tions, a fine piece of design. The im- 
plications are really not implications 
at all, but affirmations of the most 
vehement sort. Gauguin has por- 
trayed himself as a saint in the Gar- 
den of Eden. There is an unblush- 
ing halo over his head. There are 
some apples and there is a serpent 
that becomes conventionalized, from 
the head down, forming a pattern. 
In this picture you seem to get the 
man’s whole personality—even to the 
sardonic humor that could conceive 
an autobiography of the sort. And 
the color is lovely. 

Among the older moderns and fore- 
runners are Daumier, Redon, Cé- 
zanne (a very delicate water color), 
Courbet, Van Gogh (foreground of 
flowing meadows; a heavy sky, pre- 
senting a mood antithetical to that 
of the whirling suns), Toulouse-Lau- 
trec. * * ** Ah, Toulouse-Lautrec: 
*‘Jane Avril Leaving Moulin Rouge’’; 
oil, that looks like pastel or tempera, 
on cardboard. She is a memorable 
figure; quite French (belonging, of 
course, to another siécle), and yet 
there is about her a certain austerity, 
a gauntness as of body and spirit 
alike, reminding one strangely of 
some of the New England personali- 
ties preserved for us by Mary E. 
Wilkins and Sarah Orne Jewett. And 
there is a Seurat landscape, which is 
the very landscape of the famous 
‘Tle de la Grand-Jatte,’’ but minus 
all the figures. Imagine the ‘‘Ile de 
la Grand-Jatte’’ without any people 
and you have the present canvas — 
which may strike you now as a little 
empty, again as a kind of tour de 


force.

AUL SIGNAC was closely asso- 

cigted with Seurat in the old 

Pointillist days. There is no 
Pointillism left, however, in his de- 
lightful water colors now on view at 
the De Hauke Galleries. Many of 
these water colors are very recent, a 
few are of earlier date. 

In only one or two instances does 
Signac evince unsteadiness of hand— 
or rather a failure to visualize quite 
clearly the thing he set his hand 
to do. Almost invariably he is 
bright, fluent, direct—and subtle, 
without confusion. There may, of 
course, be two opinions on the sub- 
ject; to this reviewer’s way of think- 
ing, the present water colors achieve 
far more than Pointillism, at its best, 
ever did. In three or four of them 
there is a Japanese flavor, which 
may not have been introduced delib- 
erately as such, ‘‘Row Boats’’ is a 
good example. Certainly there is no 
imitation. And possibly the flavor 
is Chinese rather than Japanese; a 
whisper of music—could it be? — 
from those memorable little prose 
poems by Judith Gautier. 

At any rate, we have in all these 
later water colors by Paul Signac a 
delicacy wedded to firmness, and 
these two qualities further empha- 
sized by a sophistication nowise cyni- 
cal or weary. And when he turns 
frankly to decoration, as in the three 
sumptuous flower pieces, he does so 
in thoughtful mood. A grave charm 
invests the gayety; a soberness of 
purpose rebukes all decoration that 
is merely showy.

PEAKING of a newly discov- 

ered restaurant, some one is 

reported to have said that the 

meat was tough but that it had 
no flavor. The exhibition of post- 
impressionist art held this Summer 
at the National Galerie in Berlin 
might leave an epicure of the arts 
with a similar impression: though 
his appetite had not been humored, 
certainly he had not been poisoned— 
unhappily! A dash of poison might 
at least have seasoned the matter. 
The exhibitors are on the whole 
less well known, at least in America 
and France, than are their contem- 
poraries whose work hangs on the 
walls of the lower floors—Kokosch- 
ka, for instance, and Lehnbruck. 
Perhaps this special group repre- 
sents lesser men; perhaps one has 
become a little chary of and. har- 
dened to the _ post-impressionist 
school in Germany. The first expe- 
rience, some years ago, 


one misses in the painting and sculp- 
ture now on exhibition here. One 
finds one’s self still faithful to that 
first experience, however. Is it be- 
cause of habit that one is faithful? 
Or out of involuntary loyalty to one’s 
own first judgment? But Kokoschka 
is still a thrilling painter and Lehn- 
bruck still a thrilling sculptor. 
Berlin’s splendid example might be 
followed by other cities. Private col- 
lectors lend their works of art to the 
museum not on occasional bursts of 
generosity but as a good custom.

Martin Chrits in “Jungling With 
Mask’”’ has made use of the mask 
for the same reason, apparently, that 
Eugene O’Neil made use of it in the 
“Great God Brown.”” The dramatic 
painting makes the comparison legit- 
imate. But both plastically and dra- 
matically, in this particular conceit, 
M. Cocteau outwits them both. 

Mention is made of Adolf Dietrich’s 
‘“‘Eichhornchen’’ and ‘‘Bauerhaus’’ 
and ‘‘Fruhlingslandschaft”’ partly be- 
cause they strike so exotic a note. 
The titles speek for the subjects. The 
design is like a William Morris wall- 
paper that surely has been executed 
by some super-machine, After turn- 
ing to Otto Dix’s caricatures (they 
may be called portraits) ‘‘Little 
Squirrel’ looks more at home. Herr 
Dix’s manner of painting is no less 
mechanical. And it takes more than 
the drawing of a large head on a 
small body to make a picture mod- 
ern.

HERE is a temptation to call 

Robert Genin’s work pleasant,

In Otto Herbig’s ‘‘Schim- 
mel und Trommler’” the artist 
might still more have enlivened a 
lively theme of a child with its toys 
(the wooden horse is particularly 
spirited) had the surface of the 
painting been less dead. 

With little or no color, but with an 
adroit shifting of fila: planes, 
strenghtened by the character and 
disposition of a line, Karl Hofer 
makes a distinctive if somewhat 
mournful composition. In a portrait 
of a man with a dog, carrying out in 
unsentimental fashion the sentiment 
of the picture, the line this artist 
uses so cleverly i: made to attract 
attention at the place where the 
man’s hand is against the dog. The 
well-planted dog’s feet add character 
to the drawing. “ue 
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AX KAUS’S self portrait dis-| 
M plays an honest, unassuming 

talent. In the somewhat la- 
borious composition each homely ob- 
ject about the room has been given 
its due importance, from the head it- 
self to the pipes of the radiator be- 
hind it. 

Paul Kleinschmidt’s ‘‘Blumen and 
Kuchen”’ is as fascinating as a ghost 
story. Mysterious heads seem to 
jump out from every corner of the 
composition. "“owever, when imag- 
ination begins seeing things that 
may or may not be there, there is no 
stopping it. Perhaps in uncertain 
moods any picture might start some 
‘imaginations going. 
| To generalize again, on the whole 
the painting is thin, meager, wanting 
in color. With the unexpressed act- 
ing as a support to that which has 
been stated, simplification may be- 
come a most powerful form.. On the 
contrary, one has the impression 
here that the painter 1 .s simply said 
all that there was to say; that the 
tools are not of a very good quality; 
that there has been no compelling 
desire. Considering the limitations, 
and under the circumstances, how- 
ever, the artists have done a credit- 
able piece of work. 

Much of the sculpture has the vir- 
tue of its faults. The painted work 
by Ernesto de Fiori, colored more 
realistically than life, may not be

OW long has man lived in the 
? ‘Time and 


seefhingly placed his éxistence in the 
Western ¢ as dating back 
t@ Pleistocene days—15,000 years ago. 
And in practically every casé 4 tore 

examination of the evi- 
déncé Has caliséd geologists and 
anthropologists to drop the thedry 
that America was populated before 
neolithic times—or not miore than 
8,000 years ago. 

But the controversy has never died 
for long. At the closing session of 
the International Congtess of Amer- 
i¢anists, held a few days ago at the 
American Museum, of Natural His- 
tory in New York to discs the an- 
tiquity of man in America, the ques- 
tion came up agaifi and assumed the 
centre of the stage when Barnum 
Brown, paleontologist of the Amer- 
ican Museum, arrived from Néew 
México with a complete account of 
the excavations hé Has madé at Fol- 
som. evidenté tinéarthed at 
Folsom, he told his colleages, strong- 
ly indicated the existence of mah in 
America from 15,000 to 20,000 years 

, or in the late Pleistocene period, 
the ice caps further north weré 


The Trenten Discoveries. 

Hitherto the only accepted evidence 
that man lived fi Nétth America in 
the glacial age'of the Pleistocene has 
béen the. Trenton dépdsits in the 
Delaware valley. In 1873, Dr. A, C. 
Abbott discovered in Trenton gravels 
& number of What seemed to be 
rough stone ittiplements. Since then 
scienéé has beén divided on the sub- 
ject of the Trenton paleoliths. Were 
they contemporaneous With the un- 
doubtedly glacial gravél in which 
they weré found, or had théy been 
cast away in glacial gravel by the 

Sern Américan Indian? The con- 
ersy has never peen satisfactorily 
closed. 

The evidence at Folsom, according 
to Mr. Brown, is the most authentic 
$0. far unearthed that would place 
the coming of man to America back 
of the generally accépted date of 
Neolithic times. But it does not take 
the date back as far as pre-historic 
man in Europe and Asia, and ac- 
cordingly does not conflict with the 
widely accepted theory that the 
origin of man was in Asia and that 
the popiilation of America previous 
to 1492 came about through immigra- 
tion from Siberia via the Bering 
Strait. 

The New Problem. 


The Folsom discoveries, which con- 
sist mainly of arrow. heads found 
under sedimentation of late Pleis-

ticity of the Folsom culture. Some, 
however, weré wiiWilling to concedé 
Mr, Brown's interpretation of the 
éevidence.. Chief. among these . was. 
Dr. Ales Hrdlicka, anthropologist of 
the  Sthittisofiiah Institutidi, Who 
stated ih a reply to Mr. Brown's pa- 


‘pér that the Foldoti reitigins were 


not conclusive proof of antiquity. 
The other objects found in conjunc- 
tion with the buffdlo skeletons, Dr. 
Hrdlicka, said, “eantiot be linked 
With paleolithic culture or with geo- 
logical antiquity.’’ Similar objects, 
he said, were in conimon use Among 
American Indians of 4 mitich later 
period. 
Dr. Hrdlicka’s Contentions. 

Dr. Hrdlicka has been in the fore- 
front of the attack upon those who 
hold to theories of early American 
population for a long timé. In 1916, 
When fot? human skeletons were 
found on the east coast of Florida 
in close association with the bories 
of Pleistocené afiimals, such as the 
wild horse, an ancient type of bison, 
the giant groufid sloth and the mas- 
todon, it was Dr. Hrdlicka who 
made an investigation and reached 
the conclusion that the human bonés 
were of intrusivé burial at some re- 
cent date. 

A French anthropologist, L. Capi- 
tan, differed with Dr. Hrdlicka and 
others who would fix the population 
of America as something of com- 
paratively recent date. “In spite of 
the fact that the methods of atéhae- 
ology have yielded the most satisfac- 
tory information concerning the peo- 
pling of the world,’? he wrote to the 
Congress, ‘‘Americanists have shown 
surprising reluctance to apply these 
methods to Amierica. Since geologists 
have shown the geologzital history of 
America to Have been identical with 
that of the fést of the world, there 
is not the least d6iibt that man ex~- 
isted in North Amérit¢a at the time 
of the elephant, the mastodon and 
the ancient bison.’’ 

An Eaflier Civilization. 

M. Capitan offered the material 
taken from the Trenton deposits by 
Dr. Abbott in the last century as 
evidence indicating ‘‘an anciént cul- 
ture comparable to the Chellean of 
the Old World.” It was in the Chel- 
leah times that mah first made use 
of rough stone tleavers and scrapers. 
M. Capitan is of the opinion that 
archaeologists should study the 
Trenton mateffials carefully, and 
compare them with similar materials 
unearthed at other places. 

“Once the existence of paleolithic 
man in the New World were at 
cepted,’’ wrote M. Capitan, ‘‘much 
light would be thrown upon the dif- 
ficult problem of the peopling of 
America. For during the glacial age

MISHAPS TO EYES 
TAKE HUGE TOLL 





Accidents in an amazing variety 
are responsible for loss of sight, ac- 
cording to a survey made by the Na- 
tional Society for the Prevention of 
Blindness. The mishaps include such 
supposedly remote causes as the ex- 
plosion of a smoker’s pipe, into 
which a cartridge had found its way 
with the tobatco, a wound from the 
fin of a fish, a burn made when an 
eyeshade caught fire, a peck from 4 
pet rooster held in the lap and a jab 
in the eye from the horn of a cow. 

The tabulation by the society was 
made by collecting newspaper ac- 
counts published throughout the 
United States from November, 1927, 
to January, 1928. The number of ac- 
cidents reported was 584. Approxi- 
mately 6 per cent., the society found, 
resulted in total loss of sight and 41 
per cent. in the loss of sight in one 
éye. 

(Most of the eye accidents in schools 
seemed to happen to students of high 
schdol age; one notable exception be- 
ing the case of a college professor 
who ‘took his mask off while fencing 
and had his eye put out by his oppo- 
nent’s foil. Basketball, wrestling 
mishaps and carelessness with pens 
or pencils, it was found, resulted in 
numerous painful injuries. High 
school students in physics arid chem- 
ical laboratories also have suffered 
painful eye injuries occasionally in 
doing without the super- 
vision 6f an instructor, especially 
when they have been usifg unfa- 
miliar chemicals or have been work- 
ing with — facilities in their 


had disastrous effects. Burns from 
splashés of lye and other cleaning 
preparations are among the house- 
hold hazards. 

Ociilists everywhere have to treat 
cases in which a table fork or pocket- 
knife, used to untangle badly knotted 
shoe laces, has slipped and cut the 
person’s eye. Similarly; attempts to 
remove caps from bottles and covers 
from food jars with the aid of knives, 
forks or ice-picks—a common prac- 
tice in countless homes—are respon- 
sible évery yéar for many serious 
accidents. 

Children are the most stisceptible 
victims. One little gitfl was 60 in- 
terested in observing her mother in 
the wonderful process. of making 
panéakes that she was struck in the 
eye by flying gréase from the pan. 
Whittling has caused numerous éye 
injuries among boys, as have air- 
rifles and bows and afrows. Curt 
osify sometimes leads to dire conse- 
quenees, 28 in the case of the boy 
who was struck in the eye with a bit 
of flying metal while watching & 
plumbér working in his home. 

Accidents from Fourth of July fite- 
works come naturally to mind. De- 
spite ell the publicity that has been 
given to the dangers involved, a largé 
number of casualties resulting in 
blindfiess OF badly inipaired vision 
are reported each year. 

Next on thé list of dangerous holi- 
days is Christmas. Every yéar thou- 
sands of boys get a gift that most of 
them have been waiting for eagerly, 
an air rifle, Its use may be safe in 
rural districts, but ¢évery January 
and February brings a high toll of 
damage to the eyes cauiséd by shot- 
gun air rifles used in thickly popu+ 
lated communities. Thirty serious

ticularly shocking factor in that ap- 
proximately twice as large a propor- 
tion of them brought on total blind- 
ness as the injuries under other con- 
ditions, 

About 15 per cent. of the 100,000 
blind persons in the United States 
are known to have lost their sight 
through industrial accidents. 

Yet, the expérience of many plants 
proves that most iiidustrial eye acci- 
dents are preventable, itt the opifiion 
of Lewis H. Carris, managing direc- 
tor of the society. 

“Most eye hazards would bé elim- 
inated in factories and mills if proper 
safeguards were used,” said Mr. 
Carris, “‘but some employers are 
guilty of neglect and a great many 
workmen are guilty of carelessness. 
Hundreds of men are blitided évery 
year becatise they fail to wear the 
goggles provided for them. Even if 
the wearing of goggles means per- 


sonal discontfort, it is well fot every | 


workman to rémember that wearing 
a pair of goggles now may mean that 
it won’t be necéssary for him to wear 
a glass éyé a year from fiow.”’ 

In addition to adding constantly 
to the blind population of the coun- 
try, the ¢ye injuries cost close to 
$10,000,000 every year, it is estimated 
by. Mr... Carris. 

“For example,” he says, “it costs 
on an average ten times as mtich to 
provide an education for a blind 
child as for one with normal sight.” 

Thére will always be, of cotirse, a 
certain number of accidents to eyes 
which the utmost caution would not 
prevent. ‘Therefore, it is urged by 
the society, every oné should know in 
& géheral way how to treat stich 
cabes vintil médical assistance can be 
secured.

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Tomorrow Thousands of New, wiiiieaes Will Join 
the Trek to New Homes, Paying a Huge Toll 
“To Do It Wien Every One Else Does 


OMORROW, Oct. 1, New York’s 

moving day, will see’ elephant- 

like trucks rushing about the 

citv, completing the shift from 
apartment to apartment in which 
many citizens engage annually. When 
it is all over the whole city will send 
up thanks that it is more or: less set- 
tled for another year. At moving time 
family harmony is destroyed, busi- 
ness in such companies as those that 
do the moving, the gas, the telephone 
and the electric light is disrupted, 
and, on the. day. itself, chaos, reigns 
throughout the city. 

Moving companies have hundreds of 
orders, more than they: can. possibly 
handle. Extra crews are taken on. 
Every ‘available vehicle capable of 
holding furniture is pressed into ser- 
vice and becomes ‘a van ‘for’ a day. 
Piano movers are at a ‘premium. 
Every year is a repetition of the past. 
The same rushing, pushing ‘and mik- 
up comes—and' still people: refuse :to 
use any day other than the traditional 
Oct. 1, the day that the whole coun- 
try chooses for changing addresses, 
the day on which nearly as many 
People move as in all the rest of the 
year. ’ 


Confusion Not Yet Cured. 


While the handling of the furniture 
and the hundreds of odds and ends 
that every family has to take along 
to the new apartment has been great- 
ly expedited bythe advent of the 
motor vans and the patent devices 
for. hauling up pianos, divans and 
the other heavy furniture, nothing 
has been invented that will eliminate 
the confusion. 

Moving day is an’ unofficial national 
*‘holiday.’’ In New York City alone 
it is estimated that 100.000 families 
will change their domiciles tomorrow. 
Every one of them wishes to move 
either then or on the following day. 
Every one of them wants a hundred 
and one things done, and almost all 
of them meet with disillusion and dis- 
appointment when they find that the 
gas and electric companies can’t get 
around to make the necessary con- 
nections; that the painter has too 
much on his hands to find time to 
retouch the woodwork; that the 
plumber won’t be -able .to fix the 
leaky faucets and tubs in their new 
apartments, and that for the time 
being the family will have to do with- 
out telephone service. 


The Fancy Prices. 


Because their crews must work 
from sixteen to twenty hours, and 
because of the subsequent overtime 
charges, prices mount. It costs 
about $7 an hour for a van and four 
men during the off season, but when 
moving day arrives the same van 
and men cost $12 an hour, and a 
charge of $1.50 an hour for each ex- 
tra man added to the crew. 

The New York .Telephone Company 
experiences an extremely busy fort- 
night previous to the eventful day. 
The normal force is by far inade- 
quate. The installation force must 
work on a twenty-four-hour sched- 
ule, and even then it is a herculean 
task. During the May 1 rush, which 
is mild in comparisor to the big day, 
1,000 requests daily poured into the 
company’s offices. By the end of the 
month they had received 38,679. or- 
ders from Manhattan alone. The or- 
ders are not restricted to private sub- 
scribers, for the business concerns 
are also bitten by the moving -bug 
and play no small part in amassing 
this huge total. 

More than 150,000 telephones, new 
and old, were involved in the Spring 
change, and all indications lead to 
the belief that this Fall will make 
that total look very small. In 1927 








‘there were 49, 000 new telephones in- | 


stalled during the sfeneies week, | 


while 1926 saw 65,000 old ones moved 
tovnew homes and almost 20,000 new 
ones brought in. But all these fig- 
ures, in the opinion of the company’s | 
officials, will look small after the 
1928 totals are compiled. 


The total costs incidental to mov- 
ing run into huge figures. For alter- 
ations to apartments the landlords 
of the country spend more than $15,- 
000,000, the alteration costs in Man- 
hattan alone being estimated at well 
over $6,000,000. ‘The 7,00,000 people 
throughout. the country who move 
spend, it is estimated, approximately | 
$107,000,000.. Of.this it is estimated 
than $30,000,000 go to the moving 
companies, $55,000,000 to the manu- 
facturers of furnishings, $6,000,000 to 
the plumbers, painters, carpenters 
and others who perform. the hun- 
dreds of odds. and ends that every 
new occupant of an apartment feels 
must be done, and the remaining 
$6,000,000 is included to cover what 
is spent for meals, laundry and other 
incidentals outside the home. while 
King Chaos reigns. 

Hundreds of thousands of old gas 
and electric meters must be moved 
and an equally large number of new 
ones installed. The companies spend 
$100,000,000 yearly for the moving 
and handling of their equipment. It 
has been estimated, by experts in the 
employ of such companies, that it 
costs approximately $2‘for every 
family that mioves. The'largést ex- 
pense that thesé firms:are forced to’ 
meet is that for extra help and the 
overtime of their regular employes. 


-Many Reasons for Changes. 


Reasons for moving are various, 
among them the inviting new apart- 
ments, the modern fixtures, the 
neighborhood, ‘and the general desire 
for a change. A residence that has 
served for a whole year looks shabby 
in comparison to the prospective new 
one. Restlessness.is another cause, 
and the rush’of today might be com- 
pared with the rush westward of the 
pioneer days, but the present-day 
rush is more in circles than in one 
direction. Strangely enough, many 
of the millions,move back into their 
former dwellings. After a sojourn 
of’a year in some other paft of the 
city or in one of its suburbs, -the old 
place seems as though, like an old 
pair of shoes, it would fit better. 


Though New York City has a 
mighty horde changing addresses on 
moving day, it is not far. ahead of 
other great cities of the country. 
Chicago sees almost one-half of its 
population move. More than 200,000 
changes in the location of gas and 
electric meters are made there. Chi- 
cago, it is estimated, contributes 
$4,000,000 to the coffers of the mov- 
ers. 


Many persons ask, ‘“‘Why don’t 
they pick other dates instead of con- 
centrating on one day?’’ “Nobody 
knows. Real estate companies have 
made repeated attempts to change 
dates of expiration of leases, but 
the customer demands that he have 
the right ‘to, subject himself to all 
sorts of discomforts on Oct. 1. Plans 
for staggering moving dates and nu- 
merous other suggestions have been 
proposed. Practically _ everybody 
concerned with the moving ‘but the 
people themselves favor a date on 
which there is, not so much moving 
done. The companies that have to 
undergo periods of utter confusion 
welcome the idea of variated dates, 
but the people resist—perhaps pas- 
sively in many cases, but certainly

Newspapers. of the. Times, Preserved in the 
Berkshires, Draw Many Readers ; 


LIMPSES of varied sides of life 
G in the’ early American villages 
tobe found in old newspapers 

and recoris in the Berkshires are a 
perennial source of interest to vis- 
itors there. One can see in the tenor 
of: the old reports of social gayeties 
the. attitude taken. then toward: the 
village customs,. while sonorous edi- 
torials reflect the weighty discussions 
that must have occupied the elders. 
Perhaps no greater contrast be- 
tween those days andthe present is 
seen than. in .the struggles of the 
press itself. The: printer ‘in the 
Berkshires in the 1780s, like the mer- 
chant, was. obliged ,to.take the great- 
er part of his payment in produce. 
Heé*was glad if it was in linen rags— 
cétton was not then in general use— 


as there was. a great scarcity of 


printing paper. The’ publishers con- 
stantly urged housewives to save 
rags. They had to suspend publica- 
tion for two or three weeks at a 
time, in fact, for want of material. 
The: papers were issued, weekly.:

OSE politicians and political 

observers who have been com- 

plaining over the passing of 

the good old ‘days when there 
Was vim and vigor in contests be- 
tween parties over the election of 
Public officers have nothing of which 
to complain this year., That wide- 
spread lethargy existedsin the elec- 
torate in‘ recent political campaigns; 
plenty of evidence*is at hand to‘sus- 
tain. But in the Presidentialscam- 
paign of 1928 the:country:is seéing a 
revival of old-time: interest in men 
and things political. 


For purposes of'comparison it may 
be said that the interest inthe politi- 
eal situation ‘this year is more pro-

Believing him- 
self defeated, President Wilson put 
to sea in the Mayflower, and when 
his daughter Margaret ‘called out, 
“Father, ‘you've ‘been elected,’’ 
through the door of his room on that 
vessel early one morning, he’ inter- 
rupted his shaving only long enough 
tosretort, ‘‘Quit your kidding,’’ so 
convinced was he that’ the nation 
had rejected his: candidacy for 
mnother term.

“Whispering” in the Campaign. 


A ““whispering”’ campaign, aimed 
chiefly at.Governor. Smith,-has.served 
to intensifv the animosities which the 
contest has produced. Some _ poli- 
ticians say privately but do not dare 
to proclaim publicly that the evident 
interest of women in this year’s con- 
flict is due in part to what they 
claim to be the fact, that women are 
able to understand two major issues 
which have been. brought forward— 
prohibition and religion. At any 
rate,.. without particularizing ‘the 
manner in which these various ques- 
tions are presented to the electorate 
as issues and the reaction of the elec- 
terate to them, it is apparent that 
the people of the country have been 
more aroused this year over queés- 
tions of concrete and abstract politi- 
cal import than they have been in a 
generation.

@iously excluded from consideration 
when offerings are made. The rea- 
eon for this is quite obvious. Reputa- 
tion and confidence loom almost as 
large in the dealings as do the gems 
themselves. No written certification 
accompanies any of the transactions, 
Yegardless of the amount involved. A 
wholesaler of known integrity, even 
though of limited résources and with 
his “‘office” in his inside coat pocket, 
May obtain, on memorandum, six of 
seven sizable stones to show t6 a reée- 
tailer seeking one of a particular 
size, cut or color. 

The personnel of this commercial 
forum includes, besides the traders 
who devote most or all of their time 
to it, scorés of éuttéers, polishefs, set- 
ters and others who may have a 
diamond to buy or sé. -The regular 
operators obtain most of their goods 
from the jewelry auction salesrooms 
centring about the Bowery ahd Canal 
Street. They bring .their purchases 
to the curb market and proffer them 
to the knots of potential buyers to 
be found there throughout the- day. 


The Busy Noon Hour. 


The peak périod, however, oédtrs 
éuring the riodon hour, when the jéw- 
élry trade artisans who dabblé in 
stones as a sideline are presént. A 
déaler, fresh from 4n atiction sale, 
will fréely distribute his stock to a 
half-dozén or moré prospects at a 
time. He circulates the folded letter 
esheets containing the merchandise 
with anh apparent carelessiéss that 
is startling to the layman. His 
method of salesniatiship is a bit 
reminiscent of thé old practice of 
railway candy butchers who drop 
packages into the laps of passtfigers 
and subsequently collect either the 
money or the containers. 

The jewelers’ loupe, the magnifyifig 
glass used to detect flaws arid to 
ascértain quality, is seldom employed 
in the course of the nefotiatiots 
The selier’s own description is in 
variably accepted as scovéring the 
true character of a stone. One min 
representation—and very few are 
madeis sufficient to eliminates © 
dealer from further profitable affilia- 
tion with the matket. The jewels 
are usually sold on a. ‘‘ddst-plus”’ 
Dasis, the dealer frankly citing the 
price he paid and asking & cofipara- 
tively small pefventage above that, 
He wil, in most instances, gladly 6x- 
Anibit his purchase list, made out by 
the auctioneer, to show thé dost of 
@ gem to him.

Professor Ritchey.-Works Out a Revolutionary Method of Building nageee in, 
‘Cells Like Honeycomb—Other Radical Features. of His Instrument ..-

ee the depths of space 
still unplumbed, to bring with- 
in ‘range of the astronomical 
- €amera one or two thousand 
million more stars, to lift the veil be- 
hind which lies some unseen, fierce- 
ly luminotis mass and around which 
the countless suns of the Milky Way 
tevolve, to mark the confines of the 
universe, to bring the moon so close 
that the study of her surface and 
hundreds ‘of extinct volcanoes is re- 
duced to a problem in geology—as- 
tronomers have been dreaming of 
these possibilities for years. Only a 
master mechanician and engineer, 
who combines the ingenuity of an 
Edison with the mathematical knowl- 
edge of a great physicist, a man who 
is himself an astronomer of distinc- 
tion.-can create the instrument which 
will make the giant telescopes of to- 
day seem mere pigmies. 

American astronomy recognizes 
Professor George W. Ritchey as that 
master, Some of the greatest reflect- 
ing telescopes in the United States 
are of his design. If any man can 
drop an optical plumb-line deeper 
into space, it is he. He is a revolu- 
tionist, and, since revolutionists are 
no more popular in observatories 
than they are in palaces, it has taken 
him years to convince even watchers 
of the skies who respect him that his 
simple, daring solutions of difficult 
problems are brilliantly rational. 

The bold designs of Mount Wilson 
Observatory, the foremost in the 
world, are his. Yet they now seem 
almost. .conyentional compared with 
the plans of the new reflecting tele- 
scope which he conceived in this 
country more than ten years ago 
and which he has since developed in 
principle in the shops of the Observa- 
tory of Paris with the cooperation of 
Professor Henri Chrétien. 


Revolutionary Principles Developed. 


Dr. Francis G. Pease, another emi- 
nent engineer, startled astronomers 
about two years ago with plans of a 
telescope which is to have a mirror 
25 feet in diameter, weigh 1,600 tons 
with its metal mounting and cost 
$12,000,000. The mirror that Ritchey 
announces is to have a diameter of 
16.4 feet. He is concerned not so 
much with size as with principles, 
and these principles can be applied in 
building a mirror of 50 feet or 100 
feet or any other diameter, provided 
some Croesus will come forward with 
the necessary money. 

Ritchey promises to revolutionize 
observatory practice because every- 
thing about his mirror is new—its | 
compactness, considering its size, its, 
curves that assure greater light-| 
gathering power and clearer images, | 
the ease with which massive aux- 
iliary instruments can be brought 
into position and adjusted, and its, 
structure as a whole. 

The great 100-inch Hooker of Mount | 
Wilson, and Dr. Pease’s proposed 
giant are both equatorials. In other 
words, they are mounted on an axis) 
inclined to the latitude in which they | 
are used, and they can be made to! 
sweep. nearly the whole of the visible 
celestial vault. Ritchey’s instrument, 
on the other hand, is as fixed as a 
skyscraper; yet it can cover a large 
field of the heavens. Just as a boy 
with a hand-mirror can throw the 
sun’s rays wherever he pleases, so in 
Ritchey’s instrument the light of the 
stars is caught and reflected by a' 
moving mirror to concave and convex 
mirrors, some of which lie in what | 
would be called the cellar or base-; 
ment of an ordinary building. 


New Arrangement of Mirrors. 


Fixed telescopes of this type are not 
wholly new. Ritchey himself de-| 
signed and built one for Mount Wil- 
son, and it was the experience thus | 
gained that inspired him to surpass! 
himself. It is rdther in the arrange- 
ment of his mirrors, in the devices 
that he has invented for handling 
them as if they weighed ounces in- 
stead of tons, in the manner in 
which the mirrors are built up, and/| 
in the ingenious method of protecting 
them from changes in’ temperature 
that he has made extraordinary ad-: 
vances. 

Just why. obviously sensible provi- 
sions should be regarded as sensa-~-/ 
tional : novelties: becomes apparent 
when we consider what is expected 
of-an astronomical telescope. Make 
lenses or mirrors so big that the eye 
ean look down into a lunar crater as 
if it were only a mile away, runs the 
formula of the man who knows only 
spyglasses and binoculars. If the de- 
signing and building of huge tele- 
scopes were so simple we would have 
no need of Ritchey. 

Every photographer knows the im- 
portance of light. Give him more 
light and more sensitive photographic 
emulsions and the time of his expo- 
sure can be shortened. More light is 
a matter of lenses in his case, and 
the light-gathering power of lenses 
is now such ‘that it is possible to 
transfix on the film or plate the 
flight of a rifle bullet. Like the ob- 
jective of a camera or of an astro- 
nomical telescope, the eye is a light- 
gatherer. The pupil is less than an 
inch in diameter—so small that it 
can see no more than a few thousand 
stars. Galileo’s telescope—the first in 
astronomical. history—had glasses 
about two and one-half inches in di- 
ameter. Yet these small lenses, no 
bigger than those of a pair of spec- 
taclés, made it possible for the great 
Italian to see “half a million stars. 
The Hooker telescope gathers 160,- 
times as much light as the eye.

to them. Ritchey’s aperture of 16.4 
feet will add at least another thou- 
sand million stars to the photographic 
celestial canopy. A  microscopist 
speaks of magnifying power. ‘‘Fly’s 
proboscis magnified 200 diameters’’ 
reads the caption of a photomicro- 
graph. Rarely does an astronomer 
describe a huge lens or mirror as a 
magnifier. True, the ultimate pur- 
pose of a great telescope is magnifi- 
cation, but an objective, which may 
be a lens weighing tons or a mirror 
eight feet in diameter, is not a mag- 
nifier but a light-gatherer. 

As a rule it is the comparatively 
small eyepiece that does the magni- 
fying. In other words, a star’s rays 
are collected and brought to a focus, 
and then a kind of microscope is 
used to magnify the images at the 
focus. Hence the astronomer com- 
pares one telescope with another in 
terms of apertures. Increase the 
aperture and the light-gathering 
power increases in more than arith- 
metical ratio. A mirror 200 inches 
in diameter collects four times as 
much light as one of 100 inches. 


Lenses Reached Their Maximum. 


With the refractor of Yerkes Ob- 
servatory, astronomical lenses prob- 
ably reached their maximum size. 
The great objective of that instru- 
ment has a diameter of forty inches. 
Larger lenses would probably absorb 
so much light that they would not be 
as efficient as mirrors. Besides, it is 
impossible to obtain perfect optical 
glass in large blocks. 

Because of these physical and tech- 
nical difficulties astronomers have 
turned to mirrors within the last 
thirty years for greater light-gather- 
ing power. Mirrors used to be made 





of an alloy calléd speculum metal. 
Glass now is used because excellent | 
methods of silvering it have been dis- | 


mirror of practically unlimited size. 
Everywhere he turned he found ex- 
amples _ to prove the correctness of 
the cellular principle—subdivision of 
masses with a consequent gain in 
lightness and strength. There was 
the spider’s web—a mere gossamer, 
yet able to hold half a dozen en- 
meshed flies weighing several times 
more than itself. There was the shell 
of an egg, a cellular structure under 
the microscope, yet extraordinarily 
strong for all its seeming fragility. 
There was the suspension bridge of 
the civil engineer—a roadway with 
moving vehicles carried from steel 
cables, each composed of a multitude 
of thin, threadlike wires. 


Correctness Pro--2. 


“It seems so ridiculous to insist 
upon using for a great optical mir- 
ror a heavy, solid disk, expensive, 
almost prohibitively difficult to cast 
and anneal, and weighing several 
tons, in order to support in perfect 
optical form a silver film weighing 
only a very small fraction of an 
ounce!’’ says Ritchey. ‘‘Would it 
not be as sensible to insist upon 
building a great bridge as solid as 
a bar of metal, or an Eiffel Tower 
as solid as a mass of masonry?” 

In the shops of the Observatory of 
Paris he hag constructed small mir- 
rors on this cellular principle and 
proved that it is correct. Although 
they are mosaics carefully cemented 
together they show no sign of falling 
apart after years. They are less 
responsive to temperature changes 
than if they were composed of single, 
solid blocks of glass. The pieces that 
are cemented together are selected 
because they expand and contract at 
the same rate. No single large block 
of glass or metal could be quite so 
homogeneous. 

A cellular mirror is not only easily 
made but easily carried up the steep- 
est mountain. The transportation of 
the Hooker mirror up the slope of

more difficulty than if it were an up- 
right: piano. 

A. giant mirror, such. as Ritchey 
now plans to construct, must be re- 
garded as a piece of optical architec- 
ture. Imagine a box divided into 
cells. ‘The bottom of the box is a 
sheet of glass of the right diameter. 
To this, vertical walls are cemented. 
Look down on this structure and we 
see something that.reminds us of an 
empty ginger-ale box, only that it is 
round.. The walls of the cells are not 
all of the same height. In the centre 
they are lower than on the sides. 
On top of these disked : cell-walls 


each of the proper concave curva- 
ture. The result is a stiff, light struc- 
ture which will not be readily af- 
fected by changing temperature. 

After the cellular structure and 
mirror are thus pieced together 
Ritchey grinds and rubs away any 
slight inequalities, silvers it to obtain 
a reflecting surface, and then gives 
it a final high polish. 


Protection From Cold and Heat. 


Metal and glass through it may be, 
a great telescope is more sensitive 
than a baby to changes of tempera- 
ture and drafts of air. Let the ob- 
jective be chilled or warmed rapidly 
and unequally and the images of 
stars are distorted... Hence Profes- 
sor Ritchey cast about for something 
which will not expand and contract 
80 readily as optical glass when the 
temperature rises and falls. He 
finds his material in fused quartz 
and in pyrex glass used for oven and 
laboratory dishes. But the careful se- 
lection of glass is not enough. Ob- 
servations must always be made 
through the open shutter of the dome 
at a temperature as nearly equal to 
that of the outer air as possible. Be- 
cause the optical system is as re- 
sponsive as a thermometer it must 
be protected. It actually feels heat 


be housed ‘comprises two" structures, 
one within the other.

The outer building is a suit of clothes 
made of sheet-steel, a suit which pro- 
tects the instruments from wind, 
weather and sudden temperature 
changes, ‘and supports the dome. 
Then comes an overcoat—a light 
sheet-steel sun-shield. Both the 
sheet-steel suit and the -sheet-steel 
overcoat are painted white to ab- 
sorb and radiate as little heat as pos- 
sible, and between the two is a ven- 
tilating space. 

There is no tube, in the sense of a 
long, conventional metal cylinder. 
The dome, which can be electrically 
turned to bring its unshuttered slit 
beneath any part of the sky, is only 
a peculiarly shaped roof with a still

Ritchey Finds New Principle. 


Perhaps it was this experience that 
inspired. Ritchey .to devise his revo- 
lutionary method of building mir- 
rors in cells like the honeycomb of 
a. beehive... At all events the bubbles 
were within the glass; they could do 
no optical harm. because the surface 
would be silvered and polished. Why 
not make a mirror, which would have 
a. perfect surface, but .which would 
consist entirely of bubbles—a cellular 
structure .which would be as rigid 
and strong as a bridge.and yet light? 
The only reason why,mirrors are so 
thick. and .ponderous is to. assume 
rigidity and strength and to prevent 
the mass from, bending too unequally 
at the edges and the centre when the 
temperature changes.

‘does a single instrument answer 
every purpose of the astronomer. 
| Ritchey provides half a dozen con- 
;cave mirrors of different sizes and 
‘curvatures deep down in the well 
into which the coelostat throws its 
beams. The mirrors literally float 
on mercury, face up, on small rail- 
way cars. In four minutes. the 
astronomer can electrically bring any 
‘one of the mirrors into the correct 
position to receive the rays -sent 
down from the flat mirrors above. 
He does not even have to make ad- 
justments. The mechanism is auto- 
matic. And so it is with accessories, 
such as spectrographs, thermo- 
couples, bolometers and other heat 
measures, cameras‘ and interferom- 
eters. Bach is rolled smoothly into 
position by automatic mechanism.

CANADA HAS HER CRIME PROBLEM 





; TORONTO. 

INGERPRINTING of all immi- 

grants. into Canada, including 

those from the British Isles, is 

proposed in a measure to be 
submitted to the Government by the 
Chief Constables’ Association of 
Canada. The police hope that their 
proposal will become law at the next 
session of Parliament, which will 
probably be called in November. The 
police will also ask that the resi- 
dence period for naturalization be ex- 
tended from three to five years; that 
a naturalized citizen be liable to de- 
portation at any time on conviction 
of crime; that existent limitations ‘on 
fingerprinting of persons: held on 
various charges, and. particularly 
that of vagrancy, be removed. 

These decisions found unanimous 
support at a convention recently held 
in Toronto. A few years ago Police 
Chiefs from the wheat lands of the 
West refused to support similar rec- 
ommendations, A number of them, 
British born, had- been. through. the 
trials of the immigrant, . Their sym- 
pathies were with the newcomer from 
their native land, and they had a 
kindly feeling, too, toward the other 
immigrants, especially those from 
Scapcinavier countries.

Undesirables seem to have little dif- 
ficulty -in.evading those provisions 
of the immigration laws.designed to 
check them.

‘Bring War Revolvers. 


The European gunman is also a de- 
velopment of the day, since war. re- 
volvers of the automatic type seem 
to be as common among European 
immigrants of a certain type as the 
belt knife use to be. ‘Weapons are 
taken from them on arrival if they 
are noticed by immigration inspec- 
tors»or customs men.* Too many re- 
volvers..get into Canada just the 
same.and.too.many Europeans. are 
quick to use them, though not all of 
these, of course, have left a criminal 
record overseas. 

The argument of the Canadian po- 
lice is that ‘the ‘criminal élement 
would not come into their country if 
they knew that they were to be fin- 
gerprinted, and that subsequently 
the Old World countries would adopt 
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grant. ‘This would enable a constant 
exchange of.prints and. information 
between emigrating and immigrating 
countries, 

To the discussion which ended in 
the Chiefs of Police deciding to ask 
for fingerprinting of immigrants, 
George Smith, Chief of Detectives of 
Winnipeg, contributed a striking 
paper. He made the statement that 
a-large number of ctiminals was 
arriving in Canada: every. year from 
Denmark, Norway. and. Sweden, 
countries whose. people are regarded 
as suitable by blood and training to 
assimilate with Canadians. He 
backed his' contention with a partial 
list from the official records of crimi- 
nals from those lands: who had been 
arrested and: convicted in the Winni- 
peg. police -courts : for..crimes com- 
mitted in that.city and..vicinity.

NATIONAL IMPORTANCE 

public consciousness is be- 

coming more and more alive to 

the need of farm relief, par- 

ticularly now that the agricul- 

tural problem has become one of the 

outstanding issues of the Presiden- 

tial campaign. There is a very real 

farm revolt, and even the formerly 

hostile business and financial in- 

terests are beginning to realize that 
something must be done. 

Relatively few Easterners are gen- 
crally familiar with the problems of 
agriculture despite the fact that the 
farms represent one- 
fifth of our national wealth and the 
welfare and prosperity of every citi- 
zen is directly affected by the con- 
dition of the farmer. 

It is not difficult to arrive at a 
reason for the lack of a better under- 
standing of the farmer’s troubles. 
The industrial areas of the country 
have been continually subjected to a 
propaganda, emanating largely from 
the: speculative interests dealing in 
farm commodities, designed to leave 
the impression that the farmer is 
seeking direct subsidy from the Gov- 
ernment; that he is unable to run 
his business profitably and wants the 
Government to support him. Nothing 
could be further from the truth than 
these assertions. -Many business in- 
terests, particularly in the East, fol- 
lowing a short-sighted policy, have 
displayed constant indifference or ac- 
tual hostility to the various sugges- 
tions for farm relief without taking 
the trouble to an~hyze them. 

Agriculture is not a single indus- 
try from an economic point of view, 
and the problem of the farmer dif- 
fers from locality to locality and with 

‘different commodities. The small 

farmer in the East has not suffered 
to such an extent as the farmer in 
those sections producing the major 
cash: crops in excess of domestic de- 
mand, such as grain, pork, cotton 
and tobacco. 


_Importance of Home Market. 


With Europe’s buying power great- 
ly reduced since the war, it would 
seem that far-sighted American busi- 
ness men would realize the im- 
portance that attaches to a home 
market which employs a buying 
power for goods and services of 
nearly ten billion dollars annually, 
_but such has not been the case. Even 
the importance of agriculture as a 
basie industry is little understood. 

According to a very conservative 
authority, the farmer purchases 
about one-tenth of the value of the 
product of our manufacturing in- 
dustries even with his purchasing 
power seriously reduced. Agricul- 
ture. supplies the materials upon 
whieh depend industries employing 
nearly half of our industrial work- 
ers.. About an eighth of the total 
tonnage of our transportation sys- 
tems is supplied by agriculture. Farm 
products comprise half the total 
value of our exports. 

One-fifth of the cost of govern- 
ment is borne by the farms. Reck- 
oned by the rent paid by farm 
tenants, farming is a billion-dollar 
real estate business. In 1919 the 
capital invested in agriculture in 
this country more than equaled the 
combined capital of our manufactur- 
ing, mining and railroad enterprises. 

Agriculture, most economists agree, 
forms the basis of our whole indus- 
trial prosperity. When the purchas- 
ing power of the farmer is impaired 
a change in the volume of trade is 
noticeable at once. Despite Republi- 
ean claims of prosperity during the 
past. seven years, there has been a 
definite effect upon business from 
the farm depression. Stability in 
business requires stability in agri- 
culture, a balanced industry and 
agriculture supplying each others’ 
needs equitably. 


Our Great Farm Population. 


The country’s farm population is 
about thirty millions, nearly a third 
of our national population, in spite 
of the steady drift away from the 
farms in recent years of depression. 
Certainly no country can be said to 
be prosperous nearly one-third of 
whose people are engaged in an ac- 
tivity: which, in the words of Gover- 
nor Smith, ‘‘is sick almost to the 
point of economic death.’’ 

In the past few years the value of 
farm: property in the United States 
has decreased about $20,000,000,000, 
while farm debts have been increased 
$10,000,400,000, Incomes from farms 
have been insufficient to pay a fair 
return on the capital invested and an 
adequate wage for the. farmer's 
labor. As a result the farm popula- 
tion haa been unable to maintain a 
atandard of living even approxi- 
mating that of other. parts of the 
stati ‘population. 3

Maine, New Hampshire, Vermont, 
Massachusetts, Rhode Island, Con- 
necticut, New York, New Jersey, 
Pennsylvania, Delaware and Mary- 
land there were 126 failures from 
1910 to 1920 and only sixty-seven 
failures in the period 1921 to 1927. 
As an instance of the effect of the 
agricultural condition upon  busi- 
ness, the number of commercial fail- 
ures, like the bank failures, was un- 
precedented in American history dur- 
ing the last seven years. As to the 
public’s interest in agriculture, the 
Business Men’s Commission on Agri- 
culture in 1927, after an exhaustive 
study of the whole problem, said: 
“Agriculture is essentially a pub- 
lic function, affected with a clear 
and unquestionable public interest.’’ 


Views of Governor Smith. 


Governor Smith, recognizing the 
urgency of the problem, said in his 
speech of acceptance: 

“If the buying power of agriculture 
is impaired, the farmer makes fewer 
trips to Main Street. The shop 
owner suffers because he has lost a 
large part of his trade. The manu- 
facturer who supplies him likewise 
suffers, as does the wage earner, be- 
cause the manufacturer is compelled 
to curtail his production. And the 
banker cannot collect his debts or 
safely extend further credit. This 
country cannot be a healthy, strong 
economic body if one of its members, 
so fundamentally important as agri- 
culture, is sick almost to the point 
of economic death.’’ 

The farmer has not been making 
so many trips to Main Street and on 
his infrequent trips to town during 
the past seven years he has been un- 
able to buy so many goods as for- 
merly. He has been crying in vain for 
relief. The political. pressure which 
he is certain to exert in: this elec- 
tion will force some sort of adjust- 
ment. He cannot remain in his pres- 
ent position of disadvantage without 
serious menace to.other groups. 

The process. of. urbanizing \ the 
United States is proceeding with 
dangerous rapidity. Since 1920 we 
have pushed 10,000,000 of our farm 
people into the cities, and our net loss 
in farm population during the past 
seven years is estimated at 3,000,000.

farms by reclamation through irriga- 
tion, and has employed vast sums of 
money to put farmers on them, in 
complete disregard of the fact that 
each new farm becomes immediately 
a direct competitor of established 
farmers. The effort of our public 
land policy has been to force all 
tilable land into crop regardless of 
world or domestic demand for the 
crop itself. 

This rapid expansion of agriculture 
as a national policy brought occa- 
sional periods of farm distress be- 
fore the war, but the nation felt only 
pride and security over the increas- 
ing farm production. For we were 
then a debtor nation. From our ear- 
Hest history we had paid with farm 
products for our foreign debt and 
for our imports. To that end we de- 
liberately expanded our agriculture 
on an export basis and felt safe in 
doing so. 

Then came the war, during which 
every effort was made further to 
stimulate production. The cry ‘‘Food 
Will Win the War’ was shouted 
from the house tops morning, noon 
and night. Some branches of farm- 
ing were expanded out of normal 
market proportions. This was in 
direct obedience to national pressure. 
The close of the war threw on the 
farmer the entire burden of a read- 
justment to radically changed condi- 
tions. 


Conditions After the War. 


Shortly after the end of the war 
agriculture began to suffer under the 
pressure of two important forces 
that imposed drastic disadvantages 
on the farmers’ exvort trade. 


First, we became the great creditor 
nation of the world. We had, and 
now have, a disproportionately large 
share of the world’s gold. We made it 
clear that we would insist on the re- 
payment of enormous sums which 
must eventually be paid in the tangi- 
ble form of goods or services; and 
we passed laws still further to re- 
strict imports through high tariffs. 


Second, industry seized upon the 
export market as an outlet for its ex- 
panded facilities, without carefully 
considering the effect this would 
have upon agriculture and upon its 
own home market, and as a means 
to this end industrial manufacturers 
securéd for themselves many advan- 
tages through national legislation. 

Important groups wéré successful 
in their efforts to secure protective 
legislation. The successive tariff 
acts, the Webb-Pomerene act to pro- 
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the Transportation act for the raft. 


roads—these are but a féw of the} 


recent instances of Federal legisla- 
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tion to secure certain economic re- 
sults for industry. Labor was aided 
by the restriction of immigration and 
by the passage of the Adamson act 
and of numerous eight-hour laws. 


Behind such legislative enactments 
organizations of industry and labor, 
developed during the war as never 
before with the assistance of Govern- 
ment, were aided to resist deflation 
from war to peace time price levels. 


Deflation Affects Agriculture. 


Agriculture, on the other hand, the 
most individualistic of all our indus- 
trices, unorganized and producing on 
six and one-half million separate 
farms or plants, felt the full force 
of the deflation. This was especially 
true of those producers of crops of 
which we export a surplus, because 
the price of the surplus in foreign 
markets largely influences the price 
of the whole crop, including the por- 
tion consumed at home. 

The producers of these crops, there- 
fore, find themselves operating on 
the world’s level of prices while pro- 
tected industry and labor are operat- 
ing on another economic level, i. e., 
that of protected America. The re- 
sult is that these farmers aré com- 
peting with European and Asiatic 
peasantry, which largely determines 
the price level not only abroad but 





at home, while industry and labor 
are enjoying our American markets 
and American standards of living. 
Recognition of these factors that 
have influenced the post-war in- 
equality between agriculture and 
other groups in our national life will 
help to make clear why it is that 
higher tariffs, more credit and wide- 
spread cooperative marketing or- 
ganizations have been unable to 
reach the cause of agricultural de- 
pression. Such remedies were in- 
effective whenever an exportable 
surplus was present in the market. 
It is clear that farmers cannot ad- 
just their production accurately to 
demand, thus escaping the “‘surplus 
problem.’’ It must be kept in mind 
that the farm differs fundatnentally 
from other productive enterprises. 
It is an expensive and immobile 
plant. In the case of field. crops, 
the productive process must start 
nearly or quite a year in advance 
of the harvests. With live stock, pro- 
duction must be planned and under- 
taken sometimes two or three years 
in advance of sales. It is the only 
industry which at the beginning of 
productive effort is unable to. pre- 
dict the result in terms of supply. 
If it were definitely known that a 
certain acreage would result in a 
certain production there would be

HE McNary-Haugen bill, which President Coolidge vetoed 
last May, sought to establish a Federal Farm Board to aid 
fatniets’ cooperative organizations in the marketing of farm 
surpluses. It also contemplated Advisory Councils to supplement 
this board, one such council to each commodity producing an 


The Farm Board was to have had an appropriation of 
$400,000,000 for control of farm surpluses, one-half to have bzen 
made available upon the passage of the bill and another appropria- 
tion for administrative expense amounting to $500,000. 

The Board would have been authorized to make loans to farm- 
ers’ otganizations for such control of surpluses, to assist in the 
establishment of agrarian Clearing House and Terminal Market 
Associations, and to enter into “marketing agreements” with these 
cooperatives until such time as the respective farm surpluses had 


An “equalization fee,” so called, was proposed. This fee was 
to have been levied against the commodity surplus to cover what- 
ever loss farmers stood to suffer in the disposal of the surplus. 
The fee was to have been assessed either during transporeation, ' 
processing or sale of the commodity. 

The McNary-Haugen measure also ptoposed an elaborate sys- 
tem of financing in connection with this stabilization program. It 
Specifically directed that the Farm Board was not to have 
more than $250,000,000 in loans outstanding and unpsid, at any 
one. time, nor. to lend more. than. $25,000,000 for stavilization.of- :

some hope in attempting accurate 
acreage adjustments. 

But much of the variation in pro- 
duction is beyond the farmer’s con 
trol. For example, the variation in 
the acreage yield, due to weather, 
pests and other unpredictable fac- 
tors, since 1920 has been as great 
as 30 per cent. in the ¢ase of wheat, 
38 per cent. in the case of corn and 
50 per cent. in the case of cotton. 
The variation in total yield of major 
crops from year to year is largely 
due to factors farmers cannot con- 
trol. Over 90 per cent. of the varia- 
tion in total yield of Spring wheat 
from one.year to another is due to 
weather and pests, and Jess than 10 
per cent. is due to changes in acre- 
age. On the average about 75 per 
cent. of the variation in total yields 
for all crops is due to weather and 
other uncontrollable factors. 

Industry, on the other hand, can 
control the volume of its output 
within narrow limits by restricting 
production when dematid slows wp; 
and in that way compel labor to 
share a part of the cost of so doing. 


Unequal Exchange Value. 


Farm prices have been low, while 
gocds and services farmers buy 
have been relatively high in price, 
since the war. The unequal ‘‘ex- 
change value’ of farm crops has 
persistently kept agricultural pro- 
ducers in a les3 favorable economic 
position than thsy occupied before 
the war. 

The degree of price inequality be- 
tween what farmers buy and what 
farmers: sell is measured by the De- 
partment of Agriculture; which esti- 
mates that the average purchasing 
power of thirty agricultural producis 
from 1921 to 1927. has been but 83 
per cont. of the average purchasing 
power from 190) to 1914, In 1921 
farm crops had only 75 per cent. of 
the pre-war value.in exchange for 
other commodities; in 1922, 81 per 
eént:; in 1923, 88 per cent.; in.1924, 
87 per cent.; in 1925,.92, per cent.; 
in 1923, 87 per ecnt., and in 1927, 
85 per cent. 


This price inequality has been the 
immediate cause of the shrinkage of 
farm investment values; of the in- 
crease in farm debt; of the loss of 
farms throush bankruptcy, abandon- 
ment and foreclosure; and of the 
other grim cvidences of farm dis 
tress. It cxplains why there has 
been no public opinion among farm-

HE remedy for the condition of 
price inequality between agri-

One is to répéal all protective mdas- 
ures enacted for the benefit of other

Another Preposed Remedy. 

The second remedy--to include the 
farmer in the protective system—is 
not impossible. It does require a 
mechanism which the producers of 
the principal surplus crops can use 
to regulate the movement of their 
crops to market, with the cost of 


diverting small surpluses to export 
markets, assessed. against. all the 
producers of the commodity affected. 
If you withhold or skim off the 
surplus. which for natural reasons 
cannot be controlled or prevented in 
the production stage, the demand 
can still be satisfied, but at a fair 
exchange value for the farmer, In 
controlled industry it is recognized 
as a. matter of practical economics 
that the quantity available in the 
market rather than the total supply 
isa determining factor in price. 

That the large industries have 
found a way is not disputed. The 
late Judge Elbert H. Gary of the 
United States Steel Corporation in 
the 1926, annual report of the corpo- 
ration explained quite frankly that 
steel export prices are not permitted 
to establish domestic prices, when he 
said: 

“Prices received in 1926 were fairly 
stable throughout the year, with, 
however, a downward tendency.

Here in Stockholm, Ivar Kreuger 
ig @ Kgend.

Pewerful American Branch. 


It ig typical of it that two-thirds 
of its $75,000,000 loan to the French 
Govermment has been taken up by 
its American subsidiary, the Inter- 
national Match Corporation, to 
whieh the Swedish trust has made 
over @ considerable proportion of its 
foreign holdings. Remarkable though 
it sééms in the case of a company 
with such powerful American con- 
nections, the International is di- 
rected for the most part by a num- 
ber of Swedes at the head of whom 
ig Mr, Kreuger. The source of the 
mateh trust’s tremendous financial 
strength is now New York, but its 
control remains in Stockholm. 


Mr. Kreuger’s impressive success | 


im amalgamating a once divided and 
losing Swedish industry has made 
him the industrial leader of a coun- 
try that is now treading paths com- 
paratively new to it—paths leading it 
te Néw York in search not only of 
its finance, but also of its standards 
and its methods. Outside his own 
circle, he is never more than a legend 
im Stockholm. He hardly ever is 
quoted in print and is apparently 
never seen in public.

The match industry has pressed 
into the lead in this policy because 
it happens to be the oldest of the 
highly technical Swedish industries. 
The Lundstrém firm, which began in 
1846 in the now famous “old fac- 
tory’’ at Jénkoping, the birthplace of 
the modern match industry, opened 
up a large export trade through Lon- 
don and Hamburg agents and even 
stretched out. to the Asiatic markets. 
The big Vulcan works, established at 
Tidaholm in 1868, did the same. In 
those days Lamdstrém and Vulcan 
could afford to fight each other on 
the world’s markets, and go they did. 


Kreuger’s First Combine. 


They soon encountered Japanese 
competition in India, With lower 
wages at home and cheaper freights 
to India at its disposal, Japanese 
competition proved so severe that 
the London export agents, who were 
also shareholders in several of the 
Swedish match factories, succeeded 
in 1903 in combining Lundstrém, Vul- 
can and six smaller firms into the 
Jénkoping and Vulcan Company. 
This amalgamated most, but not all, 
of the Swedish industry. The inde- 
pendents led a more or less precari- 
ous existence until 1913, when young 
Ivar Kreuger, then in his thirtys, 
combined eleven of them into the 
United Swedish Match Factories. 


Mr. Kreuger was then known only 
through the engineering firm of 
Kreuger & Toll, which was_con- 
‘cerned in construction work in 
Sweden, Germany and other coun- 
tries. He ig of remote German an- 
cestry, but his family has been 
Swedish for about 200 years. His 
father owned a Match factory at 
‘Kalmar in the south of Sweden, but 
young Kreuger, after studying engi- 
neering at the Polytechnic in Stock- 
holm, gathered practical engineering 
experience abroad. 

His entry into the match business 
made its results felt at once. In the 


cal and other firms, and of the two 
Swedish combines it proved to be 
the better managed. He began 
striving at once for the amalgama- 
tion of the entire industry. 

With the World War’s heavy ex- 
port slump to drive home the neces- 
sity. of further amalgamation, he 
succeeded {in 1917 In forming the 
Swedish Match Company as a hold- 


ing and Villcan combine and the 
United’ Swedish Match Factories. 
} Shares in chlorate of potash fac- 
tories, paper mills and machine-mak- 
ing workshops were also acquired. 
A hundred thousand acres of forests 
and valuable logging rights were ob- 
tained. The industry was amalga- 
mated vertically as well as horizon- 
tally with a completeness to which 
it would be difficult to find a paral- 
lel. From that day to this, Ivar 
Kreuger has been the driving power 
within the match trust. 

Every factory acquired was ex- 
amined; the poorest were shut down, 
the best built up. The output of 
each was allotted. An expert staff 
was built up. From the raw ma- 
terial to the finished match, the.en- 
tire industry was cleaned and oiled 
to machine-tike efficiency. 

At the end of the war the Swedish 
Match Company was a kind of na- 
tional eéxport trust, Its ‘weapons 
wéfe still technical, a fine technical 
equipment and a vigorous technical 
policy. But post-war tariff condi- 
tions presently compelled it to move 
out along a new path on which the 
other highly technical Swedish indus- 
tries have since followed it. From a 
Swedish export trust it felt compelled 





production trust. Instead of techni- 
cal -weapons, it had to fight with 
financial weapons. 

Sweden is far from as poor a coun- 
try as it used to be, but it is still not 
‘one of the wealthiest countries, and 
the match trust had to go abroad in 
‘search of the financial armament it 
needed. The International Match 
Corporation was formed in New York 
about 1923. The parent company in 
Stockholm then transferred the ma- 
jority of its European factories to 
the daughter company, and from 
that date the {international aspect of 
the match trust shifts to New York. 


Trust’s Enormous Proportions. 


The enormous proportions which 
this has now attained can only brief- 
ly be indicated here. In France its 
$75,000,000 loan to the French Gov- 
ernment has been made in connec- 
tion with a twenty-year contract for 
the supply of matches, splints and 
machinery to the State monopoly. In 
Germany it supplies 65 per cent. of 
the local demand under a twenty- 
five-year agreement with the Ger- 
Man industry, which was drawn up 
two years ago. 
In England an agreement with 
Bryant & May has resulted in the 
formation of the British Match Cor- 
poration, in which the trust holds a 
30 per cent. interest. That firm will 
cover the British Empire, with the 
exception of India, where the trust 
is already so strong that it needs no 
agreement with the British industry. 
China, like India, the match trust 
is conquering from the Japanese, 
and in Japan itself it has acquired 
its chief rival and now controls be- 
tween 60 and 70 per cent. of the Jap- 
anese output. It has monopolies in 
Poland, Peru, Ecuador, Estonia and 
Greece.. It is said to control more 
than 160 factories in thirty-three dif- 
ferent countries, with a total output 
of 20,000,000,000 boxes of matches a 
year. It still! has a competitor in the 
Soviet Government induStry, with 
which it has, so far, not made an 
agreement. This competition is, 
however, not considered a serious 
one. 


Carried on Through New York. 


Much of, this international activity 
is carried on through the Interna- 
tional Match Corporation in New 
York. When it was organized about 
five years ago $15,000,000 of the $28,- 
000,000 capital of the New York com- 
pany was taken up by the parent 
company in Stockholm. Both compa- 
nies have repeatedly increased their 
capital since then. The parent com- 
pany’s share of capital is now 270,- 
000,000 Swedish crowns, about $72,- 
000,000, and its control is irrevocably 
Swedish. 

When its A shares, the only sharés 
cafrying full voting rights, are sold 
abroad only certificates are deliy- 
ered, the shares and the voting rights 
remaining. im.Sweden. The largest 
single block of A shares in the Swed- 
ish Match Company is believed to be 
held by Kreuger & Toll, virtually the 
mother company of the match trust, 
and Mr. Kreuger holds an absolute 
control of Kreuger & Toll.

August, 1914, in command of the 
ond British cavalry division with the 
Sets reputation of being able to handle 
vag cavalry with any other man in the 
pas British Army. One of his exploits 
*- in the Boer War was still a tradi- 

tion of the service. As a hard-riding 
young Major, Allenby had swum his 
squadron of Inniskillings across the 
Modder River in the night to catch 
a well-entrenched Boer column in 
the rear and cut it to pieces. Killing 
or capturing the Boers to the last 
man, Allenby provided what was 
called one of the turning points of 
the hostilities. 


In France, Allenby soon proved a 
shining figure in covering the Brit- 
ish retreat from Mons. According to 
German reports, Allenby and his 
cavalry were one of the principal fac- 
tors in saving the British Army. 


But then the deadlock settled down 
on the Western front. Trench war- 
fare superseded war of manoeuvre. 
Tactics and strategy had to be 
learned anew. The rdéle of cavalry 
and cavalry leaders was particularly 
obsolete. After a sabre, it was hard 
to do with a trench spade and peri- 
scope-spygiass. Allenby’s horses were 
made infantry reserve and stationed 
in the thin line holding the Channel 
ports, and . Allenby’s temporary 
eclipse set in. 

Nevertheless, for atime Allenby still 
moved. His prestige was widespread; 
he distinguished Himself by both 
valor and resource in the. Ypres 
salient; he received command of the 
Third Army. . 


Yet this period showed Allenby at 
his worst, according ‘to his biogra- 
phers. As army commander he chafed 
at restraint from ‘General Meadquar- 
ters. He was described as extremely 
irritable with his staff, and as fully 
living up to his service nickname, 
“The Bull.’’ He wished to make a 
surprise attack through a series of 
subterranean tunnels which, he fig- 
ured, would take his men out behind 
the enemy lines, but the high eom- 
mand had no faith in his methods, 
the records show, and declined to 
give thei a trial. 


Allenby was in command at the | 
Battle of Arras, a costly defeat. His | 
attempt to use cavalry proved a fail- | 


ure. Monchy-le-Preux stood on a hill 
topped by a large house, the Mairie. 
That house was bristling with Ger- 
man machine guns which commanded 









that narrow street Allenby’s cavalry 
charged, troop after troop, only to 
be mowed down. Within the narrow 
gulch the troopers and their horses 
were piled ten high. As in the ill- 
fated charge of the Light Brigade in 
the Crimean War, some. one had 
blundered. The same heavy toll of 
life was taken in other sectors. Al- 
lenby was blamed- 

One man, however, apparently still 
believed in the great cavalry leader 
whose star:.seemed to be on the 
wane—Lloyd George. The keen Weish- 
man correctly appraised Allenby’s 
failure as one of adjustment rather 
than of thé man himself. Lloyd 
George divined that the cavalry 
specialist had not yet oriented him- 
self fully to the peculiar new condi- 
tions of battle-making in France. 
But he did not accept this as mean- 
ing Allenby would not be useful ;else- 
where.

At Caza, 
too, Falkenhayn, the German com- 
mander, now had his headquarters. 
Beersheba, thirty-five miles inland 
from Gaza, was the key to the inland 
route. The Israelites had passed 
through the sleepy desert town on 
their return from Egypt. Later the 
Romans had used it; later, also, the 
Crusaders. Now a bust of the ‘‘Last 
Crusader’”’ stands in the square at 
Beersheba—not a Coeur de Lion, but 
a figure in khaki with his cap at a 
typical angle. Beersheba was equally 
a German stronghold. 


Preparing the Attack. 


Allenby was already feeling a new 
man. He had again found use for his 
talents. Characteristically, the cav- 
alryman moved his headquarters to 
Khan Yanis, a small town almost 
upon Gaza itself. It was risky. In 
case of defeat he had only a tenuous 
railroad behind him across the desert 
as a line of retreat. But it heartened 
the troops, who had been hard hit by 
recent reverses at the hands of the 
increasingly aggressive Turks. Their 
hew commander apparently did not 
think in terms of retreat. Anzacs 
and Australians who had fought uh- 
der Allenby in Africa began to grin 
among themselves and remark that 
that was ‘‘something like!’’ 

While preparing his advance on 
Gaza, Allenby received word of the 
death of his only son, Michael, who 
had been killed in France. Allenby 
bore it stoically, his staff recalls. If 
in the dead of night he ever yielded 
to a father’s anguish, none of them 
saw sign of it by day. All they knew 
was that Michael, in the few short 
months of his service in the Royal 
Horse Artillery, had been awarded 
the Military Cross for persenal 
bravery in the field, and was his 
father’s idol. The preparations for 
the taking of Gaza went on. 

Von Falkenhayn said afterward 
that, with his superior numbers, he 
had considered his position at Gaza 
secure, and that he had even been 
planning an offensive to capture the 
entire British force. But he was up 
against Allenby at his best. Just 
a few hours before von Falkenhayn 
had planned to launch his own at- 
tack, Allenby pinned him down by a 
terrific bombardment of Gaza. Under 
cover of the heavy fire, Allenby then 
switched a part of his forces to 
Beersheba, and captured the inland 
town in a few hours. This move not 
‘only secured a plentiful supply of 
_water but opened the road to Jeru- 
salem, and insured communications 
from the rear. He was no longer at 
the mercy of the little, lone railway | 
south of Gaza.

Allenby’s immediate objective in 
the campaign was Jerusalem, seat of 
the Christian faith. To Ret. into Pal- 
estine Allenby could take two routes, 
except that now they were. héld by 
Germans, who outnumbered him. One 
route was along the coast, the other 
route inland. Caza was the key to 
the coast’ rouie. Situated on a hill, 


it was deemed impregnable to a 


Gaza. Von Falkenhayn retired, Gaza 


Turks before him, Allenby used the 
same route and followed the same 
plans once adopted by Napoleon, and 
| Jaffa fell next, fourteen days later. 
The retreating Turks divided. One 
column made for a rugged pass fif- 
teen miles distant. If they reached it 
they were safe. If they reached 
Jerusalem through it, they could 
probably delay the latter’s capture 
indefinitely. Against all the rules, 
and without support, Allenby took a 
chance and rushed his cavalry across 
the Plain of Sharon ahead of the 
Turks and cut off the pass. Enver 
Pasha and von Falkenhayn turned 
and took to flight in the other direc- 
tion. Djemal Pasha, coming up 
from Damascus with reinforcements 
to take command, was held up by 
Lawrence, the train-wrecker. 


Jerusalem was surrendered on Dec. 
9, 1917. Two days later Allenby, 
preceded by the customary aide, en- 
tered the Holy City on foot through 
the old Jaffa Gate. A thick oaken, 
brass-studded door, long disused, 
thrown open for him, has never since 
been closed—a fit symbol of the new 
tolerance and freedom which Allenby 
has brought to the Holy Land as a 
whole. , 

Brilliant as was Allenby’s attain-

capture of Jerusalem Allenby planned 
the closing campaign ‘‘down to the 
last meticulous detail.’”” The army, 
entrenched twenty miles north of the 
city, waited patiently. The attack was 
first set for May, but had to be 
postponed when the best troops were 
hurriedly transferred to France to 
bolster the weakened line on the 
Western front, A new army was de- 
veloped, Replacements came from 
India, some of them led by warrior 
princes. His force now presented a 
brilliant spectacle: Anzacs in their 
plumed hats, British in steel helmets, 
native Indians in varicolored turbans 
and sashes. 

Meanwhile General Allenby stood in 
a historic perspective. Napoleon be- 
fore the. Pyramids had told his 
troops the ages looked down upon 
them. The ages looked down upon 
Allenby. Between those Judaean 
hills and the sea, in the flat, white 
plain from Ascalon to Caesarea and 
Mount Carmel, lay one of the oldest 
battlefields in the world. From Ram- 
eses to the Little Corsican, from Sen- 
nacherib to Richard the Lion 
Hearted, for thousands of years war- 
riors had fought over this ground. 
Allenby himself was refighting bat- 
tles of the Bible, duplicating them 
geographically and in part tactically. 
And General Liman von Sanders in 
the Yilderim General Headquarters 
was waiting for him at a city of 
Galilee called Nazareth. 


The Final Victory. 


The battle upon which. Allenby’s 
greatest fame rests opened in Sep- 
tember, 1918, and effected the anni- 
hilation and capture of three Turk- 
ish armies. Victory resulted from 
the flawless execution of a beauti- 
fully concerted movement which 
again took the enemy by surprise. 
Allenby chose the coastal plain for 
his attack rather than the passes 
through the hills north of Jerusa- 
lem; the former offered topographi- 
cal advantages to his cavalry. He 
concentrated his forces under cover 
of a series of feints delivered to 
the east to deceive the enemy into 
looking for the “push” at some 
point beyond the Jordan. Hood- 
winked, von Sanders massed a full 
one-third of his Fourth Army on 
the east side of the Jordan, and 
Lawrence and his Arabs proceeded 
to eliminate them by harassing them 
into a state of complete demoraliza- 
tion. 


} The Seventh and Eighth Turkish 
Armies broke under the pressure 
Allenby had brought to bear. In 
thirty-six hours it was not a retreat 
but a rout. The Turks were 
streaming back through the hille of 
Samaria, Allenby’s infantry at their 
heels driving them relentlessly on 
into the arms of Allenby’s cavalry 
which held all the exits. The line 
of flight was a course over which 
from time immemorial every army 
that had marched across Palestine 
had been forced to pass, but this 
was its first use for military opera- 
tions in modern times. Crowding 
through, a target for artillery and 
rifle fire, bombed from the air, the 
Turks were completely broken when 
‘they emerged upon the Plain of Es- 
draelon within sight of the high 
mound which marks the site of an- 
client Megiddo. Near a pass are the 
ruins of a. Saracen castle. Richard 
bested Saladin there; Napoleon in 
1709. defeated the Turkish Army 
there; it was there that Allenby 
watched the battle that wiped out 
Arras. 

Meanwhile the Fourth Army was 
also in. full flight toward Damascus, 
and surrendered on the taking. of 
that city the first of October. By 
Oct. 26 Allenby had advanced 300 
miles to Aleppo, captured 75,000 pris- 
oners, of *whom 200 officers and 
3,500 other ranks were European of- 
ficers, and confiscated the last Turk- 
ish field piece in Palestine..

RUINS ON LITTLE KANSAS RIVER

N the banks of the Little River,

Marion, under Commander Eid- 
ward H. Smith, cruised 8,100 miles, 
covering in its survey 450, 000 square 
miles of sea. 

Among. the important discoveries of 
the. Marion was that an océan area 
of 100,000 square miles is today five 
degrees warmer than usual, an area 
constituting a heat. reservoir of such 
tremendous. proportions that it’ is 
bound; to have, so it is said, far- 

* geaching climatic effects. ‘The north- 
ern waters were found, to be unusu- 
ally open. Another important obser- 
vation ‘tended; to show that the bot- 
tom ‘water in) the trough , between 
Gréenland and Labrador:is the result 
of a “slow creep” from the Antarctic. 

The Marion found the coastal 
shelves of Greenland much narrow- 
er than they are shown on present- 
day ¢harts and the Labrador shelf 
much wider than it is currently 
Grawn. Three headlands, sighted by 
the Marion north,of; datitude 60, in- 
dicated discrepancies of, as°much as 
twenty milés in the location of the 
Baffin Land coastline on the maps. 

A Stadent of Icebergs. 

Commander Smith has been iden- 
tified with the Ice Patrol of the 
Coast Guard Service since 1920. In 
the past few years he has been trac- 
ing the movements. of icebergs off 
the Grand Banks, a movement which 
concerns the safety of transatlantic 
liners. The Ice Patrol had gained 
a fairly accurate idea of the behavior 
of the bergs south of Newfoundland, 
and to complete its knowledge the 
Coast Guard decided ‘to send the 
Marion north. 

Lieutenant N. G. Ricketts, also of 
the Ice Patrol service, volunteered 
tc accompany the expedition, and on 
July 7 the Marion sailed. The Mar- 
ion had been chosen because of her 
ereat cruising ability. She is a little 
craft, only 125 feet long, but she is 
able to voyage from here: to Europe 
nud back without refueling. Her 
crew is small, To Davis Strait she 
cairied a company_of , een rsiye 

The general sciehee océanog- 
raphy is divided into Many distinct 
and specialized fields, including ma- 
rine biology, chemical oceanography 
and physical oceanography. It was 
with the lattér field primarily that 
the Marion expedition had to do. 

On account of its peculiar loca- 
tion, the northwest corner of the 
Atlantic, where the observations were 
taken, is a natural otttlet for the sur- 
plus waters flowing'into the Arctic 
from the Hudson Bay and the great 
reaches of the Northwest. The flow- 
ing waters bring out the ice with 
them. Each year ‘the: bergs push 
southward half the distance from 
ithe Pole to the Equator. This year 
bergs came even further, some hav- 
ing been seen as farysouth as the 
latitude of Baltimore. Sincé icébergs 
are a problem for shipping, it is: ob- 
vious that their source and the 
forces that direct them offer a study 
that is of intense and practical in- 
terest. 

Many Soundings Taken. 

The work of the Marion that ranks 
in importance second orily'to the de- 
termination of the Bet and_driftyof 
currents and their, extent was the 
sounding out of the’s®a areas cov- 
ered. The Submarine.Signal..Com- 
pany’s fathometer was-the principal 
means used for’ the measuring of 
depths. This instrument measures 
by timing the echoes from thé sea- 
bottom of sound ‘waves that are sent 
down from the hull of; the: ship. 

There was plenty of Work, day and 
night, for each one of? the twenty- 
five persons on board. Day and 
night the little craft’ pushed on, 
taking up station” after station and 
making observations fn all sorts of 
weather: Tem ures and water 
samples were taken at various levéls,

From Belle Isle the ‘Marion. pro- 
ceeded to Batjle Harbor, Labrador, 
where the crew had ts first glimpse 
of Eskimo dogs and. of the strange 
Plants and flowers of.the sub-Arctic; 
thence: to. Spotted. Harbor, where it 
Viewed an Eskimo. dance. From 
Ba*ile Harbor to.Godthaub, Green- 
Jand, there was a lot of hard work 
forthe men. But Commander Smith 
Says they were repaid by the sight 
of the mountain peaks, the. brilliant 
and strange costumes of the natives 
and the kind friendliness of the,Dan- 
ish officials, 

Beyond the Arctic Circle. 

It was in Greenland that ‘kyaks 
were first seen; crawberries first 
tasted and acquaintance first made 
with the hanging glaciers and the 
rocky mountains of the coast. But 
there was no time to linger. Soon 
the Marion passed the Arctic Circle 
and had days twenty-four hours long. 
Eventually it found in a small in- 
dentation in the coast the settlement 
of Godhavn; Before starting ‘seuth 
again there was time for a look 
about Disko Bay., Guided by Dr. 
Norton P. Porsild; a scientist who 
has devoted his life to polar prob- 
lems at the Danish Arctic station at 
Godhayn, the expedition set out 
across the bay for Jacobshavn. 

From two hundred to three hun- 
dred great icebergs were normally 
in sight about the ship. They ‘would 
occasionally roar like thunder as 
they split and calved in the warm 
meliow light, but there was réally 
no danger so long as the weather 
was not foggy. The Marion passed 
safely to Jacobshavn, on the main- 
land sixty miles east of Godhavn. 
Here the crew tramped over peat- 
covered rocky hills to see the great 
jam of icebergs in the Jacobshavn 
Fiord, some of which find their way 
eventually to the transatlantic lanes 
in and about the latitude of Boston 
and New York. 

Even in the latitude of 70 degrees 
horth there were blueberries and| 
crawberries. The waters of Jacobs- 
hayn teem with arctic cod and hali- 
but: Sharks and other fish are also 
caught. From Jacobshavn’s icy 
landlocked harbor the Marion went 
to the ice front of the Jacobshavn 
Fiord. She looked very diniinutive 
against the cliffs of solid ice, 


The Marions Furthest North. 


From Jacobshavn the ship cruised 
north along the mountainous shore 
of Greenland to Fort Quervain, the 
spot which the Swiss: geologist and 
giaciologist, for whom it is named, 
chose in 1912 as his start for the 
crossing of the Greenland Ice Cap. 
He. deposited his. record.in a cairn, 
and near it the men of the Marion 
erected another cairn in which to 
place the memento of their furthest 
north. 

Port Quervain was visited. because 
it was a place from which the great 
inland ice can be reached with com- 
parative ease. Once again the ship 
was left with a few ship keepers 

only, while the majority of officers 
and crew left early on the clotidy 
morning of Aug. 10 to visit the great 
Ice Cap. Led by a native guide and 
accompanied by Dr. Porsild the 
party began the clinib up and down 
the boulder-strewn’ mountains, * ovér 
glacial hill and by ponds and lakes 
toward the interior. Few had ever 
taken such a jaunt before. 

The party reached. the terminal 
moraine of the Ice Cap a little after 
noon, with just enough strength to 
climb over its clay and gravel and 
boulders and to get up on the edge 
of the living ice. A piercing wind 
was blowing down from the’ Ice Cap, 
Still, the* sun Was warm ‘enough ‘to 
make small streams flow down beds 
of ice. A good look at the billowy 
desert of ite, a few mouthfuls of the 
icy water for parched throats—then a 
hasty retreat was made toward a 
sheltered spot. 

The next day was spent amid the 
Scenic grandeur of the Viagat. That

A stop was made for an hour or 
two.at a coal.mine that the Danish 
Government. is developing on the 
Disko side, just. above the seventieth 
parallel of latitude.

Cut off as they 
are most of the time from all touch 
with civilization, they must find it a 
cruel and lonely land. From the 
Marion's anchorage, half a mile’from’ 
the shore; could be heard the rdéar of 
the ‘waters rushing’ down* from ‘the 
hanging ‘glaciers of the mountains 
above. Should this mine prove ‘suc 
cessful, it ‘will be able to’ supply: all 
Greenland with coal and make it in- 
dependent of Burope for its supply. 


It was an ‘all-night run back * to 
Godhavn, where the Marion arrived 
Sunday morning, Aug. 12. A chal- 
lenge from the Greenlanders to play 
@ game of soccer came as a surprise. 
It seems the Danish radio operator, 
an ex-socter: player of ‘repute, has 
labored to teach the native) Green- 
landers the rudiments of the game. 
A defeat for the Americans of 28—0 
was owing to the cléverness. and 
fleetness of the Eskimos at a white 
man’s game, At Godhavn farewells 
were said to the officials.

Adventure of the Bears. 


Many adventures befell the Marion 
on her homeward journey. But one 
which will be remembered longest by 
the men of her crew, perhaps, was 
the polar bear adventure. The ship 
had been fighting her way through 
weather and ice when about 2 o’clock

& ery on deck of “Polar bears!’ 
The men came rushing up. Float- 
ing ona cake of ice near by were a 
mother and three cubs devouring a 
freshly caught seal. 

Their attention attracted by the 
sight of the boat, they curiously 
watched it draw near them. But 
they retreated slowly at the .instant 
a rifleman rais¢d up in the, bow. 
Too slowly, however. Two well-placed 
shots struck the large bear and 
killed her, 

The younger bears retreated faster 
as the Marioh approached’ the ~ ice 
cake. It was the wish of the crew 
to capture them alive. The rifleman 
withheld his shot; but as the cubs 
intéreased the distance between him 
and themselves, he fired. A cub was 
killed. The other, with wild roars, 
turned to defend her brother. This 
proved her undoing. Boatswain 
Krestensen had lowered a.dory. He 
and three men approached her. The 
boatswain noosed her. The ship 
worked up to where the bear was 
being held and ‘she was_ hoisted 
aboard. After -that,..life on. the 
Marion was never dull, 

Next morning, without warning, the 
young polar bear with a roar and 
crash broke.loose her lashings and 
emetged from the-ship’s hold onto 
the forward deck. Boatswain Kres- 
tensen. was on watch on the bridge. 
He went running toward the bear. 
Alone, four. times he seized the ani- 
mal. by. thé hind. quarters and pulled 
her.back on board just as she was 
about to leap the)rail. He was bit- 
ten on the hand. The captain was 
the first man to his assistance. For 
an_instant the two battled together 
against the bear. Then the bear 
made an attack on the captain, who 
in dodging, tripped and half fell on 
the deck. In a flash the bear was 
clawifg at him and tearing out the 
back of his coat with hér fangs.’ The 
tide theh swayed” against’ her as 
Krestensen and others got a secure 
hold’ on her head. Helpless from 
sheer overpowering weight of: num-

The episode of the bears, of course, 
was an extraordinary occurrence, a 
by-play in the serious affairs of the 
Marion.

length of our Eastern seaboard, is 
referred to as “‘the equinoctial gale.’’ 
An item ‘published in: September, 
1888, reads: ‘‘We had yesterday one 
of the steady, soaking -northeast 
rains which usually precede or at- 
tend the autuminal equinox.” 


Old Records of ‘‘Equinoctials.” 

In September, 1844: ‘‘After a dry 
spell of unusual. duration we had a 
slight shower on Saturday night last, 
which was succeeded yésterday by a 
settied..rain from the northeast, a 
genuine équinoctial.’”” In September, 
1853, it was remarked: ‘‘Wednesday 
night’s gale may be considered as a 
prelude of the equinoctial storms, 
which are genérally attended with 
more or less disastrous effects. In 
1882, under the headline ‘The Equi- 
nostial Storm,’ was printed the fol- 
lowing: “If the storm of the past few 
days was not the traditional line 
storm, which scientists.inform us 
does not exist, but which néverthe- 
less appears just about this portion 
of the month, it resembled the genu- 
ine ‘article as closely as was desir- 
able.’ 

The reference in the last of these

It includes 
curves based on the records of sev- 
eral representative stations in differ- 
ent parts of the country, showing the 
average ‘march of wind force, rain- 
fall and storm frequency during the 
equinoctial. months, and ends with 
the statement: ‘‘The conclusion is in- 
evitable that the observations do not 
show & préporiderance of storm ac- 
tion during the equinoxes.”

This message meant, of course, 
that the little Government. vessel 
called the Boxer, which annually 
battles the’fée of the Arctic, had 
arrived safely in port. It.meant also 
that radio service had. been. estab- 
lished with .an outpost. from. which 
the home office had been acoustomed 
to, hear but two or three times in a 
twelve-month, But-its subject matter 
was in its special way as interesting 
as news of.the;Boxer’s safe arrival 
or the triumph: of rapid communica- 
tions: For it is the American, school 
which has carried civilization to the 
Eskimos and helped to increase their 
prosperity. 

There. are ‘now ninety schools and 
hospitals; with 250 teachers, doctors 
atidnurses; who help to carry on 
education work for the Government 
in Alaska, The Boxer takes new 
workers up and brings others back. 
Sheccarries mail‘and reading matter 
to last a‘ year. This time she’ took 
radio séts that will britig Seattle and 
Chicago in on the air; and material 
for that’ schoolhouse which is to re- 
place,one burned last: January. Be- 
sides teachers and doctors and 
nurses; She will: bring ‘back reindeer 
meat, and ivory tediously carved by 
Eskimos. 

For forty years the work 'of the 
Bureau of Education has been going 
on in Alaska, and the bureau is ex- 
pecting the Boxer to come home with 
better: than usual reports this yéar, 
particularly from that country along 
the Bering Sea and the Arctic Ocean 
where eighty school teachers are 
keeping the lamp of knowledge burn- 
ing for 12,000 Eskimo people. 

Eskimos Live in Houses. 


Already many Eskimos have. re- 
placed their igloo homes, which were 
dirty .and insanitary,..-with- houses 
built. largely under the. direction. of, 
Ameriéan school tzachers. They are 
coming to. live as..do.. civilized -peo- 
ples. The young Eskimos all speak 
English and read and write. They 
have been taught ventilation, sanita- 
tion, ‘personal cleanliness. Every 
school has its bathtubs, and. their use 
is becoming a formal rite, 

In the matter of building, the young

It is a huge task that the Bureau 
of Education has set itself in Alaska. 
The enormous distaticés to ‘be ‘cov- 
ered, ‘the retnoteness of the stations, 
the low témpérature andthe dark- 
noes that prevails through the long 
Winters tite difficult to’ cope with.’ 
The Aleutian Peninstila atid Islands; 
for example, stretch out to the west 
from the mainland for 1,000 miles, 
bare and sparsely poptilated by a 
stratige, mixed race. There is’ a 
school here and there. North: from 
this arm of America’is another 
stretch of 1,000 miles of treeless coast 
which sleeps in the darknéss beneath 
the snow through the gteater part 
of the year and. breaks, into a sudden 
verdure in the brief Summer. This 
is the realm of the Eskimo: 


Groups Still Not Reached. 


Far into the interior where reach 
the Yukon, the Porcupine and. the 
Koyukuk riyérs, live the Athabas- 
cahs, most isolated of all human 
beings on this continent. It is prob- 
able that there are groups of Ameri- 
cans at these headwaters who have 
never been seen. by white men and 
who do not know that a world be- 
yond their snows exists.. Down that 
fringe of Alaska that reaches fur- 
thest south are to be found the Thiin- 
gets, not unlike the Indians of the 
Northwestern States. In villages that 
range in population from 30 to 400, 
these people live, each village largely 
a unit unto itself. 

Into these communities go our 
teachers. A man and his wife may 
be planted at a point far out on the 
Aleutians. A zealous young woman 
may go alone to a native village far 
inland and there remain for years. 
A venturesome youth may take a 
place in the Arctic and find, in the 
molding. of a human community out 
of a plastic race, a task so fascinat- 
ing that he lingers long in working 
out-bis experiments. 

In the Alaskan native community 
the school is the centre of all activity 
“social, industrial and civic. The 
teacher is guide, leader and every- 
thing ¢lse the community may de- 
mand. To be “‘teacher’’ in the nar- 
row schoolfoom sentge fs the least of 
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Eskimos:

no other way can the natives so 
readily acquire self-confidence and 
experience in business affairs. 

Th the middle of Alaska; at Ram- 
part on the Yukon, Isabel Amber 
Gilman: taught the ‘schdol, One 
mofiihg in January, with darkness 
outside, the thermometer ‘at 65 below, 
a three-year-old native boy appeared 
at her schoolroom door with an arm- 
ful of wood for the stove, offering it 
in paymient if she would let him come 
to school. The children are very 
eager ‘to attend, she ‘says, - The 
bigger ‘girls who take care of the 
babies beg that they may bring them 
to ‘school and let them ‘sleep ‘in the 
cloakroom. 

“There is no age limit in the 
Alaskan schools,’’ she says, ‘‘so the 
whole population of a village may be 
enrolled. In the monotofy of an 
Arctic night, going t6 school, sonie- 
times shunned by youngsters in thé 
States when skating is good, is a 
welcome bréak in the monotony. ‘The 
schoolhouse may. become a regular 
calling place for the Indian wayfarer 
who may. be abroad. If the corner 
behind the stove is not filled with 
girl mothers and babies, it may be 
pre-empted by these wanderers or 
by village fathers and grandfathers.” 


Government by Council. 


Teachers have found in Alaskan 
villages the semblance of government 
by council. This idea has everywhere 
been developed. The councils have 
taken more definite form. Through 
them..the problems of the villages 
have..come. up. for..consideration. and 
the members have been led to act 
with increasing effectiveness. The 
councils have shown the way to make 
and enforce sanitary regulations. 
They have been brought to consider 
the tendency toward. too-ce ty. mar+ 
riages among.the youngsters. Some-

DAYLIGHT SAVING IS ENDED 


QDAY New York gives back 

that extra hour of daylight bor- 

rowed in the Spring. Watches 

and clocks will be set back an 
hour, marking the end of daylight 
saving for another year. While to 
astronomers the day begins at noon, 
in civil life it is usually considered 
to begin at midnight; consequently 
the time is officially «changed dur- 
ing the dim hours, at 2 A. M. Sunday. 
The danny soul, however, sets. his 
watch at bedtime so that he will not 
find Himself an héur late for church 
or golf. 

Daylight saving, though degun 
during the war as a means of con- 
serving fuel, was by no-méans a new 
idea. More than 150 years ago Ben- 
jamin Franklin suggested the feasi- 
bility of setting clocks forward in 
Sumner and back in Winter in order 
to befiefit by all the daylight ‘pos- 
sible. He was ridiculed for the no- 
tion—as if one could change anything 
as ro¢klike and ageless as time in 
such 4 flippant manner! Yet that is 
what We now do évery Suririier, with- 
out a qualm and without inconve 
nience excépt to the unwary traveler 
whose train. continues to run by 
standard instead of daylight time. 


A Patriotic Stratagem. 
Possibly the first observance of 
daylight saving, though not then 
recognized as such, occurred during 
the Middle Ages when the City of 
Basle was besieged. According to the 
story, a conspiracy was sét on foot 
to overthrow the défehding garrison 
and the plotters were: to attack si- 
multaneously _ from..: withput...,.and 
within the camp when the great town 
clock should strike 1%. The watch- 
man in the tower, learnitig’ of the 
plot too late to warn the, garrison, set 
the hands of the clock forward one 
hour. The plotters, waiting terisely 
for the twelve slow booris,; heard the 
clock strike but once and then stop. 
Fearing treachery, the attackers 
were. thrown into such cbrifiision’ 
that the conspirators were routed 
aud the town saved, For. many 
years afterwarc the town clock of 
Basle was kept one hour faster than

A Benefit to Cities. 


The city dweller benefits more than 
the farmer, who already goes to 
work’ at an early hour. Daylight Sav- 
ing, being, optional with communi- 
ties, is actepted by somé and rejected 
by others. Phe“farmers of the Middle 
West, in order to avoid error, re- 
verted to an old. saying of their 
grandfathers by fixing a‘ time ‘of 
meeting “at early caridlelight:’” 

Time is: not..the,; imntutable thing 
that the Irish peasants call ‘‘God’s 
time.” When the United States 
adopted its present form of standard 
time im 1883,» dividing - the’ country 
into. four. sections; each hour 
apart, the divisions were as arbitrary 
as setting the clocks ahead one hour.

From the observatory are sent out 
telegraphic’time sigrals to local sta- 
tfons throughout the country. . They 
are sent electfically fram the signal 
clock, while .dther«telegraphic busi- 
ness is usually suspended during the 
reception of signals. 

The highly complicated and minute 
mechanisms now in use to keep the 
correct time are a far cry from the 
Greek clepsydra, or water clo¢k, and 
‘the first crude clocks of Burope. 
The clepsydra.used water very much 
in the samme Manner in which sand 
was employed im. the. later . hour 
glasses. The Greeks and Romans, 
while not observing daylight saving 
as we know it, had a system of vary- 
ing the length of hours from forty- 
four to seventy-five minutes, accord- 
ing to the seasons. In early Rome 
and .in latter-day New England the 
clepsydra and.the hour glass, respec- 
tively, were used to limit a speaker’s 
time. In Rome a Senator’s flow of 
oratory was cut.-short by the relent- 
less fall of water, while some New 


-| England, ministets set the hour glass 


upon the pulpit to gauge the length 
of a sermon. But, unfortunately 
for~the somnolent listenefs, some- 
times the glass would be turned up- 
wide down again and the’ discoursé 
continued. 


When thé First Clock Came. 


The first clock was said to be the 
work of a monk, Gerbert, who, ac- 
cording to legend, designed ‘a time- 
piece: which so alarmed the country 
side. that he. was accused of black 
magic and. banished from France. 
The clocks of the Middle Ages often 
had no hands, but told the passing of 
hours. by the. ringing. of bells, In

If you are ‘a naturalized citizen by 
a marriage which: took place prior to 
Sept. 22, 1922, you are required to 
have been ‘an ‘inhabitant’ of the 
United States ‘for five years, and 
married ninety days before such day, 
in addition to’ the’ other ‘‘qualifica- 
tions. Any woman who married a 
citizen of the United States after 
Sept. 22, 1922, or any woman. whose 
husband was naturalized after that 
date, is not a citizen. by reason of. 
the marriage or naturalization. She | 
would have to. have become natural- 
ized in her own right. 

On the other hand, no woman citi- 
zen whd ‘was married after Septy-22, 
1922, lost her citizenship if she mar- 
ried a man who was not a citizen— 
she would have'to have! made a for- 


mal, legal renunciation of her. citi-: 


zenship. If she did not do that, she 
is eligible to vote—again provided she 
fulfills the other requirements quoted 
from the law... 

Qualifications of “‘New Voters.’’ 

You may fall in the classification 
of ‘‘New Voters.”’ In that case, 
there are special qualifications you 
must fulfill to be able to register. 
Here is the law’s definition of a

Obviously, all “persons who ‘are

Naturalization Papers. 

A naturalized citizen or a citizen by 
marriage to a naturalized citizen 
prior to Sept. 22, 1922, before. being 
registered may be required to show 
naturalization -papers or a certified 
copy of them. This is optional with 
registration officials, If such papers 
cannot be produced the Board of In- 
spectors may register the applicant 
upon satisfactory proof of his or her 
right to be. registered.

by the commodity benefited. In this 
‘way only can the tariff be made ef- 
fective for agriculture without sub- 
sidy. Upon this principle agricul- 
tural organizations have taken their 
“Stand. They ask no subsidies, no 
Government price fixing, no privi- 
“Jeges not already extended to others. 
They have demanded the assistance 
“of the Government in making the 
tariff effective for agriculture, and 
“they insist that this is possible with- 
out infraction of economic law or the 
Invasion of private right. 

The imposition of tariffs upon agri- 
cultural products rests upon the same 
assumption which underlies all tariff 
duties—that to the extent of the 
tariff any increase in the price of 
consumed products is more than com- 


pensated for by. the benefits to. our. 


péople: arising out of domestic pro- 
duction. and higher standards of. liv- 


We maintaifi that Wie present tariff 
schedules on .agriculfural products 
are not intended to be idle gestures, 
but standing as they do on our 
statute books they constitute an im- 
plied pledge that these schedules will 
be effective. Common justice de- 
mands equality for agriculture witb 
industry.

IV. 
OBJECTIONS ANSWERED 


F the economic arguments 
QO against any concerted move to- 

ward agricultural protection and 
stabilization, perhaps the one most 
widely entertained is the fear that 
any Move on the part of the Federal 
Government to stabilize and protect 
agricultural markets must neces- 
sarily be followed by increased pro- 
duction. There is much to be said 
against this view. 

Low prices frequently force the 
farmer toward increased production 
in order to meet inflexibly high ex- 
penses—as was pointed out by Dr. E 
G. Nourse of the Institute of Eco- 
nomics when he said in his paper 
before the American Farm Economic 
Association: ‘‘With prices per unit 
lJow and fixed obligations high, the 
utmost effort must be expended to- 
ward securing a large output.’’ 
That is why low and unprofitable 
prices do not always result in de- 
creased acreage. Usually a low price 
results only in a shift in acreage 
from the affected crop to another 
temporarily more fortunate, thus 
merely moving the area of distress. 

When the eight-hour labor day was 
more or less generally adopted in in- 
dustry, with extra pay for overtime, 
it ‘was quite freely predicted that 
labor would loaf on the job during 
regular hours in order to secure the 
overtime work and rates of pay. No 
‘one will say it has worked out that 
way. Generally, labor has been ¢on- 
tent with a reasonable day’s work 
and pay, and has used its extra 
hours for some of the comforts, cul- 

* ture and even luxuries of life that 
go to make up our American stand- 
ard of living. 

Agriculture will do the same. 
Farmers will hire more labor and 
lighten the burdens of wives and chil- 
dren,. They will improve their farms 

and equipment: and so will furnish a 
market so much needed at this time 
_ Zor the products of industry. 

It should not be overlooked that 
industrial labor is operating on a 
ievel of wages approximately 230 per 
cent. of pre-war; agriculture on a 
level_of about 140 per cent. _Produc-

“Edo not feel that it is neces- 
for proponents of an- effective 


entieth Congress contained the prin- 
ciples necessary to secure the proper 
response from farmers as a whole in 
the economic adjustment of produc- 
tion. This plan requires that every 
individual who. contributes to the 
volume of certain staple crops that 
move in commerce must also con- 
tribute to the fund that makes pos- 
sible the proper handling of ‘‘time”’ 
and ‘‘place’’ surpluses. This pro- 
vision takes care of the variation in 
production due to yield over which 
man has nocontrol. Should increased 
production result, farmers alone 
would bear the burden of it. Each 
crop dealt with was to stand on its 
own feet and pay equitably for the 
cost of dealing with its own surplus. 
In addition an organization was pro- 
posed that would guide farmers in 
the adjustment of acreage in order 
to secure the maximum advantages 
under the proposed act. 

I see no reason to fear that farm- 
ers would not follow the Federal 
Farm Board and ‘eonsolidate their 
advantages if they were given a 
mechanism which would operate to 
their benefit in the control and dis- 
position of crop surpluses. 

Since farm legislation was first dis- 
cussed the threat of higher - living 
costs has been held béfore the eyes 
of consumers like a scarecrow. Much 
talk of this is sheer propaganda, 
which vanishes when the light of 
facts is thrown upon it. 

How about the interests of the 
farmer who wants a fair price for 
his wheat, and the housewife who 
wants cheap bread? Do they clash 
seriously? What are the facts? 

On page 764 of the Department of 
Agriculture Yearbook for 1925, Table 
28 sets-forth the estimated price per 
bushel of wheat received by produc- 
ers in.the United States each month. 
On page 775, Table 41 gives the 
monthly average retail price of bread 
per pound in the City of New York. 


Wheat Prices and Bread. 
On Aug. 15, 1923, the average farm 


*| price for wheat in the United States 


was 86.4 cents per bushel, which was 
the low for 1922, 1923, 1924 and 19235. 
On that same day the average price 
of bread at retail in New York City 
was 9.6 cents per pound: Eighteen 
months later wheat sold on Feb. 15, 
1925, at an average farm price to the 
producer at $1.698—practically $1.70 
per bushel. This was almost double 
the price of wheat on Aug. 15, 1923 
(86.4 cents). Yet on the same day, 
(Feb: 15, 1925) the price of bread at 
retail in New York City averaged 9.6 
cents per pound, or exactly the same 
as before. 

In 1922 the New York bread price 
averaged 9.5 cents per pound; in 1923, 
9.6 cents; in 1924, 9.5, and in 1926, 9.6 
cents. Bear in mind that during 
those years wheat had a range of 
practically 100 per cent. in price—but 
the only way the consumer in New. 
York knew of it was to‘read of it in 
the papers. 

On page 127 of the Yearbook of the 
Department of Agriculture for 1923 
is a significant chart showing the 
share which the wheat grower re- 
ceived out of the retail price of a 
pound loaf of bread in 1918 and in 
1923. 

In 1918 the wheat grower received 
21.41 per cent. of the consumer’s 
price, In 1928, he received only 16.37 
per cent. The toll of the retailer for 
merely selling the loaf amounted to 
nearly 50 per cént. more than the 
wheat grower received for the wheat 
that went into the bread. While the 
grower of wheat got only 16.87 per 
cent. the baker received more than 
twice as much—35.93 per cent.; the 
retailer 22.22 per cent. In other 
words, the farmers in 1928 when this 
chart was compiled got only about 
16 1-3 cents out of the dollar the con- 
sumer paid for bread. If the average 
practicable increase under surplus 
control legislation is 25 pet.cent. in 
the: wheat farmer’s price, the addi- 
tion to the cost of a loaf*of bread 
would be but 4 per cent. —one-third 


o| of a cent on a ten-cent loaf.. 





Cotton on the farms of the South 


| dropped to less than 10 cents & pound |” 


in 1926, from 28 cents in’ 1925, after 


which it returned to 20 cents. The 
low price spread ruin through the 
South, but how much cheaper could 
the housewife buy sheeting or calico 
when cotton was 10 cents than when 
it was 20? The cotton grower gets 
less than one-fifth of the price of the 
finished article the housewife buys. 
The gingham or calico or percale 
would not be greatly cheaper to the 
consumer if the farmer gave his crop 
away. 

Organized labor seés the cost-of- 
living cry against farm legislation 
for just what it is—a scarecrow. 

Said Edgar Wallace, legislative 
representative of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, to the House Com- 
mittee on Agriculture: 

“Now, Mr. Chairman, I am a city 
dweller. The people I represent 
dwell in industrial communities. We 
feel that the surplus raised by the 
farmer is our margin of safety, that 
there. may come a time when be- 
cause .ef. weather. conditions or be- 
causé of thé farmer’s despair, there 
might tonre a scarcity of the things 
that we need. If the farmer’s sur- 
plus is our margin of safety, I, for 
one, and the people I represent, are 
in favor of not permitting that very 
surplus we need to be a menace to 
the farmers, to tear down their eco- 
nomic structure, or to make it so 
that a good crop to them is really 
less remunerative than than a poor 
crop. 

**‘When I appeared here a year and 
a half ago and on previous occa- 
sions, I stated that * * * we were 
afraid that unless the farmers were 
placed in a position where they 
could be paying consumers, we, the 
industrial workers, would be thrown 
out of employment. I pointed out 
that there was partial unemploy- 
ment, just a small proportion of our 
people who were unemployed at that 
time, and I stated then that, rec- 
ognizing that this country can not 
continue to run with a great portion 
of our people unable to buy, that we, 
as workers, were willing, if neces- 
sary, to pay a little more for our 
food products in order that our cus- 
tomers, the farmers, might be placed 
in a position to employ us in turn.” 


The same individuals, publications, 
and organizations are employing two 
arguments against farm legislation— 
that dangerous overproduction would 
result, and that the cost of living 
would be increased to the detriment 
of the consumer. A man may be 
lieve one or the other but it is im- 
possible to see how he can believe 
both at the same time. The two 
ideas are incompatible. The con- 
sumer might well fear a program 
that curtailed production of neces- 
sary food; but ‘‘dangerous expan- 
sion’’ of farm production and starva- 
tion. prices. for food will never be 
companions for long.

New Tenants Arrive. 


No sooner had word got out as to 
what.was being done in the old tene- 
ment house than applications in large 
humbers began coming in for the 
“rooms.’’ From the list a careful se- 
lection was made of families who, 
in their cooperation with the work 
of the society, had already shown 
eagerness to help themselves. Two 
conditions of tenancy were imposed. 
In each household there had to be 
children and no boarders. The choice 
fell on seven Greek families, three 
Italian and two American, compris- 
ing twenty-seven grown-ups and thir- 
ty-five children, ranging from nine 
months old up. 

In the old homes of these favored 
families unwonted activity was no- 
ticeable considerably before the reno- 
vation of their new quarters was 
done. Plainly, the move was the be- 
ginning of a new life and they were 
preparing for it by getting rid of 
quantities of old stuff. 


When the social worker in the 
building started visiting around she 
discovered essential changes in the 
homes. This handful of people at least 
were getting away from the old ‘‘par- 
lor,’”’ set apart in uselessness with 
consequent over-congestion elsewhere 
in the flat, and were going in for 
bedrooms instead. One family had 
substituted a dainty breakfast set 
fof its cumbersome dining room fur- 
niture and was devoting the saved 
space to a music room, with a radio, 
victrola and piano. From the start, 
baths in the nice new tubs proved 
excessivély popular. On the morning 
after the hot water had been turned 
on mothers reported that it was as 
much as they could do to get the 
children out of the tubs and into bed. 

With the aim of arousing the pride 
that comes from a sense of posses- 
sion, the prospective tenants were 
allowed to pick from assembled sam- 
ples the fixtures they preferred for 
their particular flats. And with the 
hope of inspiring imitation the com- 
munity rooms are being fitted and 
furnished as attractively as possible 
on theleast expenditure.

F no one ever drove an automo- 
bile more than fifteen miles an 
hour, there wouldn’t be many 
fatal or otherwise serious acci- 
dents. With more and more people 
driving cars at fifty, sixty and even 
seventy miles an hour whenever they 
hope the motorcycle cops are patrol- 
ling some other road, disastrous ac- 
cidents are becoming more and more 
numerous. 

That’s where the question of speed 
comes into the safety problem. The 
advocates of severe restrictions on 
speed are likely to find themselves 
pushed along the narrow path of 
logical deduction to the absurdity 
of a fifteen-mile limit on highways, 
while those who maintain that this 
is a high-speed age in which arbi- 
trary restrictions are anachronistic 
run the risk of exposing themselves 
to the charge of indifference about 
human life. 

If the two factions meet in com- 
mon agreement that highway speed 
shall be limited to, say, thirty-five 
miles an hour, the question hasn’t 
been removed from the safety prob- 
lem, for, as every driver knows, 
there are times when it is not im- 
prudent to go more than thirty-five 
miles an hour, and there are cir- 
cumstances in which highway speed 
of anything like that is virtually 
homicidal. Any speed limit on which 
the two sides might agree, short of 
the absurd fifteen and the heedless 


ficulty. Any speed limit that per- 
mits traffic to move with sensible 
celerity under accommodating con- 
ditions permits reckless driving when 
the conditions are not so suitable. 
*,* 
This attitude toward the relation 
of speed to accidents is set forth 
in a recent statement by the Ameri- 
can Road Builders’ Association, 
wherein it is admitted that ‘‘speed 
is not always a great hazard.’’ The 
statement is particular to point out 
that it is speed in association with 
carelessness that causes accidents. 
It observes that 2,706 persons were 
killed in 1927 as a direct result, not 
of speed, but of ‘unreasonable 
speed,’’ not necessarily high speed, 
but speed in excess of that dicated 
by considerations of safety. Even 
the strict observance of legal speed 
limits does not constitute safe driv- 
ing. Wet pavements, for instance, 
or inadequate brakes, may make 
dangerous a speed far less than the 
law-allows. The association’s appeal, 
therefore, is for — speed at 
all times. 
" %_* 


Meanwhile, there are those who 
emphasize the need of making high- 
ways safe, even for irresponsible 
drivers. Maybe they haven’t much 
faith.in appeals to.motorists, or even 
in the enforceability of the laws in 
those States which have abolished 
fixed speed limits and put penalties 
on reckless driving instead. At any 
rate, whatever their hopes of im- 
proving the persistently human race 
may be, they stress the importance 
of making highways safe for speed 
rather than the possibility of making 
drivers safe for the highways. 
%_% 
In this connection, George Stowe, 
Vice President of the Reo Motor Car 
Company of New York, talks about 


grade separation. As many of the 
accidents due to speed occur at 
grade intersections, and as it is. at 
such intersections that annoying and 
expensive traffic delays are most 
frequent, it is evident that the sep- 
aration of grades means the promo- 
tion of safety and the expedition of 
motor travel. 

Basing his calculation on the esti- 
mate that ‘‘a delay of one minute 
costs the passenger car owner at 
least 3 cents,’’ Mr. Stowe arrives at 
the rather startling conclusion that 
the normal delays at ‘‘two intersect- 
ing streets with a daily traffic vol- 
ume of 24,000 vehicles, cost motor- 
ists $1,080 a day, or nearly $400,000 
@ year.” 

It is with a view to the encourage- 
ment of the movement for grade sep- 
aration, therefore, that Mr. Stowe 
calls attention to the million-dollar 
structure going up in Wayne County, 
Mich., at the intersection of Michi- 
gan Avenue and Southfield Road;

He builds up a convincing 
case for the adoption of selected, 
standard signals to which motorists 
may acquire the habit of responding 
instinctively, with the automatic pre- 
cision, even, of the apprehensive 
driver observed recently who pulled 
up at a street intersection and wait- 
ed five minutes for a fire-box light 
to turn green.

Fog Experiments by Lieutenant Doolittle for 
The Guggenheim Foundation Will Try 
Out All Instruments Available 


By RUSSELL OWEN. 

x} in fog flying 
to be directed by Lieutenant 

James H. Doolittle of the 
* Army Air Corps for the Gug- 
genheim Foundation are expected to 
make important contributions to 
commercial aviation. Fog and ice 
must be overcome before transport 
flying is safe, and fog is the greater 
problem of the two because it is al- 
ways present on some air route in 
the country. 
The problem of flying through fog 
is believed to be nearing its solution. 
Better instruments for keeping the 
plane on a level keel, radio direction 
beams and other devices have made 
it possible for skilled pilots to fly 
“blind” through dense fog. But the 
great problem in fog flying is to land 
the plane when there is a blinding 
white blanket over the earth and 
nothing can be seen of the hills or 
trees or obstructions around an air- 
port. 


Plane Will Be Laboratory. 


It is toward the solution of this 
difficulty that the efforts of the 
Guggenheim Foundation will be di- 
rected. Every possible instrument 
that can be used will be tested, and 
it is hoped that with the increasing 
interest on the part of scientific men 
in aviation a way will be found to 
get a plane safely to earth through 
the densest fog. A plane will be fitted 
up as a flying laboratory and actual 
tests made under progressively diffi- 


cult conditions until the value of the! 


various instruments available has 
been shown. 

Lieutenant Doolittle is ideally suited 
for this work. He is one of the most 
brilliant men in the army air corps 
and for years has been engaged in 
experimental work. He is not only 
a great pilot, having won the Schnei- 
der Cup Race in 1925 and demon- 
strated his mastery of planes in all 
kinds of flying, but he is also an 
engineer of unusual ability. He is a 
graduate of the University of Cali- 
fornia and the Massachusetts In- 
stitute of Technology. The worse the 
problem the more Doolittle likes it. 

When a plane has been selected it 
will be used over some part of an 
air route on which fog is a continual 
danger, probably over the Alleghenies 





or on the Southern route along the 
Atlantic coast. The tests will neces- 
sitate the mest dangerous kind of 


flying, but the work must be done if 


aviation is to progress. 

There have been a number of at- 
tempts to solve the problem of land- 
ing in fog, many of which have been 
carried out in England, At Croydon 
fog frequently ties up all flying oper- 
ations. Experiments have been made 
there with radio ahd with signals 
from a leader cable around a field 
which indicate when a plane has 
reached the outer fringe of a landing 
field from which a normal glide 
would be begun. But so far they 
have not been satisfactory, and the 
experiments both abroad and in this 
country have been uncoordinated. 


bring 
which may be used. It is the only 
private organization in the world 
with sufficient funds to undertake 
such research work and keep it 
going. 

There are a number of new devices 
which will be tried out very soon, 
particularly the capacity altimeter 
and the sonic altimeter, Both these 
instruments give the actual distance 
above the ground instead of the dis- 
tance above sea level. Dr. William D. 
Coolidge of the General Electric re- 
search laboratory. has been working 
on some of the problems involved, 
and instruments devised by him will 
be among those tested. 

Double Control of Plane. 

The plane to be used will have 
double control, and the instruments 
will be tested first in. good weather 
so that their action may be observed 
under safe conditions. Then one pilot 
will be closed in so that he cannot 
see the ground or the horizon, and 
the instruments for locating the field 
and landing will be tested with the 
second pilot ready to take over the 
controls in an emergency. After the 
value of the instruments has been 
proved and safe landings have been 
made with additional precautions, at- 
tempts will be made to land the plane 
in fog with only the instruments or 
signals from the ground as guides. 
This will test even Lieutenant Doo- 
little’s. nerves, for it will violate 
every instinct of a good pilot to drop 
down through a blanket of fog. 





FIPST AIRPLANE FLIGHTS 
ACROSS THE CONTINENT 





Fowler, Who Flew 35 Days to Span Country, 
Sees the Journey Finished in 24 Hours 


EVENTEEN years ago this Au- 
S tumn two pilots, Robert D. Fowl- 

er and Calbraith Perry Rodgers, 
from opposite sides of the United 
States, started the first transconti- 
nental flights ever completed in heav- 
ier-than-air flying machines. They 
were racing for a prize of $50,000 
offered for the transcontinental 
crossing by airplane. 

Although they both completed the 
flight after extraordinary hardships 
and adventures which included crash 
after crash and the rebuilding of 
their planes several times, neither 
finished within the time limit pre- 
scribed for winning the prize, and 
the most they got was glory. 

Rodgers took fifty days to fly from 
Sheepshead Bay to Pasadena. Six 
months later he crashed to his death 
at Long Beach, Cal., while flying in 
his transcontinental machine. 

Bob Fowler is still living and is 
still in aviation. He is a member of 
an operating company with head- 
quarters in San Francisco which is 
interested in commercial air lines 
out of that city and has the agency 
for a popular commercial plane on 
the Pacific Coast. 

Fowler saw the arrival of the 
transcontinental sir racers at Mines 
Field, Los Angeles, fifty of whom 
averaged between twenty-four and 
thirty-six hours flying time from 
Roosevelt Field. His own time from 
Los Angeles to Jacksonville, spread 
between Oct. 19, 1911 and Feb. 1, 
1912, included thirty-five days, in 
which he flew an average of 100 
miles a day. 

He Flew a Wright Plane. 

His plane was one of the early 
Wright biplanes powered with a four- 
cylinder water-cooled Wright motor 
which developed 32 horsepower— 
“Sometimes it did,” Fowler says. 
The pilot sat out in front o1 the 
edge of the wing directly under his 
engine, where he at least got plenty 
of fresh air. 

After one start from San Francisco 
September which ended at Au- 
Cal., after a crash, Fowler, a 
more than a month later, took 
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to make forty-eight miles through 
the Apache Pass. 

On two occasions he used a novel 
runway—a flatcar on the Southern 
Pacific Railroad. 

“If it hadn’t been for the railroads 
I would never have made it,’’ Fowler 
said. ‘‘I had a carload of spare parts 
and mechanics following me across 
the country. Generally after every 
landing there was a certain amount 
of repair work which had to be done. 
On two occasions the railroads made 
it possible for me to take off.”’ 


One of the first of his take-offs 
was in the desert country of the 
Southwest. Fowler perched the plane 
on a flatcar heading into the wind, 
cranked his motor and climbed into 
his seat. A crew of maintenance-of- 
way men started the car moving, and 
Fowler opened his throttle. With the 
help of the propeller and the human 
pushers the heavy car slowly got up 
speed. 

A Train Was Coming, 


There was need for haste, for a 
mile or so down the track coming 
toward him was a freight train. A 
collision had been guarded against 
by the aviator, however. He had 
placed some timbers on the track to 
halt his flatear after he had left it, 
and these timbers came near being 
his undoing. He was almost upon 
them when he and his flatcar had 
attained speed enough for a take-off. 
Finally, the plane left the car just 
as the car crashed into the timbers, 
But Fowler was not out of danger. 
He was flying straight toward the 
freight locomotive and he was not 
getting much altitude. He cleared 
the smokestack by a yard and turned 
into the east, to the cheers of the 
track walkers and the toots of the 
engine whistle. 

On another occasion he made a 
forced Ianding in the midst of a 
herd of Texas steers. 

“Every second landing was a forced 
landing about that time,” Fowler re- 
members. 

On Christmas Eve he landed at 
New Iberia, Las, about thirty miles 
from New Orleans. It was in get- 
ting. away from New Iberia that 
Fowler again used railroad equip 
ment, this time a handcar, .He took 
off between telegraph lines, the ends 
of the cross-bars on the poles being 
only forty-two. feet apart. Fowler's 
plane had a wing spread. of thirty- 
nine and a half feet. With a two and

More Progress Foreseen. 


They are a few of the aids to navi- 
gation which make flying so much 
safer now. Others are being in- 
vented, and the time will undoubt- 
edly come when a skilled pilot will 
be able to take his plane through 
any kind of thick weather and land 
it safely on a field which he can- 
not see until he touches. ground. This 
seems a rather wild prophecy, but 
let us see what has been done and 
is being done in this direction. 

When flying was done only in the 
daytime and in clear weather there 
was little need for instruments or 
other aids to navigation. With the 
coming of night flying on mail 
routes. and the demand for unin- 
terrupted service, much more than 
the instinctive skill of the pilot be- 
came necessary. He often has to 
fly “blind,” particularly on long-dis- 
tance flights when all kinds of 
weather must be encountered: and 
overcome. Flying “blind” means fly- 
ing by the use of instruments alone, 
and it imposes a great strain upon 
the man who does it. 


His most important instrument in 
this work is the turn and bank in- 
dicator. This shows him when his 
plane tips to one side or the other 
or begins to turn, movements which 
cannot be detected in fog by instinct, 
With these he uses his inclinometer, 
which shows whether the nose of the 
plane is rising or falling. It is usual- 
ly the tendency on the part of a pilot 
who cannot see the earth to pull 
back gradually on his stick until the 
plane stalls and falls off. The ineli- 
nometor enables him to prevent this. 
The turn indicator and compass 
show him his direction.

turning when actually he is in 
straight, level flight, and his instru- 
ments so indicate, 


There have been many instances 
related where this happened. On a 
recent ocean flight the pilot felt that 
his instruments were off, and he 
fought an almost overpowering de- 
sire to fly by instinct, which he knew 
would be fatal. Finally, in despera- 
tion, he took his hands off the con- 
trols and let the plane fly itself 
for a time, until he gradually re- 
covered his poise. It is nerve-rack- 
ing to fly thxugh the night or fog, 
hour after hour, watching the dials, 
and requires great self-control. Of 
course, on shorter flights in thick 
weather this strain is not so evident, 
and on passenger routes of the fu- 
ture there will undoubtedly be two 
pilots who will relieve each other at 
frequent intervals. 

Another aid which {is being per- 
fected is the directional radio beam. 
With this instrument the pilot re- 
ceives from a fixed point toward 








which he is flying a radio impulse 


ceivers on the head of the pilot. This 
system was of great aid on several 
of the Pacific flights. 

An experiment is being conducted 
now in the Pennsylvania mountains 
on the air mail route between New 
York and Chicago with radio signals 
sent out from spots only a few miles 
apart, 

Such devices help a pilot in 
straight flight, but not in finding 
the landing field and coming down 
on it in fog. There are several in- 
vestigations now being conducted in 
the hope of making this possible. 

In Britain there have been experi- 
ments with an electric cable stretched 
around a field at some distance from 
it. It can be detected by an in- 
strument on the plane, and the pilot 
will know when he receives the sig- 
nal that he has passed over a point 
at a certain distance from the field. 
If he goes on he will receive a sig- 
nal when he passes over the field 
and over the cable at the other side 
of the field. Suppose that there are 
several of these cables sending out 
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apt to gather on all parts of the plane 
and particularly on the leading edge. 
of the wing, where it causes the most 
trouble. A plane is not brought 
down as much by the weight of ice 
on it as by the ice destroying the 
characteristics of the wings and 
ruining ‘their efficiency. Ice ‘can 
gather in a few minutes and cause 
a plane to lose altitude even with 
full throttle. 


There are a number of experi- 
ments now under way to meet this 
difficulty. It is possible that some 
substance may be found to which ice 
does not cling and which can be used 
to coat the wings, wires and struts 
of a plane. 


But it can be seen that flying is 
becoming much more of a science 
and less a form of acrobatics. The 
pilot in the future will distrust his 
instincts and rely on his instruments.

ECOMMENDATION to railway 
R companies that they should be 

the ones to own and operate air 
transportation lines is made in an 
article in The Railway Age by C. W. 
Kelsey, written after a long study of 
aviation as to its probable effects on 
railroads. Mr. Kelsey’s plan is for 
all the companies in a particular ter- 
ritory to operate the air service 
jointly. In this way, he says, the ser- 
vice would have sufficient financial 
strength to be efficiently run, the 
confidence placed by the public in 
railway management would carry 
over into the air service, there could 
be complete cooperation between the 
railways and the new service, and 
there would be no financial losses 
to the railways from having their 
passengers use the air lines. 

Mr. Kelsey believes that aviation 
has already reached the point where 
passenger air lines can be operated 
profitably. Planes large enough to

carry forty passengers, he says, are 
practicable now and could be built 
and put in use as soon as the demand 
for them is created. He urges rail- | 
road officials to realize also that the 
same rapid advance in aviation en- 
gineering will take place in the next | 
thirty years as the last thirty or less 
have seen in automobile engineering. 

It would be possible, he estimates, 
to establish a regular air line be- 
tween New York and Los Angeles 
which would carry passengers at a 
charge of $197.60, plus meals. The 
trip, he believes, could be made on a 
thirty-two-hour schedule. The rail- 
roads under his plan, he points out, 
would not only share in the profits 








of the air service but also would 


benefit by having their lines serve 
as feeders to the air lines.

STATION IN MOHAWK VALLEY 
ON WARPATH IN DEFENSE 
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WGY’s Director Says Pioneer’s Contribution to Radio’s Advance War- 
rants Better Treatment From Commission in Reallocation 
Plan—He Sees Broadcasting Limited Up-State 


HE Federal Radio Commission’s 
order stipulating that broadcast- 
ers rated at 5,000-waits or more 

and operating on a cleared channel 
must be 300 miles apart if they are to 
radiate the same network program is 
meeting with considerable protest 
from the stations affected and from 
listeners. 

Station WGY, at Schenectady, N. 
Y., is: less than 300 miles from New 
York and is hit by the order which 
limits its radiation of New York pro 
grams to one hour beginning Nov. 
11. The station protests on the fol- 
lowing basis: 

1. That the commission has taken 
WGY’s wavelength and transferred 
it to the Pacific Coast without pro- 
viding any substitute. 

2. That the interests of listeners 
wholly dependent upon WGY for pro- 
grams, have been disregarded. 

3. That the priority rights of WGY, 
and its long record of service to the 
public, have been ignored. 

4. That the many contributions of 
General Electric to the development 
of radio science and industry, car- 
ried on through WGY, and the value 
of this station in the future develop- 
ment of radio, have apparently had 
no weight. 

5. That the. broadcasting of WGY’s 
programs on short waves, which has 
been a factor in promoting interna- 
tional good-will, is apparently not 
considered. 

“Aside from the important devel- 
opmental work. which has been con- 
ducted by the General Electric Com- 
pany through WGY, and the broad- 
east service which this station has 
rendered since its opening in Febru- 
ary, 1922, WGY occupies a unique 
position in the broadcasting field, 
asserts M. P. Rice, manager of 
broadcasting for the General Elec- 
tric Company. Many localities are 
served by several stations, so that if 
one station is silent listeners may 
tune to another. A large part of 
WGY’s audience is so located that 
they are entirely dependent upon 
this station. Therefore, to silence 
WGY at any time during its regular 
program period means depriving 
many sections of the country not only 
of the programs originating at 
Schenectady, but of the New York 
programs transmitted through this 
station. 

Law. Requires Equalization. 

“The Davis amendment to the ra- 
dio law requires an equalization of 
radio power and channels throughout 
five zones,’’ said Mr. Rice. ‘In at- 
tempting to conform to the require- 
ments of this amendment, the Fed- 
eral Radio Commission redistributed 
the available wavelengths and as- 
signed forty to be used ‘as cleared 
channels. Eight of these wavelengths 
or cleared channels were assigned 
to each zone, and the Commissioner 
representing the zone nominated the 
stations which should have these 
channels in his zone, subject to the 
approval of other members. of the 
commission. In the regulations which 
are issued by the Federal Radio 
Commission to be effective Nov, 11,

“This regulation clearly indicates 
that the wave length which is taken 
from WGY and transferred to the 
Pacific Coast is to be used for full- 
time operation in that zone,’’ said 
Mr. Rice. ‘‘Notwithstanding this 
fact, the Radio Commission has de- 
prived WGY of its full-time privilege 
and has designated it as a part-time 
station to share the wave length or 
frequency of KGO. This assignment 
not only ignores all the important 
experimental work carried on by 


rendered since its opening, but ap- 
pears to be in actual violation of the 
law and regulations, because the 
order giving WGY this assignment 
was accompanied by the following 
comment by the commission: ‘The 
foregoing stations will not be per- 
mitted to operate during the evening 
hours simultaneously with other sta- 
tions assigned to the same frequen- 
cies.’ Therefore, the order by which 
the commission has taken this fre- 
quency away from WGY and the 
first zone also destroys its useful- 
ness as a cleared channel in the 
Fifth Zone. 

“The fact that the wave. length 
taken from WGY was assigned to 
KGO, our Pacific Coast station, has 
no important bearing on the mat- 
ter,’ contends Mr. Rice. ‘‘Commis- 
sioner O. H. Caldwell has implied 
that the programs of WGY and the 
Western station could be so sched- 
uled that it would not be necessary 
for either station to cancel more 
more than one or two hours a day. 
Such operation is certainly not pro- 
vided for in the law or in the regu- 
lations applying to cleared channels, 
but, assumig that it were legally’ per- 
missible, it would involve cancelling 
KGO’s program from 4:30 to 7 P. 
M., or WGY’s program from 7:30 to 
10 P. M.. Thus, while the Com- 
missioner suggests that we may de- 
cide whether we will cripple. our 
Eastern or our Western station, this 
alternative is not offered us by the 
regulations, and in any event we be- 
lieve that we have an equal responsi- 
bility in both of these zones to serve 
the listening public as we have 
served them in the past. .This is no 
mere conflict of wave length of two 
stations owned by the same com- 
pany.’’ 

Caldwell Disagrees. 


‘During my recent visit to New 
York,’’ said O. H. Caldwell, Radio 
Commissioner, ‘‘a number of inquir- 
fies were made as to:the probable 
effect of the rule concerning broad- 
casting duplicate programs on 
cleared channels by. stations within 
300 miles of each other. While I am 
in no way responsible for this regu- 
lation, having regarded its .enact- 
ment by the commission as prema- 
ture, more complete information 
should have been obtained ‘and ‘the 
chain broadcasters given a hearing 
prior to its. passage: 

‘tLet-me make it clear that the reg- 
‘ulation: relates~only to ‘stations on 
cleared channels..’ Under the order

RACTICALLY all ‘the inhabi- 

tants of the Western States are 

wholly alive to and thoroughly 
interested in radio and its rapid sci- 
entific development, but more espe- 
cially its practical uses for communi- 
cation and as a means of entertain- 
ment through broadcasting.

How a Ground Contact Aids Reception With a Loop 
Antenna—Qualifications of a Radio 
Announcer 


By ORRIN E. DUNLAP Jr. 


UESTION—I would like to build 

a@ loop aerial for use with a six- 

tube alternating current Kolster 
Bet. How is a fixed condenser some- 
times used with a loop? (2) Is a 
ground connection used with a loop? 
+-E. C. S. ANSWER—It would be far 
More satisfactory to use an outdoor 
antenna. If it cannot be arranged, 
the next best plan would be to use 
an indoor antenna strung behind the 
molding of the room or through sev- 
eral rooms. A variable condenser 
shunted across the loop’s terminals 
aids in tuning. (2) If one side of the 
loop is grounded it usually, aids re- 
ception as far as volume and dis- 
tance are concerned, but the direc- 
tional property of the loop will not 
be as marked. 


QUESTION-—I have an eight-tube 
Model 38 Atwater Kent electric set 
which at times cannot pick up sta- 
tions which can be heard fairly 
@lear through an Atwater Kent 
Model 40 owned by my cousin one 
Square away. He is using a straight 
f@erial, while I am using a new 
aerial, which resembles a spring. 
The length of my aerial, not includ- 
ing the many coils in the wire, is 
about eighty feet. I am also using 
& Wirt A. C. voltage regulator, Will 
tither of these account for the dif- 
ferencé in the two sets?—J. J. F. 
ANSWER—The trouble is no doubt 
in the antenna system. Try an out- 
door ahtenna ebout 100 feet, includ- 
ing thé lead-in. Is the voltage regu- 
lator adjusted so that sufficient cur- 
fent is reaching the tubes? Why 
hot try the set on your cousin’s an- 
tenna? That would afford a good 
comparison of the two sets.

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‘Young Wisconsin University. Gredisites. Serve as Advisers, 
‘Mediating Between Faculty and Students and Helping 
To Season the Annual Raw Material — 


By J. ALDEN BEHNEE. | 


AIOUSANDS of freshmen, both 

men and women, pour into 

our university. cities each Fall. 

They come from ‘all classes and 
walks of life,.from large and small 
communities, -from ‘isolated farms 
and hamlets. Many of those from the 
larger high schools step on to the 
station platform,or from behind ‘the 
wheel of a large car with an air of 
cocksure sophistication. Others, less 
worldly wise, make their first ap- 
pearance on the campus in awe and 
trepidation. Most of them are soon 
forced into their places in the great 
machine and are turned out in one of 
the stereotyped forms, or are cast 
aside because they cannot catch the. 
rhythm quickly enough. 

Other thousands of students are on 
the ground or arrive with them, but 
these have come to fit into the 
niches. they have already chiseled out 
for themselves. or the corners into 
which the system has thrust them. 
If the neophyte has known or meets 
one of these wiser brothers he may 
learn something about his new en- 
vironment; but the chances are ten 
to one that he will.learn-only about 
the “‘life’’? of the campus and ‘little 
about his academic future and its 
problems and rewards. Our relative- 
ly inflexible curricula fail to make 
the appeal to the modern craving for 
variety which is afforded _by - the 
more colorful .superficialities of the 
university atmosphere. 

First Days at College. 

The freshman may be one of those 
envied individuals snatched up and 
whirled away by a coterie of care- 
fully ~ressed, clean-shaven, amiable 
fraternity men, to be imbued with 
the idea that he has entered a social 
paradise. For the susceptible, that 
process is a sure cure for all precon- 
ceived impressions that the university 
is an educational institution. 

Or perhaps the newcomer is piloted 
around, lectured and tested in a 
freshman-week program which aims 
to solve his problems before he has 
encountered them and while he is 
still too dazed and lost to know 
what the nature of his difficulties 
will be. Such a period of instruction 
can be of value in creating the right 
attitude in the uninitiated. It may 
instill into him a mood and purpose 
quite the contrary to that in which 
he 4s left after the fraternity scram- 
ble, but it cannot anticipate his in- 
dividual and personal problems. , It 
is‘in meeting this need for the: indi- 
vidual and personal that the uni- 
versities ‘have failed, and many 
worthy and. capable students are 
dropped, along with the indolent and 
the incapable, because they never 
become adjusted to their new sur- 
roundings and opportunities. 


A Gap in the Systems. 

The vital importance of the need 
has been recognized by our educa- 
tional administrators; but they have 
failed to realize that the existing 
provisions for meeting the situation 
haye proved both unsound and inef- 
fective. To the Faculty (in addition 
to its teaching and lecturing) has 
been assigned varying numbers of 
freshmen as advisees. The large ma- 
jority of Faculty members complete 
their work as advisers with the fill- 
ing out of the freshman’s schedule 
of courses and hours. They have 
classes to conduct, lectures to pre- 
pare, research studies ‘to perform 
and books to write. To most of 
them advising is a necessary. evil, 
a routine part of their work; conse- 
quently few of them invite frequent 
conferences. They. cannot be justly 
blamed for neglect; they must main- 
tgin their academic standards, which 
is about all they. can be. expected 
to do. 

Even ‘more serious, barriers ‘loom 
between the Faculty adviser and his 
advisee. The instructor’s position 
tends to inhibit the freedom and 
frankness necessary’ for that com- 
plete understanding of the situation 
which alone. can make possible a 
rapid, effective adjustment. Usually 
his undergraduate days are but im- 
perfect ‘memories which rise con- 
fusedly and vaguely to his conscious- 
ness—not to help him grasp the 
problem before him but to distort 
his judgment by the difference a 
the present.

None of the foregoing comment is 
meant to disparage our college Fac- 
ulties. Freshman. advising. is simply 
a burden’ to’men ‘whose time is in- 
finitely more valuable when directed 
toward creative scholarship along the | 
lines .for. which..they.. were . trained. 
The time they use in’ trying to give 
freshmen general suggestions is 
stolen from» valuable contacts with. 
their students and stimulating dis- 
cussions about various” _ phases of 
their courses. Therefore. ‘the system 
is unfair to both Faculty and stu- 
dent body. 

Dr. ; Meiklejohn’s educational ex- 
periment at the ‘University’ of Wis- 
consin seeks to' break down ‘barriers 
of age and official ‘position through | 
informal daily contact of pupils and 
professors, but we can hardly hope 
for a widespread adoption of any of 
the results of that experiment for 
several years, 


Professor F. W. Roe, who acted as 
Junior Dean of the Letters and Sci- 
ence School of the University of Wis- 
consin for sixteen years and is now 
devoting all his time to teaching in 
the uniyersity, became increasingly 
aware of the inhibitions of those he 
wished to help while conferring with 
them from the Dean’s chair. He saw 
students dropped from the univer- 
sity who, ‘he felt, had the ability and 
ambition to succeed. He studied the 
problem until he thought he .had 
reached down to the roots of the dif- 
ficulty. He saw men bewildered by 
an unfamiliar lecture system and 
unaware of the importance lecture 
work was to play in their success or 
failure in college. He saw the small 
high school boy struggling with a 
foreign language for the first time, 
not knowing how to approach it or 
where to turn for. sympathetic ad- 
vice. ‘He saw others dazed by the 
rush of fraternities ‘and ‘still others 
madly embracing campus ‘“‘activi- 
ties’’ until their academic work was 
smothered, and yet ‘others earning 
their own way and deserving help, 
but struggling on unnoticed.

The Young Advisers. : 


With these maladjustments in 
mind, Professor Roe conceived a 
plan that he felt would meet, them 
as effectively as possible under our 
ptesent system. Five first-year grad- 
uate students were chosen to give 
half of their time to. the advising of 
some 500 freshmen enrolling in the 
The re- 
mainder of their’ time could be spent 
in graduate study, but advising was 
not to be a side line —it was their 


job, to be performed to the best of |' 


their ability. The five were chosen 
for distinction in ‘activities as well 
as scholarship and for an active par- 
ticipation in the life.of the univer- 
sity. None was more than 24° —- 
old. 

Dean Harry. Glicksman, who suc- 
ceeded Professor Roe after assisting 
him for several years, gave the five 
advisers training in the academic de- 


tails of their work and granted them | 


certain powers formerly exercised only 
by the ‘Deans, such as the granting of 
reduced programs to those carrying 
a heavy burden of outside work or 


handicapped by’ poor health, the in- |: 


vestigation of excessive cutting of 
classes and the extending of permis- 
sion for dropping subjects or other- 
wise changing their programs. The 
conduct of the personal side of the 
work was left to the adviser, to be 
carried on as his judgment and in- 
genuity dictated. 

Each adviser had the use of a pri- 
vate office for conferences and sten- 
ographic service for communications 
with parents and others; each was 
allowed to work out his own meth 
ods. The group, including Dean 
Glicksman, | met frequently to ex- 
change ideas and- suggestions. In-a 
year of the new system several sig- 
nificant results were attained. 

The most salient feature has been 


the intimately informal, friendly at- | 


titude of these young advisers. On 
a few occasions they have exerted 
their authority and censured a stu- 
dent, or even advised that one be 
dropped, . but 'their.cardinal -principle 
has been sympathetic advice.

Dafigerous at Bat, but Cards Seem 
to Have Pitching Edge—Teams 
Piay Here Friday Also.

The greatest show on earth is com- 
ing to town this week. It. will not 
have a calliope nor a man on the 
flying trapeze nor even one elephant, 
but for the space of a week or more 
it-will have the undivided attention 
of this fair nation, from the rock- 
bélind coasts of Maine to the sun- 
kissed waters of the Pacific. 

For this is the week of the world’s 

series: This is the week when poli-

day at the Yankee Stadium, the an- 
nual battle for the baseball cham- 


pionship. 

On the outcome of a seven-game 
series*rests the question of suprem- 
acy between the New York ee pees 
winners of the American League and 
the St: Louis entry of the National 

e—teams that have. emerged, 
: en and battle-scarred but trium- 

t, from-as red-hot a campaign 
Ee was ever waged on major league 
diamonds. 

The first two games will be played 
here in our own Yankee Stadium on 
Thursday and Friday.. Traveling on 
Saturday, the teams will resume. the 
altercation in St. Louis on Sunday 
and: will continue to fight it out at 

Sportsman’s Park Monday and Tues- 
day—unless one team wins fuer 
straight games, If a sixth and sev- 
enth game are required, they will 
take. place at the Yankee Stadium 
on Thursday and Friday of next 
week. 


Millions to Follow Progress. 


The 75,000 or 80,000 who will see 
each of the New York games and 
the 40,000 odd who will congregate 
in Sportsman’s. Park will be, how- 


ever, only a pitiful fraction of the 
number who will follow this. vital 
basebdll struggle by radio and by 
bulletin boards—play by play, even 
piteh by pitch. 

No, the watchers of this diamond 
drama will not be numbered by. thou- 
sands but by millions, as. two great 
broadcasting companies,.. the Na- 
tional and the Columbia, give to an 
unseen audience all the vital details 
and statistics, even as to the color 
and the size of the bat which Mr. 
George Herman Ruth is lugging up 
to the’ plate. 

A Presidential campaign? Tush, 
tush! Fewer persons will be discuss- 
ing the merits of Herbert Hoover and 
Alfred E. Smith than ‘are engaged in 
a bitter controversy over the world- 
reverberating question whether Tony 
Lazzeri is a better second baseman 
than Frankie Frisch. 

In other words, this is baseball 
week, and a little thing like a na- 
tional election can wait. 

There will be a world’s series be- 
tween two teams who battled it out 
on the same lines two years ago, the 
Cardinals winning in seven games. 


Yanks Badly Crippled. 


It is unique in that the Yanks are 
the most badly crippled team that 
ever went into such a series. Cast 
your mind back and you will not be 
able to recall a pennant winner who 
had lost the equivalent of Herb Pen- 
nock, Earl Combs and Wiley Moore 
and had men like Lazzeri, Ruth, 
Koenig and Dugan in such crippled 
condition. 

The greatest of all tributes to the 
Yanks is that they won the pennant 
under these amazing handicaps. It 
is a really marvelous team that over- 
comes such obstacles. It shows how 
really strong the Yanks were: 

But it doesn’t help us one little bit 
in a bing to dope this world’s series. 

or ‘old dope is “hopelessly 
i led. fojuries can nullify sta- 
tistics. Lazzeri may fail to make one 
double play because of a bad throw- 
ing shoulder. Koenig’s sore foot may 
slow him up a fraction of a second 
on a ground ball, and the title may 
go with it. 

Still, we can say that the Yanks 
ought to hit about as well as the 
Cards, but will mot have as good 
pitching. That is as safe a predic-

For the first time since 1919 the 
eolors of Karel Kozeluh of Czecho- 
slovakia were lowered in defeat yes- 
terday and the United States sal- 
vaged one big championship title 
from the year’s wreckage and disas- 
ter as the tennis season came to a 
close at Forest Hills. 

In the final round of the first na- 
tional tournament staged by the Pro- 
fessional Lawn Tennis Association of 
America, Vincent Richards of New 
York, playing .as magnificent tennis 
as he rer: displayed in his amateur 
days, defeated Kozeluh at 8—6, 6—3, 
0—6, 6—2, thereby reversing the re- 
sults of his previous three matches 
with the Czechoslovakian at Prague, 
London and New York. 

Along with the title, Richards 

ned his second leg on the Gushee 
hallenge Trophy, which was offered 
in competition last year in the un- 
official professional championship 
ed in New York. In view of the 
that Kozeluh holds the Euro- 
pean title and has beaten the ablest 
players of Europe for almost ten 
ears, the New. York youth may 
ustly lay claim to the world’s pro- 
fessional championship by virtue of 
his triumph yesterday, the climax of 
@ week of play in wh ch twenty-eight 
other representatives of all sectors 
of the country were entered. 


Exhibition Is Astonishing. 


It is not overstating it to say that 
such tennis as Richards played yes- 
terday was good enough to have car- 
ried him to the world’s champion- 
ship without any limiting qualifica- 
tion of professional. No gallery in 
America in recent years has looked 
upon so astonishing an exhibition of 
volleying and overhead smashing as 
the young New Yorker put on for 
the edification of the 800 spectators 
huddled in the-rain-soaked stadium 
of the West Side Tennis Club. 

In the entire four sets lasting close 
to° an hour and a half, Richards 
missed just two overhead shots. In 
the second set he did not fail on a 
single e volley or overhead smash, and 

e total of fifty-three placements | 
he scored, thirty-seven were made | 
at the net. It was in the second set | 
that he reached his greatest height 
in his dazzling close order play. Sev- 
enteen placements were credited to 
him in this chapter and no less than 
fee of them were volleys and 

Such magnificent ota 
this, and they were truly magnificent 
shots, for the great. majority of his 
volleys were made under the severest 
pressure from strained La! mace and 
at low altitudes, was not to be re- 
sisted by even so amazi a court 
coverer as Kozeluh. The Czechoslo- 
vakian was utterly helpless to even 

pproach most of these shots, so 

quickly did the ball die as Richards 

cngied it to the side lines with 
strokes that were packed full of 
punch.

In justice to Kozeluh it must be 
said that he was under a handicap 
in the wet turf. He did not have 


spikes; as did» Richards, and from 
the third game on he played in his 
stockings, discarding his rubber- 
soled shoes.

House wreckers are ‘mow tearing 
Gown five old homes pn: lower Fifth 
Avenue which, -duting: the last. con~ 
tury, contributed to the architectural 
dignity and social charm of ' that 
choice residential centre of the city.’ 
The houses include the four from, 40 
to 46 Fifth Avenue, inclusive, and'10: 
West Eleventh Street, being. the 
southwest corner, a, plot 99 feet on 
the avenue by 125 on Elevcrith Street. 
Within the next few weeks the demo- 
lition of two other fine old dwellings 
near by will begin, being, the two large 
houses at 49 and 51 Fifth Avenue, 
southeast ‘corner of Twelfth Street, 
68 feet on the avenue by 125 on the 
street. 

During the years when lower, Fifth 
Avenue was the home section of 
many New Yorkers whose names are 
well known in its’ commercial and 
social life all of these houses were 
occupied by families who were promi- 
nent in the so-called polite circlés: of 
the metropolis. Within. recent years, 
in view of the abandonmen* of pri- 
vate residences ‘in’ that: area. and 
their rapid displacement: with...tall 
multi-family edifices, most of these 
dwellings have been rooming houses 
of the higher-priced type and in the 
basement of 42 Fifth Avenue. was.a 
restaurant much patronized by apest 
ment dwellers in the -vicinity.

on the southerly:sidé.;Similar advan- 
tages will be enjoyed | by the rooms 
on the noftherly’’side, as the block 
front to the north ‘is wholly occupied 
by the old First Presbyterian Church 
and the projected. house on the,south- 
east Twelfth Street corner will over- 
look the ‘attractive lawns” of the 
church property. ’

CITY TAKES TITLE 
TO HILLSIDE PARK 


Contains 263 Acres at Jamaica 
in Picturesque Section 
of Queens. 


With the recent taking of title by 
the City of New York to the 268- 
acre tract known as Hillside Park, in 
Jamaica, one of the most picturesque 
areas in Queens Borough has been 
added to the chain of magnificent 
parks in the metropolitan section. 
The property is in the Jamaica-Hill- 
side residential locality of Jamaica, 
north of Hillside Avenue. 

The park property was purchased 
by the city from the syndicate by 
whom the entire tract of 840 acres 
was acquired through Joseph P. Day. 
Since that time Mr. Day has devel 
oped and sold a-large portion of it 
to homeseekers, investors and build- 
ers. 

Jamaica-Hillside, as the property is 
now known, originally had about the 
Same area as Central Park. The 
tract, as a. whole, stretches north, 
south, east and west fram the wood- 
land of Hillside Park, the new city 
playground, having the highest ele- 
-vation in the Borough of Qtieens. 
The residential portion of the orig- 
inal tract retains the original w6od- 
land features, ‘except for the many 
wide boulevards and streets which 
have been cut through. 

From the heights of the Jamaica- 
Hillside tract the vista to the south 
embraces thousands of houses built 
during the last five years years, be- 
yond the Jamaica Avenue subway 
and elevated terminus at 168th Street 
and Jamaica Avenue, and the city 
line at. Bellerose, taking in the low- 
land area, between Jamaica and Hill- 

de Avenwes and south: of Jamaica 

venue, bétween that thoroughfare 
and the Long Island Railroad. 

The creation of this new park, in 
one of the fastest developing sections 
of New York, is in keeping with the 
attitude of the State and City of New 
York, Westchester County ahd east- 
erly Long Island toward the creation 
of new parks and parkways in the 
interest of better homes, improved 
residential conditions and the relief 
of traffic. 

“Looking backward over the .years 
and considering the enormous in- 
crease in population in the city since 
the early ’50s, when the wilderness 
now known as Central Park was ac- 
quired,’’ says Mr. Day, ‘‘the wisdom 
of the city in acquiring additional 
park lands, wiiile a few large areas 
remain available at comparatively 
low prices, is apparent. 

“When the land for Central Park 
was acquired, lots just south of the 
present Park Plaza, on Fifth Ave- 
nue, Fifty-sixth and Fifty-seventh 
Streets—comprising some of the Com- 
mon Lands of the City of New York 
—were sold at auction at an average 
of $600 to $1,000 per lot. The crea- 
tion of the park led gradually to an 
increased scale of values for every 
foot of ground within its immediate 
radius. 

*‘Van Cortlandt Park, Bronx Park 
and Pelham Bay Park, in the West 
and East Bronx, have combined to 
transform the neighboring real estate 
into wealth for those who foresaw 
the influerice of these mapnificent 
playgrounds. In conjunction with the 
subways they are récognized as be- 
ing one of the principal contributing 
factors in the development of such 
residential areas as the Riverdale 
section along the Hudson River, the 
Bronx and Pelham Parkway section, 
between.

WIDE RANGE OF ACTIVITY 


Progressive Year in New Rochelle, 
the Pelhams, Larchmént and 
White Plains. 


A recent survey of. Westchester 
County and lower Connecticut, made 
by the Fish & Marvin Organization, 
through its gefieral sales manager, 
Fred M. Schilling, discloses the fact 
that in practically all of the choice 
residential sections the demand for 
private homes and apartments re- 
veals an increasingly steady demand.

A dispute between a realty com- 
pany and the City of New York oyer 
the title to a cape on the north side 
of Rockaway Point, projecting into 
Jamaica Bay in a northerly direc- 
tion, has resulted in @ recent decision 
by the Court of Appeals as to 
rights of an owner of property fo 
more than a year as against anothef 
asserting title, in which the Court 
laid down the legal requirements as 
to the proof of 


to) rship necessary 
from a claimant to e against one 


in possession for more than a year. 

The highest court, in a-decision by 
Judge Kellogg affirming the Appel- 
late Division in Brooklyn and the 
Special Term of the Supreme Court, 
held that a sovereign grant of land, 
including marshes and creeks, in- 
cludes a strip of land known as a 
hassock, because the grant referred 
Specifically to marshes, which, as 
construed, could have referred only 
to the land in question. For that 
reason the plaintiff, the Best Rent- 
ing Company, Inc., as the owner in 
possession, was entitled to a decree 
removing a cloud on its title. 

The opinion says that the plaintiff 
claimed ownership by a deed from 
R. W. Kellogg, datéd Dec. 7, 1916, 
and that the defendant claimed own- 
ership under a grant by the State of 
New York under a statute of 1909. 
For this reason the plaintiff asked 
for the removal of the cloud on its. 
title. Describing the property, the 
opinion said: 

“It is bounded on the south by a 
laid out street known as Far Rock- 
wav Boulevard or Atlantic Avenue; 
on the west by the waters of an inlet 
known as Norton Creek; on the north 
by the waters of Jamaica Bay; on 
the east, for the northerly third, by 
the waters of an inlet known as 
Worton’s Cove, and for the remain- 
ing two-thirds by a laid out street 
known as Channel Avenue. The deed 
from Rawdown W. Kellogg, dated 
Dec. 7, 1916, through which the plain- 
tiff lays claim to the premises, as set 
forth in the complaint, describes the 
parcel by the known physical boun- 
daries above given. The plaintiff 
proved, without contradiction, that 
it was in actual possession of the 
premises thus described; that it and 
its predecessor had been in the ac- 
tual possession thereof for many 
years.”’ 

Concerning the legal requirements 
of the complaint in such an action, 
the Court says: 

**Where a person has been in pos- 
session of real property for a period 
of one year, claiming it in fee or for 
life, or for a term of years not less 
than ten, he may maintain an action 
against any other person to compel 
the determination of any adverse 
claim thereto made by such other 
person. His complaint must set forth 
a description of the premises; the 
estate therein claimed him;-a: one 
year’s possession thereof; the. unjust 


claim thereto made by the defen- t 


dant.’’ 

Judge Kellogg refers to-the statutes 
avplicable to such a case, with deci- 
sions in point, and says further: 

“A perusal of these sections might 
lead to the conclusion that the de- 
fendant, not having plead title, was 
not privileged to prove or to assert 
it; that the plaintiff, having estab- 
lished its posession for more than one 
year under a claim of title, was en- 
titled to a judgment forever barring 
the defendant from asserting a claim 
thereto. However, if it be assumed 
that the defendant,’ having proved 
without objection the facts of , its 
title, was entitled to assert it, then it 
follows that it must succeed, if suc- 
ceed it does, upon the strength of its 
own title and not upon the weakness 
of the plaintiff’s claim, precisely as 
if the defendant were the plaintiff 
in an ejectment suit, If the defen- 
dant has a title, he is bound to pro- 
duce and prove it.”? (Barnard v. 
Simms, 42 Barb., 304, at p. 308.) 

“The plaintiff therefore stood on 
possession. t was for the defen- 


dants to establish their title as in an|' — 


ejectment suit in which they -were 
the plaintiffs. (Merritt v. Smith.) In 
Ford v. Belmont it was said of the 
laintiff: ‘She had, nevertheless, 
een in actual possession for three 
years, and that was sufficient to en- 
title her to maintain'this proceeding 
and compel the defendants to show 
their title.’ ’’ ; 

Concerning the claims of owner- 
ship advanced by the City of New 
York, the Court said that one grant 
in 1909 gave ‘‘such Tight, title and 
interest as the State of New York 
may have in and_to phe land under 
water in Jamaica Ba a Rockaway 
Inlet and the tribu es thereto.’’ 
A second grant in 1 gave similar 
rights to ‘‘the is ; hummocks, 
hassocks, marsh and ‘meadow lands 
in Jamaica Bay and Rockaway Inlet 
and the tributaries thereto,’’ but. the 
Court points out that the plaintiff 
“makes no claim to land under 
water in Jamaica Bay and Rocka- 
way Inlet,’’ neither does it make 
claim to the rights given in the sec- 
ond grant in 1912. Judge Kellogg 
says: }

“The Do grant is inclusive of 
marshes and creeks. Low land’ sub- 
ject to overflow by tides is called 
salt marsh or tide marsh (Century 
Dictionary)... It. would have been 
wholly unnecessary to © specify 
marshes if thereby bogs or swamps 
situate upon the uplands of Rock- 
away Point had been intended, for 
they would have been included in the 
other words of description used. In- 
deed, it is scarcely. conceivable that 
swamps have ever been present upon 
that long and,narrow sandy neck. of 
land. et the word has meaning, 
and must be given force. We think 
hat it can only be given force by 
holding.that the marshes of the Don- 
@an grant were in salt marshes of 
the shore and that they. were includ- 
ed in the. grant. . 

“The point in controversy appears 
upon the Government map of 1835. 
The map bears signs indicating that 
the point from its base to its outer 
extremity was marsh land. An expert 
in the service of the Geodetic and 
Coast Survey -testified that the solid 
unbroken line upon the. map, appar- 
ently marking the shore lines of the 
point and adjoining lands, was in 
fact a line indicating the extreme 
limit.of the marshes-along the shore. 
Another “witnéss testified that this 
ine, as indicated upon the map, ex- 
ends into Jamaica Bay some 700 
feet further” than does the actual 
shore of the point in question as it 
now appears. Even, in. the. finding 
made by the trial court, that the ex- 
treme north end of the point prior 
to 1878 constituted a hassock, it is 
found that the, hassock :was™ partly 
marsh and partly meadow land. ‘The 
lands, which in 1835 may have been 
covered at high tide by a narrow 
creek, are shown upon. the map.of 
that year as marsh lands. . - 

*‘We conclude that all the lands 
now claimed and possessed by the 
plaintiff were included in the Don- 
gan. grant either as meadows’ or 
marshes. Therefore the; State of 
New ‘York’ had ‘no title to the lands 
in question which it might convey 
to the defendant and the defendant 
is without title or right thereto.”

Secretary of State and in charge of 
the Division of Licenses in the De- 
partment of State, has issued a 
warning to persons employing real 


in selecting suchagents ‘and better 


commissions. 

To safeguard the public against 
the activities of incompetent. and _un- 
scrupulous real estate -brokers’ and 
salesmen he points.out’ that the 
Legislature added a clause to the 
Real Property law several years ago 
requiring all persons who negotiate 
or attempt to negotiate real estate 
transactions for others and for a fee, 
commission or other compensation, | 
to be duly licensed. This applies to 
transactions negotiated in any city of 
the State or in any county having a 
population of 110,000 or more, or in 
the counties of Rockland, Sullivan 
or Ulster. 

“In sections of the Staté*to which 
this law is applicable,” says Mr. 
MacNulty,.‘‘no one is under,any legal 
obligation to pay a commission 
claimed by an unlicensed real estate 
agent, as the statute which requires 

tobe: licensed specifically pro- 
vides that no person shall bring or 
maintain an ‘action in any court in 
this State for the recovery of com- 
pensation rendered in negotiating 
any real estate_transaction in any 
place in which this article is applic- 
able without alleging and proving 
that he was a duly licensed real es- 
tate broker. or real estate salesman 
on the date when the transaction was 
negotiated. i ; 

“Before paying » a: commission; to 
any one for negotiating a real estate 
transaction it is advisable to require 
the claimant to produce his pocket 
license card, a: credential which. is 
issued by the Department of State 
to every licensed. real estate broker 
or -salesman.' ' The law ‘prescribes 
that this card must be shown by its 
holder to any one on demand. -the 
card is not produced, payment of the 
commission should be refused until 
the card is exhibited. 

“Tf a license card is. displayed, on 
demand it is worthless unless it ap- 
pears on its face'to havé been issued 
for the: current license year, .which 
ends on: Oct. ‘31 of each calendar 
year. Particular attention should be 
paid to the ‘class of license to which 
the card relates. ‘ If the card shows 
the holder to be a licensed real estate 
salesman, no part: of the‘ commission 
should be paid to him_inm cash or by 
check drawn to his ‘order; for, if -the 
.salesman embezzles the money, the 
broker for whom he works may sue 
and obtain: a. judgment requiring the 
payment of the commission over 
again, because every one is supposed 
to- know that‘ the law does: not allow 
a salesman to demand or receive 
compensation for his services from 
any one other than the broker who 
employs him. 

“On the other hand, if the sales- 
man who negotiated the transaction 
is. unlicensed,...neither.. he nor..the 
broker who employs him is entitled 
to demand payment of the commis- 
sions even.if the broker: is duly li- 
censed. The law makes-it a\misde- 
meanor for a real estate broker to 
employ an unlicensed salesman. 

‘Othe foregoing doés not apply to 
receivers; referees, ‘administrators, 
executors, guardians or other per- 
sons appointed by or acting under 
the judgment-or orders of any court, 
nor to public officers while perform- 
ing their official duties, nor to attor- 
neys at law, all of whom are specif- 
ically exempted from ‘the application 
of the ‘statute.’’
